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PREFACE. 


It  is  not  my  intention  to  lay  before  the  members  of  the 
Surtees  Society,  in  the  preface  to  the  present  volume,  any- 
thing like  a  full  historical  description  of  the  Cathedral  Church 
of  York.  The  length  to  which  this  work  has  already  run 
nmst  necessarily  preclude  the  compilation  of  such  an 
account,  which  has  been   already  given  by  others.*      My

Of  these  three  works  the  earliest  in  date  and  in  importance  is  that 
written  by  Mr.  Browne.  That  gentleman  was  fortunate  enough  to  dis- 
cover the  existence  of  the  Pabric  Rolls  which  are  now  printed,  and  upon 
them  he  has  very  properly  based  his  history  of  the  Minster.  It  is  neither 
my  wish,  nor  is  it  in  my  power,  to  gainsay  the  industry  and  ability  which 
Mr.  Browne  has  brought  to  bear  upon  his  work.  He  has,  however,  given 
meagre,  and  sometimes  inaccurate,  extracts  from  the  Pabric  Rolls,  discard-

chief  object,  therefore,  shall  be  to  give  a  very  brief  sum- 
mary of  the  earlier  history  of  the  Minster. 

It  is  not  known  when  the  first  Christian  Church  was 
erected  among  the  temples  and  altars  of  Eburacum. 
Doubtless,  there  was  one  there  at  a  very  early  period,  whilst 
the  imperial  eagles  were  still  flying  over  the  city.  An 
attempt,  indeed,  has  been  made,  with  more  ingenuity  than 
success,  to  shew  that  the  porch  of  the  church  of  St.  Mar- 
garet, in  Walmgate,  is  a  fragment  of  some  heathen  temple  : 
the  propounder  of  this  curious  theory  has,  evidently,  been 
misled  by  the  similarity  between  the  Roman  and  Norman 
styles  of  architecture,  as  the  doorway,  to  which  he  alludes, 
must  certainly  have  been  erected  more  than  six  centuries 
after  the  Romans  deserted  York. 

The  annals  of  the  Minster  may  be  said  to  date  from  the 

ing,  at  the  same  time,  the  lauguage  in  which  they  are  written,  and  it  is 
to  supply  these  deficiencies  that  this  volume  has  been  published.  It  con- 
tains, also,  some  documentary  evidence  which  has  hitherto  been  unnoticed. 
There  is,  however,  in  Mr.  Browne's  work,  much  novel  and  interesting  in- 
formation, upon  which  this  volume  does  not  in  any  way  trench.  I  have 
derived  great  assistance  from  it  myself,  and  any  one  who  is  desirous  of 
studying  the  history  of  the  Minster  will  find  it  similarly  useful. 

Professor  Willis  has  written  a  most  masterly  paper  on  the  architectural 
history  of  the  Cathedral,  lie  has  assailed,  and,  as  is  generally  tliought, 
with  complete  success,  Mr.  Browne's  theory  of  dates,  which  appears  to  be 
quite  untenable.  Professor  Willis  argues  with  great  acuteness  and  in- 
genuity, and  his  essay  must  be  the  foundation  for  every  future  history  of 
the  Minster. 

The  work  of  Messrs.  Poole  ami  llugall  is  more  perhaps  in  the  form 
of  a  guide  than  a  reguhir  account  of  the  Minster.  Tliey  adopt  the  views 
of  Professor  Willis,  and  present  them  in  a  more  popular  form.  The 
volume  is  most  pleasingly  illustralcd,  and  rcllecls  gnat  credit  u|)on  the 
authors  and  upon  Mr.  Sunter. 
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year  627,  when  Edwin,  the  Saxon  king  of  jNorthumbria, 
was  baptized  in  that  city  by  Paulinus.  That  ceremony 
took  place  in  a  church  of  wood,  which,  at  the  suggestion  of 
Paulinus,  the  monarch  ordered  to  be  surrounded  with  a 
basilica  of  stone,  of  a  square  form.  Fifty  years,  however, 
had  not  elapsed,  before  the  new  church  began  to  stand  in 
need  of  repair.  It  had  been  constructed,  in  all  probability, 
in  a  hasty  and  imperfect  manner,  and  when  Wilfred  ascended 
the  chair  of  Paulinus,  in  669,  he  found  the  windows  un- 
protected, and  the  roof  unable  to  keep  out  the  rain.  To 
remedy  these  defects  w^as  his  chief  endeavour;  the  win- 
dows which  had  formerly  been  filled  with  linen,  or  boards 
pierced  with  holes,  he  now  glazed ;  he  covered  the  roof  with 
lead,  and  purified  and  furnished  anew  the  interior  of  the 
church. 

In  the  year  741,  according  to  Roger  Hoveden,  there 
was  a  fire  at  York,  in  which  a  "  monasterium  "  was  de- 
stroyed. Now  as  the  Cathedral  was,  in  old  time,  frequently 
called  the  "  monasterium,"  or  minster,  I  cannot  but  think 
that  the  chronicler  intended  to  refer  to  that  building.  He 
was,  probably,  a  Yorkshireman  by  birth,  and  he,  there- 
fore, applies  to  the  Cathedral  the  name  which  was  usually 
assigned  to  it.  Hoveden  is,  in  general,  an  accurate  his- 
torian, and  I  see  no  reason,  in  this  instance,  to  question  his 
authority.  Now  if  this  disastrous  fire  actually  occurred, 
we  must  expect  to  find  some  record  of  the  restoration  of 
the  temple  which  it  destroyed.  Accordingly,  we  liave  a 
statement  made  by  Alcuin,  who  was  an  eyewitness  and  an 
aider  of  the  work,  that  Archbishop  Albert,  who  came  to  the 
See  in  767,  did  actually  erect  a  most  magnificent  basilica. 
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Professor  Willis  is  of  opinion  that  this  basilica  is  not  the 
Minster,  but  some  other  church,  either  in  York  or  in  the 
diocese.  From  this  opinion,  however,  I  must  be  permitted 
to  dissent.  If  the  "  monasterium  "  destroyed  was  actually 
the  ^linster,  as  I  believe  it  to  be,  it  is  hardly  conceivable 
that  its  restoration  should  be  unrecorded,  or  that  the  Arch- 
bishop should  erect  a  splendid  edifice  while  his  Cathedral 
was  in  ruins.  Again,  there  is  no  church  beyond  the  walls 
of  the  City  of  York  which  can  possibly  be  identified  with 
the  basilica  described  by  Alcuin,  and  within  the  City  itself, 
which  was  then  small,  it  is  scarcely  possible  that  there 
should  exist  at  that  early  period,  and  at  the  same  time,  a 
Cathedral  Church  and  a  gorgeous  basilica  in  which  there 
were  no  less  than  thirty  altars.  But  there  is  a  statement 
on  the  table  of  the  benefactors  to  the  Minster  which  goes 
far  to  prove  that  these  two  buildings  were  identical ;  Albert 
is  there  placed  among  the  five  founders  or  builders  of  the 
Cathedral ;  would  his  name  stand  there  if  the  basilica  which 
he  undoubtedly  erected  were  not  the  Minster,  "  but  some 
other  church,  cither  in  Y'ork  or  elsewhere  in  the  diocese  P" 
It  is  my  impression,  therefore,  that  Archbishop  Albert 
was  actually  the  builder  of  that  church  which  was  in  exist- 
ence at  the  Norman  Conquest.  Of  its  shape  and  extent 
there  is  nothing  now  known.  Among  the  fragments  of 
early  masonry  which  have  been  disclosed  in  the  crypt  there 
are  one  or  two  which  have,  in  all  probability,  belonged  to 
Albert's  church,  but  there  is  nothing  whatever  in  the  fabric 
of  the  present  Minster  to  connect  it  with  the  Saxon  times  ; 
except,  perhaps,  a  nmtilatcd  image  of  the  Virgin,  which  is 
imbedded  in  the  eastern  wall  of  tlie  presbytery. 
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The  Cathedral  erected  by  Albert  remained  standing  for 
more  than  two  centuries.  In  the  year  1069  it  was  acci- 
dentally destroyed  by  that  scourge  of  York,  a  fire,  which 
also  consumed  the  celebrated  library.  Within  twelve 
months,  however,  Thomas  the  Norman  became  Archbishop, 
and  he,  according  to  Stubbes,  rebuilt  the  church  from  its 
foundations.  Mr.  Poole  seems  to  think  that  Thomas  merely 
repaired  the  choir  to  fit  it  for  the  due  celebration  of  divine 
worship,  and  that  it  was  not  fully  restored  till  Roger  came 
to  the  see  in  the  middle  of  the  next  century.  This  may, 
perhaps,  have  been  the  case,  but  if  the  choir  erected  by 
Thomas  was  only  a  temporary  one,  it  must  still,  judging 
from  the  remains  of  it  in  the  crypt,  have  been  of  a  very 
substantial  character. 

Thomas's  Church,  in  all  probability,  consisted  of  nave, 
aisles,  and  transepts,  the  aisles  and  transepts  ending,  it  may 
be  presumed,  in  apses.  There  was  a  central  tower  of  mag- 
nificent proportions  and,  probably,  there  were  two  towers 
at  the  west  end  of  the  Church.  There  is  a  sketch  of  what 
the  ^linster  is  then  supposed  to  have  been  in  the  subjoined 
plan. 

No  alteration  was  made  in  Thomas's  Church  till  the  year 
1171,  whea  Archbishop  Roger  began  to  build  a  new  choir. 
This  is  said  to  have  been  necessitated  by  a  fire  wdiich 
occm-red  in  1137,  but  there  are  some  grave  reasons  for 
doubting  the  fact.  It  is  quite  enough  to  suppose  that 
Roger,  a  new  and  active  prelate,  found  the  old  choir  to  be 
inconveniently  small,  and  that  on  that  account  he  began  to 
reconstruct  it.  The  shape  of  this  choir,  which  was  without 
an  apsidal  termination,  may  be  seen  in  plan  No.  2. 
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The  Cathedral  was  now  a  complete  specimen  of  the 
Norman  style  of  architecture.  It  did  not  long  remain 
intact.  A  new  style  came  into  vogue  with  a  new  century, 
and  it  soon  made  an  inroad  upon  the  Minster. 

Tiie  innovator  was  that  munificent  prelate  Walter  Grey. 
To  him  the  Church  of  York  was  indebted  for  the  south 
transept  with  its  noble  and  graceful  proportions.  This 
work  was  probably  completed  by  the  year  1240,  and  its 
erection  was  immediately  followed  by  the  building  of  the 
north  transept,  which,  according  to  Stubbes,  was  reared 
at  the  sole  expense  of  John  Romanus  the  treasui'er  of  the 
Minster.  That  officer  is  also  said  to  have  rebuilt  the  lan- 
tern tower ;  as,  however,  there  are  still  traces  in  it  of  Nor- 
man masonry,  it  is  probable  that  Romanus  merely  re-faced 
it,  putting  in  at  the  same  time  new  windows  to  make  it 
harmonize  with  the  recently  erected  transepts. 

The  tide  of  restoration  had  now  begun  to  flow,  and 
there  was  no  desire  to  stop  it.  The  noble  transepts  and 
the  bell  tower  of  John  the  Roman  were  a  striking  contrast 
to  the  nave  and  choir,  which  were  still  untouched.  It  was 
j)lain  that  they  could  not  remain  as  they  were.  It  was 
determined,  therefore,  to  rebuild  the  nave.  The  credit  of 
commencing  this  glorious  work  is  given  to  another  John 
the  Roman,  who  was  Archbishop  of  York.  He  was  the 
son  of  the  treasurer  who  had  done  so  much  to  renovate  the 
Church,  and  he  inherited  the  taste  and  energy  of  his  sire. 
The  first  stone  of  the  new  nave  was  laid  by  the  Archbishop 
in  the  year  1291. 

The  erection  of  a  building  so  vast  and  so  magnificent 
as  the  present  nave  was  no  ordinary   undertaking.     The 
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Chapter  of  York,  however,  were  resolved  to  complete  what 
they  had  begun,  and  they  were  most  generously  assisted 
by  others.  lu  1296  they  imposed  upon  their  prebends, 
and  dignities  a  tax  of  two-sevenths.  In  1298  the  Chapter 
sent  their  sub-chanter,  Roger  de  Mar,  to  the  court  of  Rome, 
and  he  was  there  directed  to  secure  the  permission  of  the 
Pope  for  the  imposition  of  a  tenth  and  a  third  upon  the 
non-resident  members  of  the  Chapter.  * 

Nor  were  the  Archbishops  unmindful  of  their  metropo- 
litan church.  John  Romanus,  as  we  have  seen,  laid  the 
foundation-stone  of  the  nave,  and,  in  all  probability,  contri- 
buted largely  to  the  fabric  fund.  Archbishop  Corbridge 
granted  an  indulgence  of  forty  days  on  behalf  of  the  same 
work.f  His  successor,  William  Greenfield,  made  a  similar 
concession,  and  gave,  among  other  donations,  the  munifi- 
cent sum  of  500  marks  to  the  Church.  |  Archbishop  Mel- 
ton, who  succeeded  Greenfield,  was  a  most  generous  bene-

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factor  to  the  Minster.  He  issued  more  than  one  brief  on 
behalf  of  the  fabric,  and  gave  500  marks  to  further  the 
progress  of  the  works.*  The  liberahty  of  the  noble  families 
of  Vavasor  and  Percy  will  be  afterwards  alluded  to. 

Thus  assisted  and  promoted,  the  works  in  the  nave, 
extensive  though  they  were,  made  considerable  progress. 
In  1338  they  were  far  enough  advanced  to  allow  several  of 
the  windows  to  be  glazed.  In  that  year  the  great  west 
window  was  filled  with  glass  at  the  expense  of  Archbishop 
Melton,  who  gave  100  marks  for  that  purpose. f

Mr.  Browne  gives  the  following  extract  from  Torre's  MSS.,  which 
shews  the  use  that  was  made  of  the  Archbishop's  gift. 

"  On  Monday  next,  after  the  feast  of  St.  Agatha,  the  virgin  (celebrated 
Feb.  6),  A.D.  1338,  it  was  covenanted  by  indenture  that  Thomas  de 
Boncston,  vicar  choral,  should  at  his  own  proper  costs,  glaze  two  windows 
of  this  Cathedral  Church,  viz.,  on  each  side  one,  find  all  the  glass  for  the 
same,  and  pay  the  workmen  their  wages  for  the  finishing  thereof.  Thomas 
dc  Ludham,  custos  of  the  fabric,  became  bound  to  pay  him  twenty-two 
marks  sterling,  viz.,  eleven  marks  for  each  window. 

"Likewise  in  a.d.  1338,  another  indenture  was  made  between  one 

Bobert on  the  first  part,  and  Thomas  de  Boneston,  custos  of  the 

fabrick,  on  the  other,  for  the  making  of  a  window  at  the  west  gable  of  this 
Cathedral  Church,  and  to  find  all  sort  of  glass  for  the  same,  and  for  doing 
tiie  work  the  said  Thomas  was  to  pay  him  six  pence  a  foot  for  white,  and 
twelve  pence  a  foot  for  coloured  glass." 

In  13C1  we  have  a  notice  of  another  window.  In  that  year  Agnes 
dc  Holme,  widow  of  Robert  de  Holme,  of  Burton,  in   Lonsdale,   leaves 
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In  the  year  1345  there  was  an  enquiry  into  some 
lleged  misdemeanours  among  the  workmen  who  were  em- 

OOs.  to  the  fabric.  She  also  says,  "  Lego  novse  fabricse  chori  tantam 
Bcuniam  pro  quanta  unus  homo  poterit  conduci  ad  peregjriuandum  pro 
no  alio  homine  ad  S.  Jacobum  Apostolutn  ad  constructionem  unius 
nestrae  vitreae,  et  volo  quod  in  uno  luminari  dictse  fenestrae  ponatur 
mago  S.  Jacobi  Apostoli,  et  in  alio  luminari  ejusdem  ymago  S.  Kathe- 
nse  virginis." 

A  notice  of  a  contract  for  glazing  the  east  window,  which  was  made 
1  1405,  is  given  by  Messrs.  Browne  and  Poole.  John  Thornton,  of 
loventry,  was  the  artist. 

Some  of  the  glass-work  in  the  Minster  was  executed  by  John  Petty, 
[e  died  in  1580,  being  at  that  time  Lord  Mayor  of  York.  The  follow- 
]g  extracts  from  his  will  are  interesting : — "  I  bequeath  to  Sanct  Peter 
erk  vj  tabyls  of  Normandy  white  glase  and  x  schafe  of  Eenyshe  glase. 
0  Sanct  Mary  Abbay,  to  the  wark,  x  shafFe  Eenyshe  glase.  To  Purnes 
.bbay  13s.  4d.,  beseching  thame  of  clere  absolution,  be  cause  I  have 
rought  mych  wark  thare.  To  my  broder  Eobert  all  my  toels  and  scroes 
nd  a  credill  of  Normandy  glase,  and  a  waw  of  glase."  Petty's  name 
ccurred  in  one  of  the  windows  of  the  Minster. 

The  following  notices  are  of  a  more  recent  date: — "1663,  Paid  for 
lewe  glasse  to  Edward  Spence.  1670,  for  one  firkin  of  glass  which 
ame  from  Newcastle,  17s.  6d.  1671,  to  Thos.  Buckton  for  coloured 
lass  5s.  For  three  tables  of  white  glass  and  severall  peces  of  coloured 
lass,  10s.  1688,  to  Mr.  Giles  for  130  foot  of  odd  peces  of  thick  glass, 
tc,  1^.  5s.  For  a  peice  of  blew  glass  and  a  peice  of  green  glass,  Is.  2d. 
693,  to  Charles  Crosby  for  mending  and  setting  anew  a  window  in  the 
yhapter-house,  13^.  15s.  1694,  to  Charles  Crosby  for  glass  work, 
91.  4s.  1695,  to  Charles  Crosby  for  setting  a  new  window  in  the 
Chapter-house,  etc.,  28^.  6s.  2d.  1753,  to  Wm.  Peckett  for  painted 
lass  at  south  window.  111.  14s.  1754,  to  Edw.  Matterson  for  painted 
;lass,  1^.  16s.  1758,  to  Wm.  Peckitt  for  stain'd  glass,  100/.  For 
rown  glass  from  London,  dll.  6s.  1796,  to  Mrs.  Peckett  for  three  win- 
ows  of  painted  glass,  viz.,  Abraham,  Solomon  and  Moses,  S2l.  Os.  4d." 

Mr.  Torre  has  described  at  some  length  the  painted  glass  in  the 
ilinster,  but  in  a  very  meagre  and  inaccurate  manner. 
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ployed  by  the  Chapter.  From  the  evidence  which  was 
tlien  produced  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  stone-work  of 
the  nave  was  at  that  time  complete,  but  that  a  ceiling  of 
wood  was  still  wanting.  This  defect  was  not  supplied  till 
the  year  1355,  when  the  munificence  of  Archbishop 
Thoresl)y  enabled  the  Chapter  to  complete  their  magnifi- 
cent nave. 

Simultaneously  with  the  nave  proceeded  the  building 
of  the  Chapter-house.  Some  very  erroneous  dates  have 
been  assigned  to  this  beautiful  work.  As  it  is  built  in  the 
flowing  decorated  style  of  architecture  it  could  scarcely 
have  been  completed  before  the  middle  of  the  fourteenth 
century.  On  the  parapet  of  that  building  appear  several 
bears  which,  it  may  fairly  be  presumed,  are  the  device  of 
Francis  Fitzurse,  who  became  treasurer  of  the  Minster  in 
1337.  It  may,  therefore,  be  inferred  that  Fitzurse  took  a 
considerable  part  in  the  erection  of  the  Chapter-house. 

The  nave  and  transepts  being  now  completed,  the  dif- 
ference between  them  and  the  Norman  choir  would  be 
painfully  striking.  The  restoration  of  the  choir  was  now 
the  desideratum,  and  it  was  undertaken  by  a  man  of  no 
ordinary  energy.  It  is  to  Archbishop  Thoresby  that  wc 
are  indebted  for  the  conception  and  the  commencement  of 
that  glorious  work.  The  foundation  stone  was  laid  in 
1301 ;  but,  at  least,  thirty  years  elapsed  before  the  whole 
was  completed.  From  the  Archbishop  the  Chapter  re- 
ceived the  most  numificent  aid.  He  gave  up  to  them  his 
manor-house  nt  Slierburno,  and  his  purse  was  always 
open.*

Mr.  Browne  does  not  think  that  the  presbytery  was 
nished  in  Thoresby's  lifetime.

'horesby's  munificence.

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and  it  is,  therefore,  unnecessary  to  re-opcn  it  here.  The 
following  cut,  however,  will  be  useful  to  shew  that  the 
tombs  which  were  in  the  pavement  before  the  altar  of  the 
Virgin  were,  as  all  the  historians  have  stated,  those  of 
Thoresby  and  his  predecessors.  This  once  established,  and 
Mr.  Browne's  theories  are  untenable.  He  assigns  these 
tombs  to  various  persons,  laymen  as  well  as  canons,  but  no 
one  who  sees  this  cut,*  which  has  been  shghtly  reduced  from

"  The  annexed  plan  is  made  up  of  Torre's  separate  drawings  in  fac-  | 
simile,  and  we  may  gather  from  the  manner  in  which  the  stones  fit  each 
other  and  their  proportions,  that,  rough  as  the  representations  are,  they 
are  not  far  from  some  scale  adopted  for  the  whole.  The  same  remark 
does  not  apply  to  Torre's  general  plan,  by  which  the  relative  places  of  the 
stones  have,  independently  of  his  descriptions,  been  ascertained ;  the 
breadth  of  the  stones  in  that  place  being  too  great  in  proportion.  But, 
although  the  stones  are  thus  uniform  in  size,  and  in  Torre's  general  plan 
their  heads  form  a  connected  line,  yet  in  the  latter  the  dimensions  of  N"'- 
31  to  36  are  contracted  towards  the  east  by  a  sort  of  projecting  step, 
with  some  transverse  object  in  the  centre,  and  I  cannot  be  certain  whether 
this  covered  the  feet  of  the  stones  (in  which  case  Torre  must  either  have 
restored  the  stones  from  the  portions  remaining  in  sight  or  have  copied 
thorn  while  the  step  was  raised  upon  some  occasion  or  before  it  was  con- 
structed) or  whether  N"*-  31  to  36  projected  more  westward  than  N"'- 
30  and  37,  notwithstanding  the  general  plan.  I  prefer  the  former  supposi- 
tion for  the  following  reason,  because  N°  36  is  an  addition  to  the  series, 
and  from  its  shortness,  probably  nearly  coteniporancous  with  the  project- 
ing step,  which  must  therefore  have  been  an  addition  also,  otherwise  w« 
would  have  to  suppose  that  a  space  intervened  between  each  stone. 

"  The  piers  and  longer  step  are  supplied  from  Torre's  general  plan. 
In  Drake's  plan  the  step  is  more  to  the  west,  in  fact  it  clears  the  piers 
instead  of  abutting  against  them.       I   suspect   that  this  alteration  was 
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Torre's  rude  drawing  of  the  stones,  can  fail  to  see  that  they 
can  only  be  ascribed  to  Archbishops. 

made  about  the  time  that  Dean  Finch  was  buried,  whose  monument  is 
affixed  to  the  south  pier.  Drake's  Bishop's  stones  are  altogether  to  the 
south,  with  a  blank  stone  (qu.  36  or  33  removed? — sed  qu.  his  accuracy?) 
to  the  north. 

"  The  shorter  step  to  which  I  have  referred  is  given  in  dotted  lines. 

"With  the  exception  of  the  introduction  of  N°-  36,  the  stones  lie  as 
given  in  Leland's  Itinerary.  Leland  saw  inscriptions  commemorating,  or 
ascertained  the  burial  place  of,  six  Archbishops,  of  whom  Thoresby  was 
one.  But  Thoresby  provided  six  marble  stones  "  pro  tumulis  predecessorum 
nostrorum."  N"- 33  must,  then,  have  been  an  Archbishop  also.  And  who 
was  commemorated  by  it  ?  There  was  one  man  whose  body  would  scarcely 
fail  to  rest  here,  who  had  preceded  Thoresby  in  the  character  of  founder 
of  a  choir,  who  had  been  '  honourably  buried  in  the  middle  of  the  choir — 
which  he  had  constructed  anew  ;'  and  whose  body  Thoresby  would  scarcely 
degrade  from  its  high  position.     That  man  was  Archbishop  Roger. 

"  How  his  inscription  came  to  be  defaced  or  torn  up  when  Leland 
wrote  is  a  difficult  question,  but  it  would  equally  apply  to  the  tomb  of 
any  other  person,  and  in  no  way  militates  against  my  theory. 

"  The  order  of  the  Archbishops  was  probably  much  in  that  of  their 
former  burial.  It  is  very  observable  that  the  styles  of  the  tombs  vary 
with  their  chronology,  which  is  thus  : —

iiluxl.  The  olhrm  were  cut  out.  but  if  in  the  style  of  the  Wensley  priest 
how  Kmiid  a  •eric!  And  this  is  only  what  one  might  expect  iri 
Thorr»by*i»  iwriod 
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Minster  farther.  The  Fabric  Rolls  take  ujd  the  subject 
where  I  leave  it,  and  to  them  my  readers  must  be  referred. 
A  few  general  observations  may,  perhaps,  not  be  deemed  out 
of  place. 

It  has  been  frequently  asked,  How  is  it  that  we  know 
nothing  of  the  mediaeval  architects  ?  Did  modesty  con- 
strain them  to  conceal  their  names,  or  were  the  plans  exe- 
cuted by  several  persons,  so  that  it  would  be  invidious,  if 
not  impossible,  to  particularise  any  one  ?"  It  is  by  no 
means  easy  to  give  an  answer  to  this  question.  I  am  in- 
clined to  think  that  at  York  a  great  share  of  the  responsi- 
bility fell  upon  the  master  mason,  but  he  was  probably 
assisted,  to  a  certain  extent,  by  the  keeper  of  the  fabric, 
and  the  treasurer.*  The  following  list  of  the  master- 
masons  will  be  of  some  use.

*  There  was  a  tracinghouse  at  York,  and  if  this  signifies  what  we  may 
fairly  suppose  it  to  be,  a  place  for  preparing  the  working  drawings,  it 
goes  a  great  way  to  shew  that  the  plans  for  the  renovation  of  the  Minster 
were  prepared  on  the  spot,  under  the  superintendence  of  sorae  resident 
architect.

Of  these,  Pakcnlmni  was  a  native  of  the  South.      Pat- 
rington  and  lledoii  were  probably  born  at  the  towns  in 
lloluerness  which  bear  their  names.     The  stately  churches 
which  grace  those  places  are  famous,  not  only  in  Yorkshire, 
l)nt  throughout  England,  and  it  is  probable  enough  that 
the  Chapter  of  York  very  gladly  availed  themselves  of  the 
services  of  men  who  assisted  in  erecting  them,  to  superin- 
tend the  building  of  their  choir.    Colchester,  we  may  safely 
assume,  was  an   Essex  man,  and  his  appointment  to  the 
otfice  of  master-mason  was  looked  upon  as  an  intrusion. 
Porter  came  from   Lincoln,  and  llyndcley  from  Norwich. 
To   Ilyndeley,   the    Minster  of  York  is  indebted  for   its 
splendid  screen,  and  the  presence  of  a  hind  lodged  among 
the  carving,  would  seem  to  shew  that  Hyndeley  had  had 
a  hand  in  designing  it  as  well  as  in   executing  the  work. 
In   looking  over  the  lists   of  the  workmen,   many  other 
names  foreign  to  Yorkshire  will  be   observed.     Philip  de 
Lincoln    was    master-earpenter  for   a   long   period   in  the 
fourteenth  century.     Hugh  de  Grantham  was  one  of  the 
masons.     Foreigners,  also,  occasionally  occur.     On  the  very 
first  j)age  is  the  name  of  Hegon  Haions,  who  could  scarcely 
have  been  an  Englishman,    .bmus  D.ini  worked  the  crockets, 
etc.,  for  the  screen. 

In  1470,  the  master-mason  was  absent  from   York  for 
twenty-eight  days,  in  <|Uest  of  persons  who  could   work   in 
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marble.  The  bells  were  probably  cast  in  York,  where  the 
founders  were  always  an  important  craft,  and,  as  a  token 
of  their  gratitude,  the  Minster  was,  in  all  probability, 
adorned  with  what  is  still  called  the  bell-founders'  window. 
One  of  the  Friar's  Minors  was  generally  sent  for  when  the 
organs  were  out  of  repair. 

It  is  impossible,  however,  to  enter  the  Minster  or  its 
precincts  without  finding,  in  the  architectural  features  of 
the  building,  some  traces  of  the  treasurers  of  the  church. 
The  charge  of  overlooking  the  renovation  of  the  fourth 
pillar  of  the  lantern  was,  as  we  know,  intrusted  to  Haxey. 
The  bears  upon  the  chapter  house  carry  us  at  once  to 
Francis  Fitzurse,  and  upon  the  exterior  of  the  south- 
western tower  of  the  nave,  to  which  he  was  a  munificent 
contributor,  stands  out  in  bold  relief  the  name  of  treasurer 
Bermingham,  The  treasurers,  I  doubt  not,  took  an  impor- 
tant part  in  all  the  restorations  that  were  made.  The 
Archbishop,  I  should  imagine,  rather  assented  to  the  plans 
than  originated  them.  It  will  be  observed  that  when 
Archbishop  Zouche  wished  to  erect  his  chapel,  the  rights  of 
the  Chapter  were  most  distinctly  laid  down,  and  that  the 
work  was  placed  under  the  control  of  their  master-mason. 
The  Chapter,  however,  must  frequently  have  acted  in 
conjunction  with  the  Archbishop ;  the  most  splendid  por- 
tions of  their  Church  were  erected  by  the  Metropolitan, 
and  it  is  scarcely  conceivable  that  the  donor  should  have 
no  voice  in  the  application  of  his  gift.  Thoresby,  we 
know,  assisted  the  Chapter  with  his  advice  as  well  as 
with  his  purse.  What  share  had  he  in  the  designing  of 
that  noble  choir  in  which  he  is  now  sleeping  ?     Few  men

were  more  riclily  endowed  with  natural  gifts,  few  nun 
were  nun-c  pious  and  energetic,  and  are  we  to  supi)osc  tliat 
the  huihler  of  tlie  presbytery  at  York  had  no  architectural 
taste  or  skill  ?  We  can  hardly  think  so  when  we  know 
that  Walter  Skirlaw  was  one  of  his  chaplains,  and  that 
he  gave  two  stalls  at  York  to  William  of  Wykehani. 
Did  Wykehain  give  him  any  assistance? 

The  funds  available  for  the  use  of  the  fabric  were  fluc- 
tuating, and  by  no  means  large.  There  were  one  or  two 
estates  regularly  appropriated  to  it,  especially  the  tythes  of 
Topclift'e,  but  the  annual  income  derivable  from  them  was 
inconsiderable.  Then  there  were  the  sums  received  by  the 
j)enancers,  and  the  brief-bearers,  which  were  generally 
large,*  the  mortuaries  and  legacies,!  the  offerings  and  alms. 
Still,  after  adding  all  these  sources  of  income  together,  the 
revenues  devoted  to  the  fabric  were  never  very  large ;  wc 
nmy  place  the  yearly  average  of  them  at  500/.  ;  this,  when 
gn  at  works  were  going  on,  was  but  a  small  sum. 

Hut  the  ehureh  of  York  could  always  rely  upon  the 
generosity  of  individuals.  When  we  look  at  the  existing 
fabric,  we  cannot  but  see  that  if  the  Chapter  had  not  been 
assisted  by  the  Archbishops  it  could  never  have  been  erected. 
The  benefactions  of  Walter  (irey,  of  John   the  Roman,  of

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Greenfield,  and  Melton,  are  not  yet  forgotten.  It  was 
Thoresby  who  roofed  the  new  nave,  and  he  was,  so  to  speak, 
the  builder  of  the  choir.  His  successors,  Scrope  and  Bowet, 
nobly  followed  his  example.  And  numberless  other  in- 
stances might  be  given  in  which  the  Archbishops  of  York 
have  evinced  their  care  for  their  Metropolitan  Church. 

There  were,  also,  many  other  benefactors  less  noted 
indeed  in  position,  but  hardly  less  distinguished  in  their 
liberality.  The  famous  Skirlaw  was  a  large  contributor 
towards  the  renovation  of  the  lantern ;  Haxey  may  be 
called  the  builder  of  the  library,  and  to  Dean  Andrew  the 
Church  was  indebted,  amongst  other  things,  for  the  battle- 
ments of  the  choir.  Indeed,  so  widely  diffused  was  the 
spirit  of  sacrifice,  and  the  wish  to  decorate  one  of  the 
noblest  of  God's  temples,  that  there  were  few  wills  in  which 
there  was  no  bequest  to  the  fabric ;  the  canons,  especially, 
were  lavish  in  their  testamentary  gifts.  To  the  family  of 
Scrope  the  Minster  was  under  the  greatest  obligations.  In 
1386,  when  their  right  to  the  golden  bend,  their  famous 
bearing,  was  contested  in  a  court  of  chivalry,  the  sub- 
treasurer  of  York  gave  his  evidence  in  behalf  of  the  Scropes, 
and  produced  some  vestments  which  were  charged  with  the 
disputed  shield.  After  this  they  had  a  full  right  to  be 
considered  the  patrons  of  the  Church,  if  deeds  of  kindness 
and  munificence  could  place  them  in  that  proud  position. 
Many  of  them  are  laid  in  the  presbytery,  now  unrecorded 
and  forgotten ;  but  there  is  one  sleeping  there,  a  noble- 
hearted  prelate,  whose  generosity  and  sufferings  must  for 
ever  endear  him  to  Yorkshire  and  to  York.  Nor  must  we 
forget  two  other  houses,  Percy  and   Vavasor,   which  strove 


with  cadi  other  in  their  endeavours  to  beautify  (jlod's  house. 
The  Vavasors  gave  the  Chai)ter  free  access  to  their  (juarries, 
and  if  ue  may  believe  tradition,  and  there  seems  to  be  no 
reason  for  doubting  it,  large  quantities  of  stone.*  The 
lY-reies  were  even  more  generous,  giving  stone,  and  par- 
ticularly timber,  in  profusion.!  And  to  connnemorate  the 
good  deeds  of  these  two  noble  houses,  the  Chapter  of  York 
has  lionoured  them  with  a  noble  monument.  On  either 
side  of  the  west  door  of  the  Cathedral,  which  they  assisted 
to  erect,  staiuls  a  figure  deftly  carved  after  the  image  of  a 
man.  These  are  the  Percy  and  the  Vavasor,  each  bearing 
his  otiering  in  his  arm,  the  wood  and  stone  which  they 
once  gave.  Bare-headed  they  stand,  for  they  are  suppliants 
before  the  Lord  of  all.  Brothers  in  arms  and  in  munifi- 
cence, you  are  not  yet  forgotten  I  Your  gifts  were  indeed 
noble,  but  you  could  have  no  prouder  monument ! 

To  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  York  the  members  of  tl 
iSurtces  Society  are  under  great  obligations.    All  the  records

I  am  glad,  also,  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  Messrs. 
Hudson  and  Buckle,  who  have  granted  full  access  to  the 
archiepiscopal  registers.  The  Society  is  under  obligations 
to  Mr.  Canon  Harcourt  and  Professor  Willis,  and  to  Mr. 
J.  H.  Parker  it  is  greatly  indebted  for  the  loan  of  the  very 
useful  plan  of  the  Minster  which  was  prepared  by  that 
eminent  archaeologist  Professor  Willis,  and  used  by  him  in 
his  account  of  the  Cathedral  which  was  drawn  up  for  the 
members  of  the  Archaeological  Institute.

I  do  not  regret  the  labour  which 
has  been  spent  upon  this  book,  and  that  has  not  been 
slight,  but  there  are  associations  connected  with  this 
volume  which  must  always  be  most  painful  to  myself.  Its 
progress  has  been  retarded  by  illness  and  affliction  of  no 
ordinary  kind.  Two  kinsmen  very  near  and  dear  to  me, 
who  took  great  interest  in  this  work,  have  not  been  per- 
mitted to  witness  its  completion.  One,  the  greatest  church- 
restorer  of  modern  times,  was  delighted  with  the  novel  in- 
formation that  the  Rolls  contained,  and  I  well  remember 
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his  pointing  to  the  charges  for  painting  the  interior  of  the 
lantern  at  York,  recorded  at  page  77,  the  last  sheet  that 
lie  saw,  and  saying — "  This  is  just  what  we  want  to  do  at 
Ely."  Now,  singularly  enough,  the  lantern  in  that  glorious 
temple,  renovated  and  painted,  is  to  be  his  monument. 
Another  kinsman,  nearer  and  dearer  still,  first  suggested 
the  publication  of  this  volume,  and  frequently  said  that  it 
would  make  quite  a  revolution  in  architectural  archaeology. 
All  the  early  sheets  were  submitted  to  his  experienced  eye, 
but,  alas,  he  was  not  permitted  to  see  many  of  them.  That 
which  ends  with  page  ICO  was  the  last  that  was  sent  to  him. 
He  kept  it  longer  than  usual,  and  I  wondered  at  it;  at 
length  it  was  returned,  and  I  soon  saw  that  although  it  had 
been  a  labour  of  love  to  peruse  it,  it  had  been  a  labour 
still.  Upon  page  150  were  the  last  words  that  he  ever 
wrote  in  connexion  with  the  favourite  pursuits  of  his  life ; 
there  did  that  hand,  so  true  to  the  Surtees  Society,  for  the 
first  time,  waver.  A  fortnight  afterwards  and  it  was  life- 
less. It  may  seem  idle  to  record  such  trifles  as  these ;  I 
mcntio!!  them  with  a  melancholy  pleasure,  and  some  will 
thank  me  for  them. 

These  things  are  now  over,  and  this  volume  is  at  length 
completed.  Several  things  have  been  omitted  from  want 
of  .space  and  time.  The  book,  however,  contains  nearly  all 
till-  evidences  upon  which  an  architectiu-al  account  of  the 
Church  of  York  imist  be  built.  At  some  future  time  it 
may,  |K'rha|)s,  be  in  my  power  to  weave  out  of  them  a 
history  of  tliat  .Miiistrr  in  a  more  popular  l\)riii.

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EXPLANATION    OF   THE    PLANS. 


This  explanation  is  given  in  Professor  Willis's  own  words.  It  will  be  well  to 
study  the  Plans  in  connection  with  the  Professor's  description  of  the  Minster. 

"  Beginning  with  No.  5,  and  reckoning  backwards  through  the  series,  the 
black  parts  of  each  plan  shew  all  the  pox-tions  of  the  previous  plan  that  have  been 
retained,  and  the  light  parts  shew  the  portions  that  have  been  changed.  In  No. 
1,  however,  as  there  is  no  previous  plan,  light  tint  is  used  to  distinguish  the 
conjectural  portions  from  those  which  have  still  left  traces  of  their  existenqp  and 
dimensions,  and  which  are  marked  full  black.  This  light  tint  is,  however,  shaded 
in  the  opposite  direction  from  the  light  tints  previously  explained,  so  that  there 
can  be  no  ambiguity,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  tint  E,  in  No.  2,  which  is 
merely  employed  to  designate  a  space  filled  with  earth. 

"  Again,  beginning  the  series  of  plans  from  No.  1,  each  plan  has  a  dotted 
outline,  which  marks  the  extent  of  the  additional  building  in  the  next  plan  in 
order.  Thus  the  relative  dimensions  of  each  new  member  of  the  cathedral  to  the 
one  which  it  has  superseded  are  brought  into  direct  comparison.  The  gradual 
changes  by  which  the  Norman  cathedral  of  No.  1  was  converted  into  the  existing 
cathedral  of  No.  5,  were  worked  out  in  the  foUomng  order :  1st,  a  new  choir ; 
2nd,  a  pair  of  new  transepts ;  3rd,  a  new  nave ;  -ith,  a  second  new  and  still  larger 
choir.  And  these  successive  additions  exceeded  the  former  portions  not  merely 
in  length  but  also  in  breadth. 

"  The  date  below  each  plan  is  merely  that  of  some  one  year  in  round  numbers 
that  occurred  in  the  interval  between  the  changes,  so  that  the  plan  to  which  it  is 
appended  represents  the  church  as  it  existed  in  that  year.  I  have  purposely 
avoided  the  crowding  of  letters  of  reference  into  these  plans. 

"  In  No.  5  I  have  delineated  the  choir  stalls,  high -altar,  and  steps,  and  the 
double  screen  with  the  feretory,  or  space  T  between  them,  on  the  authority  of 
Torre's  plan,  which  was  taken  before  the  western  screen  was  removed. 

"  In  the  nave  K  is  the  font,  L  the  position  of  Melton's  tomb,  and  M  the  place 
where  Drake  found  the  supposed  coffin  of  St.  William."

rolls.  A  large  portion  of  it,  containing  the  receipts,  together  with  the  wages  of 
the  workmen  up  to  the  month  of  August,  has  been  lost,  and  the  remainder  is  in 
a  very  tattered  condition.  It  is  eight  or  nine  feet  in  length.  Mr.  Browne  assigns 
it  to  the  year  1370 ;  it  belongs,  however,  to  the  year  1371. 

The  easternmost  part  of  the  church  was  now  being  built.  The  first  stone  of 
this  part  of  the  minster  was  laid  by  Archbishop  Thoresby,  in  1361.  Every  exertion 
was  made  by  the  Chapter  to  hasten  the  consummation  of  the  work,  and  they  were 
ably  assisted  in  their  endeavours  by  the  munificent  Archbishop.  Not  only  did 
that  illustrious  prelate  contribute  very  largely  from  his  own  purse  to  the  restora- 
tion of  his  Cathedral,  but  he  also  destroyed,  for  the  same  pm-pose,  his  palace  at 
Sherburn,  and  induced  the  clergy  and  laity  of  his  diocese  to  assist  him  in  his 
pious  undertaking.  Considerable  funds  were  by  these  means  collected  together, 
and  the  work  was  vigorously  carried  on. 

The  eastern  portion  of  the  church  must  be  divided  into  two  parts,  the  pres- 
bytery and  the  choir  proper.  Of  these  two  parts,  the  presbytery,  or  the  eastern- 
most, was  begun  first  of  all.  To  erect  it,  there  was  no  necessity  for  disturbing 
the  services  of  the  old  choir,  or  for  interfering  to  any  extent,  with  its  proportions. 
It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  only  a  small  portion  of  that  part  of  the  church, 
immediately  behind  the  altar,  was  removed,  and  that  a  temporary  wall  was  erected 
which  separated  the  choir  from  the  new  work,  and  made  it  stiU  available  for  the 
daily  services. 

Archbishop  Thoresby,  as  has  been  said  above,  laid  the  foundation-stone  of  the 
presbytery  in  July,  1361.  The  work,  therefore,  had  been  going  on  for  ten  years 
when  this  roll  was  compiled,  and  very  considerable  progress  must  necessarily 
have  been  made.  There  was  no  lack  of  funds,  and  no  want  of  energy,  while 
Thoresby  presided  over  the  see,  and  the  presbytery,  after  ten  years'  labour,  must 
have  been  nearly  completed.  I  must  now  bring  before  my  readers  the  words  of 
the  chronicler  Stubbs,  in  which  he  describes  some  of  the  munificent  acts  of  the 
prelate  who  has  just  been  mentioned.  "Idem  vero  Archiepiscopus,"  he  says, 
"'  ut  verus  amator  Virginis,  capellam  ejusdem  Dei  genetricis  et  Yirginis  Marise 
mirabili  artis  sculptam,  atque  notabdi  pictura  peregit.  Ibique  plurimorum  vene- 
rabilium  pontificum,  predecessorum  suoriun,  corpora  a  choro  superius  translata, 
propriis  expensis  fecit  tumulari,— sepultus  est  coram  altari  B.M.V.  in  novo  opere 
chori,  anno  1373." 

From  this  passage  Mr.  Browne,  and  every  writer  upon  the  minster,  concludes 
that  Thoresby  finished  a  richli/  ornamented  chapel  to  the  Virgin,  in  which  he 
laid  his  ovm.  bones  and  those  of  his  predecessors.     Now,  at  the  east  end  of  the 
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capiente  per  sept.  3.s Et  solnti  ....  ment'  op.  ibidem  per

presbyter}'  (the  whole  of  which  is  still  called  the  Lady  Chapel),  we  kuow  that 
tlierewas  an  altar  to  the  Virgin,  and  many  traces  of  painting  may  still  be  found 
there.  We  kuow,  also,  that  before  or  near  that  altar  (exactly  as  described  by  the 
chronicler),  Leland  found  the  monuments  of  seven  archbishoj-s,  with  Thoresby 
in  the  middle.  We  know  that  Torre,  who  could  never  have  seen  Leland,  identi- 
ties these  tombs,  and  that  Drake,  and  every  other  writer,  follows  in  his  wake. 
And  within  the  memory  of  man  seven  similar  stones,  with  effaced  in.scriptions, 
occui'ied  the  same  position.  We  know,  also,  that  Thoresby  l)egan  ftf  teastj  the 
pre-sbytery  in  which  this  altar  is  placed,  and  there  is  no  evidence  to  .shew  that  he 
did  m'uch'in  any  other  part  of  the  church.  "\Ve  are  brought,  therefore,  irresisti- 
bly to  the  conclusion  which  every  other  writer  has  arrived  at,  that  the  great  altar 
to"  the  A'irgin  which  Thoresby  erected,  is  in  the  centre  of  the  present  presbytery, 
or  Lady  Chapel. 

The  position  of  the  altar  to  the  Virgin,  "  in  novo  opere  chori,"  being  thus 
a.scertained  to  be  in  the  jn-esbytery,  we  may  gather,  from  the  words  of  the  chro- 
nicler, a  pretty  correct  notion  of  the  progress  that  had  been  made  in  the  building 
of  that  part  of  the  church.  We  cannot  believe  that  the  Archbishoi.  would  begin 
to  decorate  his  chantrj'  with  exqui-site  sculpture  and  painting  if  the  presbytery 
wa.s  without  a  roof. 

In  the  present  roll,  which  records  the  expenditure  of  the  year  1371.  there  is, 
I  think,  sufficient  evidence  to  shew  that  the  roof  was  actually  placed  ujion  the 
presbytery  in  that  year.  If  this  was  the  case,  the  Archbishop  might  safely  jiro- 
ceed  with"  his  decoration  of  the  altar,  and  place  before  it  the  tombs  of  his  prede- 
cessors, without  any  fear  of  accident. 

If  the  roof  was"  thus  erected,  the  walls  must  necessarily  have  been  completed. 
It  a]»pears  that  some  Huddleston  stone  has  been  ased,  and  from  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  evidence  to  shew  that  the  Chai>ter  had  any  right  over  that  famous 
quarry  before  the  year  1385,  Mr.  Browne  argues  that  the  presbytery  was  not 
completed  till  after  that  year.  The  presence  of  that  stone,  which  only  ajipears 
here  and  there,  may  ea.sily  be  accounted  for  from  the  circumstance  that  the 
materials  of  the  hull  at  Sliorburn,  which  is  dose  to  Huddleston,  were  granted  to 
the  use  of  the  fabric  in  13G1.  In  1385  the  Cliiipter  take  a  lea.sc  of  the  quarry 
for  eighty  years,  and  we  cannot  believe  that  thoy  would  do  so  if  they  had  had  no 
experience  of  the  (puility  of  the  stone. 

I  am  .sorry  to  dillcr  so  entirely  from  the  conclu.sions  of  my  laborious  pre- 
decessor, ]\Ir.  Browne,  on  the  above-mentioned  points.  Archbishoi>  Thoresby 
Kjieaks  of  the  want  of  a  place  in  the  minster  suitable  for  the  daily  mass  of  the 
Virgin,  and  he  siyiplied  that  want,  T  am  jiersiiadcd,  by  the  altar  which,  according 
to  Stubbs,  he  erected  in  the  i)resbylery.  !Mr.  Browne  thinks  that  this  daily  cele- 
bration was  reserved  to  the  high  altar,  and  yet  the  extracts  w  Inch  lie  gnves  from 
the  wills  of  l{ol>ert  Wolveden  and  several  others,  entirely  contnwlict  liis  theory. 
lie  also  assigns  the  seven  stones,  which  all  the  historians  of  the  min.ster  concur  in 
a.scribing  to  the  Archbishops,  to  six  other  persons,  one  of  whom  in  his  will  desires 
merely  t«  be  buried  at  the  ea.st  end  of  the  church,  and  the  other  near  the  IVrcy 
Chapel.  Again,  he  removes  Archl)ishop  Thoresby  from  the  company  of  bis  ]>re- 
decessors,  and  a.scril)es  tr>  him  that  toml)  in  the  naye  w  liicli  lias  been  too  fre<|uently 
given  to  Arclibi.sho))  Uoger  :  a  toml)  w liich  must  have  Ineu  erected  at  le:ust  a 
century  aller  Tboresby's  (h'ath. 

Mr.  IJrowne  considers  that  the  chapel  of  the  Virgin,  which  Thoresby  built,  is 
that  dedicated  to  the  A'irgin  and  the  holy  angels,  which  was  adjacent  t»i  the  nave. 
Tliere  is  no  e\idence  whatever  for  this.  He  also  thinks  that  Thoresby  removed 
the  bodies  of  his  ]>redece.';.sors  (mentioned  l)y  Stulibs)  into  the  sjime  i>lace.  There 
is,  howeyer,  nr)  record  of  ««//  burial  in  tliat  cliajiel.  Again,  it  is  ntver  caliwl  the 
cliai)el  of  St.  Mary,  alone  ;  it  occa-sionally  is  termetl  "  St.  Sepulchre's,"  l»it  i»  the 
majority  of  cases  it  is  the  chapel  of  St.  Mary  and  tlic  Holy  Angels.     I  cannot.

therefore,  resist  the  conclusion,  that  the  chapel  to  the  Virgin,  built  by  Thoresby, 
and  before  which  he  rests,  is  in  the  presbytery,  that  there  is  an  appropriate  union 
with  her  divine  Son  and  protector  St.  John,  she  was  daily  revered,  and  that 
Thoresby  finished  that  noble  portion  of  his  scheme  during  his  life.  The  roll 
before  me  seems  to  intimate  that  the  roof  was  erected  nearly  two  years  before  his 
death,  and  he  could,  therefore,  leisurely  prepare  his  own  sepulchre  among  the 
bones  of  his  predecessors,  a  fitting  resting-place  for  the  most  pious  of  the  succes- 
sors of  Paulinus.

*  The  erection  of  the  partition-wall,  to  separate  the  old  choir  from  the  new 
work,  would  probably  necessitate  the  re-decoration  of  the  ceiling  of  the  roof  above 
the  high  altar.  Some  farther  remarks  upon  the  "  celura,"  mentioned  in  this  roll, 
will  be  given  immediatel3\  An  architectural  friend  of  mine  suggests  that  this 
painted  ceiling  was  a  flat  roof  which  was  put  up  in  the  great  tower,  to  which  place 
the  high  altar  was  probably  removed  during  the  building  of  the  choir.  He  thinks 
that  the  presbytery  was  now  completed,  and  the  re-building  of  the  choir  going  on, 
and  that,  on  that  account,  it  was  necessary  to  remove  the  high  altar  to  a  more 
convenient  place.  It  is,  however,  not  very  probable  that  the  works  in  the  choir 
were  begun  so  early  as  1371,  and  even  if  it  were  so,  it  would  scarcel}-  be  necessary 
to  remove  the  high  altar  for  some  time  after  their  commencement.

Two  large  trees,  80  rig-.ild.-;,  and  500  wainscots  are  purchased  "  pro 
celura."  Five  roods  and  a  qr.  of  timber  arc  sawn  for  it,  sixteen  "keyes"  are 
wrought  for  it  at  the  cost  of  £1.  Packthread  is  purcha.sed  for  it,  and,  finally,  wc 
Imve  the  interesting  item  to  which  this  note  is  appended.  These  items  are 
giithered  from  dilferent  jiarts  of  the  roll.  There  Ls  also  a  charge  of  -I7s.  3d.  for 
painting  the  ceiling  above  the  high  altar  with  stars.  Mr.  Browne  jilaces  all  these 
notices  together,  and  refers  them  to  tiio  reredos  of  the  high  altar.  In  this  o]iinion 
I  cannot  agree  with  him.  The  high  altar,  it  will  bo  remembered,  o<TUi>ied  its  old 
position  in  the  old  choir.  Its  ](osition,  however,  wius  merely  a  temponiry  one,  as 
the  i)re.>ibytery  was  now  far  advanced,  and  the  gnulual  destruction  of  the  old  choir 
ill  wliicli  the  high  altar  .stood  was  now  iniiiiinent.  Is  it,  then,  at  all  imibable  that 
file  ('haptcr  would  waste  a  large  sum  of  nioiu'y  in  constructing  "a  large  ceiling" 
lor  a  i.art  of  the  church  which  wius  speedily"  to  be  destroyed  ?  Again,  such  a 
reredos,  or  ceiling,  or  whatever  it  is  called,  ifit  wius  made  for  the  old  choir,  would 
not  1m3  ai-projiriatc  for  the  new  one.  It  would  bo  loo  short,  and  in  every  way 
useless.  The  painting  of  the  ceiling  alnne  mentioned  nmst,  of  course,  specially 
relate  to  the  high  ultur,  but  wo  may  refer  it  oithor,  as  has  been  before  said,  to  the

decoration  of  the  roof  above,  or  to  the  ornamentation  of  some  old  reredos,  which, 
it  may  be  supposed,  existed. 

Tt  is  plain,  therefore,  that  the  "  great  ceiling  "  cannot,  with  any  propriety,  be 
applied  to  the  paltry  decoration  of  the  old  high  altar,  neither  can  it  have  any  con- 
nexion with  the  old  choir,  upon  which  the  hand  of  the  restorer  had  not  yet  been 
laid.  No  work  was  now  going  on  in  any  portion  of  the  church  but  one,  and  by  an 
exhaustive  division,  therefore,  we  must  conclude  that  the  "  great  ceiling  "  referred 
to  was  the  framework  of  wood  which  was  placed  upon  the  walls  of  the  .presbytery. 
We  cannot,  indeed,  say  that  it  was  the  whole  of  the  roof;  but  the  adjective 
"  magnus  "  certainly  gives  us  the  notion  of  magnitude  and  extent.  The  quantity 
of  timber  purchased  in  the  course  of  the  year  is  but  small,  but  there  might  bo 
much  more  in  the  store-house,  and  a  much  greater  part  of  the  framework  might 
be  ready  for  use  than  could  be  wrought  out  of  the  few  trees  which  were  bought 
during  the  year.  We  cannot  but  think  that  the  presbytery  would  be  quite  ready 
for  its  roof  after  the  masons  had  been  employed  upon  it  for  ten  years,  and  if  this 
was  put  upon  it  nearly  two  years  before  Archbishop  Thoresby's  death,  Stubbs 
maybe  entirely  justified  when  he  says  that  that  prelate  "  capellam  Virginis  Maria; 
miribili  artis  sculptura  atque  notabili  pictura  peregit." 

*  Between  the  rolls  II.  and  III.  there  is  an  unfortunate  interval  of  twenty- 
eight  years,  and  there  is  very  little  collateral  information  to  tell  us  how  the  fabric 
was  proceeding. 

After  the  decease  of  Archbishop  Thoresby  in  1373,  we  are  not  surprised  to 
hear  that  the  work  which  was  commenced  by  him  languished  for  some  time. 
The  loss  of  his  munificent  donations  deprived  the  fabric  fund  of  a  large  portion  of 
its  revenue,  and  Archbishop  Neville  did  not  follow  the  example  of  his  predecessor. 
His  many  misfortunes,  together  with  the  commotions  of  the  times,  could  not  fail 
to  impede  the  progress  of  the  new  choir.  Therefore  it  was  that  its  erection  ex- 
tended over  a  period  of  at  least  twenty -seven  years,  when,  with  ordinary  means 
and  activity,  it  could  have  been  completed  in  eleven  or  twelve. 

The  presbytery,  as  we  have  seen,  was  finished  before  Thoresby  died,  and  its 
towering  walls  and  roof  would  present  a  striking  and  painful  contrast  to  the 
humble  choir  of  Archbishop  Eoger,  wliich  was  still  standing.  Several  years  after 
Thoresby's  death,  were  spent,  as  we  may  believe,  in  comparative  inactivity.  In 
1377  the  annual  income  of  the  fabric  was  increased  by  the  appropriation  of  the 
church  of  Misterton ;  and  it  was,  perhaps,  after  this,  that  the  building  of  the 
choir  really  commenced  in  earnest.  In  1385  the  Chapter  take  a  lease  of  the 
quarry  of  Huddleston  for  eighty  years,  a  circumstance  which  proves  that  they 
were  in  want  of  stone.  In  1390  a  complaint  is  made  that  the  progress  of  the 
work  was  delayed.  The  present  roll,  belonging  to  the  year  1399,  is  tlic  next  do- 
cument that  comes  before  us.  The  walls  of  the  choir  must  have  been  now  com- 
pleted and  ready  for  the  roof  Accordingly,  we  find  great  preparations  for  it  in 
the  gathering  together  of  timber  and  other  necessa.ry  materials. 

t  Under  the  very  comprehensive  title  of  Old  Stores,  we  occasionally  meet 
with  some  very  curious  items.

*  The  date  of  this  roll  may  l)e  fixed  pretty  accurately,  although  the  beginning 
has  been  lost.  It  contains,  among  the  receipts,  the  mortuary  of  the  jirebendary 
of  Laughton,  who  died  in  the  winter  of  1404,  and  it  ma}-  safely  be  assigned  to 
that  year.  It  certainly  cannot  be  later,  as  the  munificent  gift  of  Archbishop 
Scrojie  is  recorded  in  it.  He  died  iu  June,  1405,  and  seems  to  have  been  aUve 
when  this  roll  was  compiled. 

Between  the  years  IJOO  and  1405,  the  period  illustrated  by  this  j.air  of  rolls, 
it  is  probable  that  the  roof  was  put  upon  the  western  jiorticm  of  the  choir,  or  the 
choir  ]iroper.  We  have  seen  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  IS'J'J  the  fabric  possessed 
considerable  stores  of  timber,  glass,  and  lead.  Mucl'i  iron  work  was  also  jirepared 
for  the  windows  of  the  choir.  In  the  present  roll  there  are  farther  purchases  of 
lead  and  nails.  I  believe,  therefore,  that  at  the  beginnini,'  of  the  year  1405  the 
roof  of  tlie  choir  (wood  and  lead)  was  complete.  There  is  internal  evidence,  I 
tlaink,  iu  these  rolls,  that  this  was  the  case.  For  instance,  there  is  a  charge  for 
plastering  the  walls  (?)  and  the  altars  in  the  new  choir.  Now  this  would  not 
be  done  till  the  roof  wa.s  safely  ujion  the  walls.  In  No.  V.  there  is  a  donation 
made  to  the  Commons  of  the  City  of  York  for  clearing  away  the  stones  (no  doubt 
the  waste  and  rubbish  out  of  the  churcli),  and  for  covering  the  timber  on  the  out- 
side. This  timber  was  pnjbably  spared  from  the  roof,  ami  was  stowed  away  under 
cover  for  future  use.  And  in  the  iircsent  roll  it  appears  that,  under  thehead  of 
old  stores,  the  Cliai>ter  sold  a  very  large  quantity  of  new  timber,  a  proof,  I 
imagine,  that  they  had  bought  more  wood  for  the  roof  than  wjis  actually  rt^piired. 

It  is  nuich  to  be  regretted  that  these  early  rolls  are  so  imperfect.  They  are  in 
a  sad  condition.  The  titles  are,  in  each  ca,se,  wanting,  but  the  dates  may  be 
accurately  fixed  by  the  contents.  AVhat  a  i)ity  it  is  that  Torr  did  not  turn  his  atten- 
tion to  them  when  he  was  fonuing  his  8tui)endous  collections.  lie  had  before  him 
many  documents  which  are  now  lost,  and  he  and  Dugdnlo  record  the  existence  of 
a  regular  rcgi.ster  book  of  the  fabric,  which  is  now  missing.  A  little  care  on  his 
part  might  have  ]>revented  nnich  inaccuracy  and  doubt. 

t  Faringdon  died  in  the  winter  of  llOt'.  An  account  of  him,  and  of  the  other 
dignitaries  mentioned  in  this  volume,  will  be  found  in  the  forthcoming  "Fiuti 
Hbonu'cnju's." 

t  The  munificouce  of  this  estimable  prolate  was  only  one  of  tho.so  i>eouliar 
cliarat!tcristics  of  his  which  ma<le  him  so  ipoj.idar  and  so  beloved.  The  Clum-h  of 
York  liad  good  reason  to  remember  him,  and  the  offerings  at  his  Unwh  were  for 
maiiy  years  a  considerable  addition  to  the  funds  of  the  fabric.  Mr.  Hrowne  is  of 
opinion,  that  the  i.rincipal  events  in  the  tragedy  which  ended  in  the  Archbi.shop's 
death,  are  recorded  on  tlie  sculptured  capitals  of  the  piers  in  the  north  aisle  of  the 
presbytery;  but  tiiere  is  no  authority  wliatever  for  this  appropriation:  it  would 
be,  to  say  the  least,  strange  "  to  represent  Judge  Giuscoigne  iw  an  old  woman,  and 
the  Archbisiioi.  himself  as  a  goose!"  Again,  it  would  be  somewhat  strange  if 
these  sculi.tures  had  any  reference  to  the  Archbishoji,  <-onsidering  that  tliev  were 
made  long  before  he  died.  Otlier  notices  of  the  Archbishop  and  his  familv  will 
occur  afterwards.

*  This  is  the  first  perfect  fabric  roll  that  has  occurred.  As  all  of  them  have 
been  deficient  in  the  receipts,  I  give  that  i>art  of  the  roll  entire,  to  shew  my 
readers  what  sources  of  income  the  faliric  jiossessed. 

There  is  a ','ap  of  ten  years  between  this  roll  and  its  immediate  predecessor. 
During  this  time  many  important  alterations  were  etrectcd.  For  the  convenience 
of  my  readers  I  shall  mention  these,  and  at  the  same  time  give  a  brief  resume  of 
the  operations  which  had  been  carried  on  from  the  commencement  of  the  series  of 
rolls. 

In  1361  Archbishop  Thoresby  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  the  new  choir;  the 
eastern  portion  of  which,  called  the  presbytery  or  Lady -chapel,  was  substantially 
completed  before  he  died.  Tlie  building  of  the  western  portion  of  the  choir  occu- 
pies the  space  between  1373  and  1100 ;  and  before  1 W5  that  iiart  of  the  church 
was  r(H>fcd  in,  and  considerable  progress  had  been  made  with  the  internal  decora- 
tions. Tlie.-;e  are,  generally  speaking,  the  conclusions  arrived  at  by  Professor 
AV'illis,  which  are  as.sente<l  to  by  Mr.  I'oole.  Air.  Browne,  however,  dilfers  very 
widely  fnjm  them.  Ho  thinks  that  the  presbytery  was  not  roofed  in  till  1  U>0, 
and  that  the  choir-j'roper  was  not  in  a  condition  to  receive  its  roof  till  1131  or 
11-35.  1  must  (!onle.><s  that  a  very  careful  examination  of  the  documentary  evi- 
dence upon  which  Mr.  Browne  relies  leads  me  to  give  my  opinion  entirely  against 
him.  Tlie  architectural  student  will,  1  think,  do  the  same,  when  he  reviews  the 
building  and  Mr.  Browne's  work,  without  theassistanceof  any  additional  iut'orma- 
tiou.  Tiiere  are,  however,  several  entries  in  these  rolls  which  have  been  hitherto 
either  altogether  omitted  or  iiuperficlly  noticed;  and  these  seem  to  militate  alto- 
gollier  against  Mr.  Jirowne's  tlioijries. 

Tlie  western  part  of  the  choir,  as  has  J>een  said  before,  was  completed  before 
the  year  lloii.  Bet«euu  it  and  the  de<rorated  nave  stood  the  old  Norman  l)ell- 
tower,  presenting  a  striking  contrast  to  the  rest  of  the  church.  We  may  be  sure, 
therefore,  that  as  soon  iw  the  choir  was  complete  some  alterations  would  be  made

in  the  tower  to  make  it  harmonize  with  the  new  work.  Accordingly,  in  the  year 
1409,  we  find  that  arrangements  were  made  for  altering  the  fourth  or  south- 
western pillar  of  the  tower.  We  may,  therefore,  reasonably  infer  that  the  other 
three  pillars  had  been  previously  treated  in  a  similar  way.  The  change  that  was 
made  was,  principally,  recasing  the  inner  faces  of  the  pillars  with  perpendicular 
stone  work.  Of  the  outer  faces,  those  towards  the  nave  were  decorated,  having 
become  so  when  the  nave  was  rebuilt ;  and  those  towards  the  choir  were  part  of 
the  work  which  had  just  been  finished  in  that  part  of  the  church.  The  upper 
jiart  of  the  tower  which  held  the  bells  was  built  by  John  Eomauus  in  the  Early 
English  style.  Before  this  could  be  altered  it  was  necessary  to  erect  another 
bell-tower,  and  therefore  the  present  central  tower  did  not  assume  its  present 
appearance  till  the  year  1470  or  thereabouts. 

The  whole  of  the  choir,  as  far  as  the  roofs  and  walls  are  concerned,  having 
been  completed  1)y  the  commencement  of  the  fifteenth  century  or  shortly  after- 
wards, we  must  expect  to  find  some  notices  of  the  re-arrangement  of  the  interior. 
Accordingly,  in  1403  and  1404,  we  find  that  the  walls  (?)  and  altars  of  the  new 
choir  (the  choir-proper)  were  plastered  over,  iirobably  to  prepare  them  for  the 
painters.  We  have  also  preparations  for  the  filling  of  the  windows  with  stained 
glass,  they  having  been  temporarily  filled  with  i>lain  quarries  or  canvas.  In  1405 
John  Thornton  of  Coventry  engaged  to  execute  the  great  west  Avindow,  as  it  now 
stands,  within  three  years,  and  many  other  windows  were  probably  completed 
about  the  same  time.  In  1405  we  hear  of  the  first  interments  in  the  eastern  part 
of  the  church  since  those  of  Thoresby  and  his  predecessors.  The  mutilated 
corpse  of  Archbishop  Scrope  was  laid  in  the  presbytery,  and  near  him  was  placed 
the  body  of  his  illustrious  kinsman,  Stephen  Lord  Scrope  of  Masham.  lu  1409 
Thomas  Walleworth,  the  brother  of  the  well  kno\vn  Lord  Mayor  of  Loudon, 
was  interred  near  the  same  place,  and  burials  became  pretty  frequent  in  that  part 
of  the  church.  Not  that  it  was  impossil)le  for  any  one  to  have  been  interred 
there  previously,  but  it  was  probably  considered  inconvenient  or  inexpedient  to 
open  the  earth  in  that  ^lart  of  the  church,  to  any  extent,  at  an  earlier  period. 
It  is  observable  that  these  interments  took  place  in  novo  o'pere  chori — words  which 
Mr.  Browne  underlines  as  if  they  confirmed  his  theory  that  the  presbytery  was 
only  roofed  in  a  few  years  before.  Of  course  it  was  the  new  work  when  com- 
pared with  the  nave  or  the  chapter  house  !  In  1415  the  crj'iit  was  paved  with 
Flemish  tiles,  and  the  windows  and  doors  were  fitted  up  with  the  necessary  iron 
work.  The  stone  work  of  the  crj^^^tt,  however,  was  of  an  earlier  date,  and  must 
have  been  completed  before  the  western  part  of  the  choir  was  begun.  Between 
the  years  1405  and  1415  most  of  the  internal  arrangements  of  the  choir-end  of 
the  church  would  be  completed.  There  was  much  to  be  done,  and  we  cannot 
suppose  either  that  the  presbjiiery  and  its  adjuncts  were  complete  in  1373,  or 
that  the  choir  proper  and  its  decorations  were  finished  in  1405.  Of  course,  on 
the  outside,  there  was  work  enough  to  monopolize  the  attention  of  the  masons 
for  many  years.  We  must  now  turn  our  attention  to  the  eye  of  the  church,  the 
high  altar,  to  the  decoration  and  erection  of  which  the  Chapter  would  be  sure  to 
devote  themselves  at  the  earliest  possible  oi'portunity. 

When  the  choir  of  Archbishop  Eoger  was  removed,  and  of  the  period  of  its 
destruction,  we  have  no  accurate  information,  it  would  be  necessary  to  erect  a 
temporary  high  altar,  and  to  set  up  stalls  in  some  other  part  of  the  church.  Mr. 
Browne  seems  to  think  that  the  old  choir  was  standing  at  least  up  to  the  year 
1405,  and  argues  that  this  was  the  case  from  several  documents  in  which  the 
words  choir  and  high  altar  are  mentioned.  Now  these  words  might  be  applied, 
with  perfect  truth,  to  the  temporary  choir  and  high  altar,  and  to  them,  as  I 
believe,  they  refer.  Where  this  temporary  choir  was  is  a  matter  of  some  diffi- 
culty and  doubt.  Mr.  Browne  thinks  that  the  presbytery  was  the  place  selected 
for  it.     Professor  Willis  is  in  favour  of  the  nave  and  central  tower.     The  prcsby-

tcry  would,  no  doubt,  be  quite  ready  for  such  a  purpose ;  But  Professor  "Willis 
thinks  that  it  could  not  bo  conveniently  reached  by  the  wor.<ihii)pers  while  the 
works  of  the  choir  were  j^oin^  on.  The  altar,  as  he  thinks,  niii,'ht  safely  he 
lilaced  under  the  lower ;  but  it  could  not  remain  there  when  the  faces  of  the"  pil- 
lars were  bein;,'  reca.scd  between  the  years  1 105  and  1 110.  A^'hichever  theory  l)c 
correct,  I  believe  lliat  the  new  choir  would  be  quite  ready  to  have  the  hiirh  altar 
returned  to  it  between  tlie  years  1105  and  1115.  Of  course  it  would  be  the  wish 
of  the  Cha])ter  tlmt  the  new  altar  should  be  of  sumi)tuous  and  costly  workman- 
ship. It  certainly  seems  to  have  occupied  a  site  close  to  its  proper  position  when 
the  i.resent  roll  wa.s  compiled  (1115),  for  in  it  there  is  a  charge  for  sixty-six  yards 
of  cloth  called  weslwail,  "  pro  le  reredorco  magni  altaris."  This  was,  I  doubt 
not,  liunK  immediately  behind  the  hij,'h  altar,  to  form  an  appropriate  barrier 
between  it  and  tlio  incipient  screen  or  reredos  which  wa.s  to  sepamto  the  altar 
from  the  presbytery.  At  the  present  time  in  the  Cathedral  at  Ely  a  similar  clotli 
l»erforms  the  like  ollico  till  the  maKiiiticeut  reredos  is  complete.  Between  the 
years  1110  and  l-WO  a  very  lar^o  sum  of  mcmey  .><oems  to  have  been  expended 
ui)on  the  reredos  and  the  table  of  tlio  high  altar,  whatever  that  mnv  have  been. 
Money,  togotlier  witli  j.lato  and  jewels,  were  beiiueathed  to  it;  and" on  no  other 
portion  of  tlio  churcli  was  treasure  so  lavishly  bestowed.  A  now  rood  was  also 
oroct«id  in  1  U5  before  the  IukIi  altar  in  the  now  clidir. 

Of  the  tcstiuucntary  benefactions  to  the  fabric,  which  wore  very  numerous, 
many  will  be  found  in  the  two  voliunes  of  Trslamcnia  Eboracensia,  which  havo 
boon  pubUshed  by  this  Society.  (Jtliers,  and  the  larger  portion,  will  occur  in  the 
lortlicoming  Fasti  Eburacenaes.

John  Askam,  the  miister-cari)enter  of  1115,  held  the  same  oflice  now,  and 
27/.  lUs.

t  The  great  work  now  in  progress  was  the  erection  of  the  south-western 
tower,  in  which  the  bells  were  to  be  placed.  It  is  not  known  when  it  was 
finished.  It  was  erected  under  the  auspices  of  John  Berningham,  the  treasurer, 
and  he  has  immortalized  himself  by  having  his  name  cut  in  stone,  under  one  of 
the  large  windows  on  the  outside.  He  was  a  munificent  contributor  to  the  fabric. 
Indeed,  the  treasurers  of  York  seem  to  have  held  the  pencil  as  well  as  the  purse, 
and  to  their  architectui-al  skill  the  beauty  of  the  minster  is  in  a  great  measure  to 
be  ascribed. 

At  the  end  of  the  roU  is  an  inventory  of  the  stores  belonging  to  the  fabric, 
Mhich  were  purchased  during  the  year.  They  were  valued  at  127Z.  9s.  5^d.  As 
the  purchase  of  them  has  been  already  recorded  in  this  roll,  it  is  unnecessary  to 
give  the  inventory  of  the  remnant. 

X  The  lord  mayor  and  citizens  of  York  were  now  emulating  the  spirit  of  the 
Chapter.  They  were  erecting  the  magnificent  guildhall,  which  is  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal ornaments  of  the  city  of  York.  They  would,  necessarily,  have  some  difficulty 
in  procuring  stone,  and  tliey  resorted  to  the  old  stores  of  the  fabric. 

§  Can  this  be  the  vicar  of  St.  Martin's,  in  Coney  Street,  at  whose  exjien-se  the 
west  window  in  that  church  was  filled  with  such  beautiful  glass  ?  By  his  will, 
dated  on  New  Year's  Day,  1443,  he  left  the  residue  of  his  estate  to  the  fabric  of 
St.  Martin's,  if  the  parishioners  will  build  it  anew  wthin  seven  years.  To 
Robert  Steresakre  he  gives  a  book  called  Breton,  and  to  the  minster  library 
another  called  Q-ylys  de  regimine  Principiim.  To  Whitb}-  Abbey  he  leaves  Ealph 
Higden's  PoUcronica,  which  John  Morton,  Esq.,  bequeathed  to  him  in  1431. 

II  AYilliam  Pelleson  was  archdeacon  of  the  East  Eiding,  and  canon  residen- 
tiary. By  his  will,  dated  at  Cojmianthorpe,  in  1434,  he  desired  to  be  buried  in 
the  nave  of  the  minster,  at  the  head  or  feet  of  master  William  Ferriby.

The  quantity  of  iron  and  lead  purchased  in  the  course  of  the  year  is  very  ob- 
servable, but  we  do  not  know  to  what  purposes  they  were  appUed.  I  do  not 
think  that  our  builders,  in  old  days,  covered  their  roofs  with  lead  as  soon  as  the 
woodwork  was  completed.  A  temporary  covering  of  tiles  was,  I  believe,  fre- 
quently put  upon  them  till  the  lead  could  be  conveniently  procured.  The 
Chapter -house  at  York,  which  must  have  been  finished  before  1370,  only  received 
its  lead  roof  about  that  year.  It  is  quite  possible  that  some  of  the  roofs  in  the 
eastern  portion  of  the  church  still  required  their  leaden  covering. 

*  Archbishop  Greenfield  died  in  1312,  and  was  buried  near  the  altar  of  St. 
Nicholas.  His  tomb,  with  its  graceful  overarching  canopy,  and  a  portion  of  an 
effigy  in  brass,  is  still  there.  Greenfield  was  one  of  the  earliest  contributors  to 
the  fabric ;  and  behind  his  tomb,  in  1829,  the  fanatic,  Jonathan  Martin,  concealed 
himself  when  he  set  fire  to  the  minster.  The  windows  here  alluded  to  are  close 
to  the  monument,  facing  the  east.  As  they  bear  the  name  and  arms  of  treasurer 
Wolveden,  it  is  probable  that  the  glass  had  been  executed  before  the  ironwork 
was  made.

stones  were  inlaid  witli  effigies,  etc.,  of  brass.  Does  this  entry  mean  that  the 
brazen  figures  were  now,  for  the  first  time,  inserted  in  the  stones  ?  If  it  is  so, 
it  is  certainly  most  strange  that  there  should  have  been  so  great  a  delay,  as  the 
monuments  had  been  placed  there  more  than  sixty  years  before,  and  the  presbji;ery 
had  begun  to  receive  other  tombs  soon  after  the  beginning  of  the  fifteenth  cen- 
tury. The  sum  paid  is  but  small.  Is  it  possible  that  some  of  the  figures  required 
re-setting  ?     The  fastenings  had  probably  become  loose.

+  A  fraf,Tnent  of  a  roll  which  Mr.  Browne  a-scriljes  to  the  year  1465.  This 
date  is  certainly  incorrect,  but  T  am  unable  to  supjily  the  iJrojier  one.  There  is 
a  mention  made  in  the  roll  of  a  contract  or  a^rreement,  for  a  certain  portion  of 
the  lluddle-ston  quarries,  made  by  Sir  John  Lau^'ton.  Now,  as  Sir  John  died  in 
1459,  and,  as  there  was  no  other  kni^'ht  in  the  family,  this  roll  in  which  he  is 
mentioned  could  not  have  been  made  in  1165.  I  have  jilaced  it,  therefore,  circa 
1450,  and  it  undoubtedly  lies  between  that  year  and  1 160. 

The  Chapter,  it  will  be  seen,  were  still  in  want  of  stone  for  the  minster. 
What  the  .si>ecial  favour  f,T^nted  by  Sir  John  Langton  was  we  cannot  tell.  The 
roll  Kiteaksof  his  rcnewinj^  certain  charters,  and  the  favour  granted  by  him  .seems 
to  have  evoked  the  warmest  acknowledf^uents  on  the  part  of  the  Clun>ter. 

t  Sir  John  Lan^,'ton,  who  was  the  owner  of  the  Iluddieston  (luurries,  rcsidi«l 
at  Farnely,  near  Leeds.  To  him  and  to  his  family  the  Chai)tcr  were  under  ^;roal 
oblipitions.  They  were  the  donors  of  lur^'C  (juantitios  of  stone  to  the  fabric.  The 
wine,  therefore,  and  the  other  jtrcsents  which  this  roll  records,  were  not  without 
reason  bestowed  ujKm  Sir  John,  and  ^TTititudo  jirompted  the  Chaiitor  to  jmt  up 
his  anus  in  the  minster  as  a  nioniorial  of  his  numilicence.

*  A  valuable  entry.  It  is  curious  to  trace  the  progress  of  masons  and  archi- 
tects from  one  city  to  another,  as  they  carry  their  mannerisms  along  with  them ; 
and  similarities  of  style,  in  great  as  well  as  in  small  points,  may  thus  be  accounted 
for.  Porter  seems  to  have  resided  at  Lincoln,  and  he  is  sent  for  to  York  by  the 
Chapter,  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  his  experience.  He  returns  to  Lincoln, 
but  in  a  few  years  we  find  him  regularly  established  at  York,  as  master  of  the 
masons,  an  office  which  he  held  for  ten  years.  AYe  cannot  wonder  at  the  -nish  of 
the  Chapter  to  have  the  assistance  of  a  man  who  was,  iu  all  probability,  attached 
to  the  staff  of  the  fabric  of  as  fair  a  minster  as  their  own,  upon  "  the  sovereign 
hill  of  Lincoln."

19s.  lid.  was  paid  for  stone  and 
the  carria<<e :  25/.  for  masons,  of  whom  five  were  emi)loyed,  John  Porter  l>ein<( 
the  master :  28/.  Id.  for  carpenters'  wa^'es,  of  whom  there  were  seven. 

The  roll  records  a  gratuity  to  the  workmen  for  erecting  the  scaffold  within  the 
minster.  For  what  purpose  wa.s  this  scaffold  required  ?  The  south-west  tower 
in  the  nave  was,  we  may  presume,  now  completed,  and  the  bells  were  jirobably 
soon  transferred  to  it  from  the  great  lantern-tower.  The  Chapter,  therefore, 
would  now  be  able  to  commence  operations  in  the  lantern.  The  north-west  tower 
in  the  nave,  however,  wa.s  still  to  be  erected,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  it 
wa.s  now  first  commenced.  The  absence  of  an  appropriate  companion  to  the 
south-western  tower  would  be  felt  to  be  an  eyesore  to  the  unity  of  the  minster, 
and  we  may  be  pretty  sure  that  every  exertion  would  be  made  to  build  it  with  the 
least  i)ossible  delay.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  hand.^ome  lantern  of 
trea.surer  Uomanus  was  still  untouched,  and  although  it  was  of  a  different  style 
to  the  nave  or  the  choir,  it  must  still  have  been  a  great  ornament  to  the  church, 
and  I  believe  that  the  Chai>ter  would  wish  to  sec  the  wanting  tower  erected  before 
they  meddled,  to  any  extetit,  with  the  less  neces.-<vry  restoration  of  the  lantern. 
They  bcgjui  with  that  when  they  had  made  some  jirogrcss  with  the  north-west 
tower ;  and  accordingly  we  find,  from  some  subseiiuent  rolls,  that  the  works  in  the 
two  jihices  were  going  on  simultaneously.  It  would  not  be  po.ssible  for  the 
('ha]iter  to  carry  on  two  distinct  works  of  such  magnitude  and  ini]>ortance  alto- 
gether at  the  sjime  time,  with  the  small  number  of  artificers  which  their  failing 
receipts  had  obliged  them  to  em])h)y.

*  An  imperfect  roll,  from  wliicli  we  can  gather  but  little  information.  It  re- 
cords, however,  the  jjurcha^e  of  a  large  quantity'  of  nails  and  lead,  which  were, 
probabl}',  procured  for  the  south-western  tower.  Six  ma.<ons  only  were  enii>loyed, 
one  of  whom,  John  "Whittylsey,  came  from  Leicester,  the  Chajiter  jiaying  his 
travelling  expen.scs.  There  were  also  six  carjienters,  who  received  the  sum  of 
251.  lis.  2d.     The  wages  of  the  labourers  amounted  to  16/.  5s.  2d. 

t  The  military  orders  throughout  Europe  had  many  troubles  to  contend  with 
in  the  course  of  this  century,  and  they  were  as.sisted  by  the  contribittions  of  the 
faithful.  It  appears  that  the  Chapter  had  granted  a  subsidy  of  ten  marks  for  the 
knights  of  Ilhodes.  The  chest  in  which  the  alms  were  depasited  is  i>robably  that 
which  still  remains  in  the  vestry.  It  is  carved,  in  very  high  relief,  with  the  his- 
tory of  St.  George,  and  Ls,  in  some  respects,  one  of  the  most  interesting  specimens 
of  mediaeval  carving  that  is  in  existence.  Mr.  Poole,  in  his  account  of  the 
minster,  gives  an  excellent  engraving  of  it. 

t  Wm.  de  Cottingham,  for  a  long  time  the  master-carpenter  of  tlie  miaster, 
died  in  1 157.

§  In  old  times  there  were  but  few  vacant  spaces  around  our  Cathedrals.  Com- 
merce and  tratlic  of  every  description  were  carried  on  at  their  very  doors,  lus  wo 
may  still  sec  on  the  Continent.  So  it  wa.s  at  York.  A  range  of  tonemonts,  extvnd- 
ing  from  tlio  west-end  of  Iklfrcy's  Church  to  the  corner  of  I'etergjite,  wu.>*  reuioveil 
within  the  la.st  thirty  years.  The  burial-ground  of  the  same  church,  which  wa.s 
adjacent  to  the  minster,  Wivs  fre(iuontly  u.scd  for  fairs  and  other  festi\ities,  nor 
wa.s  the  inside  of  the  Catliedral  iisM'  free  from  gro&<  neglect  and  iirofanation. 
There  is  more  respect  and  c()nsideratit)n  shewn  at  the  present  day  to  our  Cathe- 
drals than  wius  over  i>aid  to  them  during  the  middle  ages. 

II  John  Uerningham,  who  died  in  1157,  had  been  trea.surer  of  York  for 
twenty-fivo  years.  During  his  tenure  of  ollicc  the  south-west  tower  was  begun, 
and  to  his  exertions  its  erection  is  principally  to  ho  ascribed.  Ho  left  50/.  to  the 
minslor,  and  largo  sums  of  money  to  other  charitable  purposes. 

II  A  di.stinguislu'd  ecclesiastic  and  statesman,  who  died  in  1 157.  Ho  wa.s  iu- 
Irodnced  into  publico  lifo  by  the  Cardinal  of  England,  lie  and  Harningbam  wore 
mrmt  intinialo  friends,  and  were  beneficed  together,  both  at  York  and  Ueverley. 
WilUm  desired  in  his  will  t^>  bo  interred  in  a  chapel  wlii<h  lie  had  built  at 
Jievirlcy.

In  1 1G5  an  eighty  years'  lease  of  certain  quarries  at  Huddleston  expired.  The 
Chapter,  however,  were  still  in  want  of  stone,  and  the  leiuse  was  renewed  for  the 
further  term  of  nineteen  years ;  it  seems  to  have  been  on  somewhat  dillcrent 
terms,  as  wo  find  certain  annual  payments  regularly  made  to  the  owners  of  the 
property  for  the  stone  which  was  required. 

The  number  of  the  niiusons  is  also  larger,  twenty-threo  being  now  employed, 
llobert  Spillesby  is  the  master,  having  been  appointed  to  that  oflice,  rice  John 
I'orter,  in  llGJi.  The  sum  of  43/.  4s.  7d.  was  expended  upon  this  department. 
Six  labourers  were  employed,  who  received  12/.  3s.  4d.  for  wages. 

About  this  time  the"  College  of  St.  William  was  being  erected.  I  find  the 
following  notice  of  it  in  the  will  of  John  Marshall,  parson  in  the  minster,  which 
was  niadc  in  iMarch,  11()(>-7 :— "  Lego  ad  edilicacionem  Collegii  per  i>ersoniUs, 
consocios  meos  Ecclesia>  Calli.  iirediclie,  infra  clausum  ojusdcm  Ecclesiie  novitcr 
incci)tam,  2Us.

This  roll  affords  positive  e\'idence  that  the  roof  of  the  central  tower  was  at 
length  complete.  ^Te  have  the  charges  for  painting  it  detailed  in  the  most  ample 
manner.     More  glass  is  also  purchased. 

The  interior  of  the  church  being  now  thoroughly  finished  the  Chapter  deter- 
mined that  it  should  be  consecrated.  This  was  done  on  the  3rd  of  July,  1 172. 
The  act  of  consecration  was  very  frequently  deferred,  for  years,  or  even  centuries, 
till  the  ^^hole  of  a  church  was  fully  erected.  When  the  sound  of  the  axe  and  the 
hammer  was  stilled  then  that  solemn  rite  took  place. 

It  will  be  seen  that  for  some  time  the  Chapter  had  been  busily  employed  in 
putting  the  furniture  of  the  minster  into  proper  order.  Fractures  were  repaired, 
missing  articles  replaced,  and  new  acquisitions  made.  Still,  after  all,  it  is  la- 
mentable to  turn  to  the  revelations  which  may  be  found  in  the  visitations  of  the 
Church  which  are  given  in  the  Appendix — to  see  how  so  fair  a  shrine  was  neg- 
lected, and  to  mark  the  many  faults  of  the  ministers  of  the  re-edified  sanctuary.

There  were  many  bickerings  bet^veen  the  Chapter 
and  the  Corporation.

The  central  and  western  towers  were  now  finished,  and  in  this  year  the  battle- 
ments and  pinnacles  on  the  south  side  of  the  choir  were  erected  by  Dean 
Andrew.  The  next  great  work,  for  a  great  work  it  certainly  is,  that  was  taken 
in  hand,  was  the  rood-screen,  "^"e  cannot  tell,  exactly,  when  it  was  begun  or 
when  it  ended,  for  a  work  so  elaborate  and  so  difficult  could  not  be  completed  in 
a  short  time.  We  may,  hoAvever,  safely  place  its  construction  between  1475  and 
1505.  William  HjTideley  was  the  master-mason  who  presided  over  the  work,  and 
among  the  rich  decorations  of  that  most  elaborate  termination  of  the  choir,  his 
device,  a  hind  lodged,  may  be  observed. 

The  screen  is  "ornamented  with  a  long  series  of  regal  effi.gies,  tenninating  in 
Henry  VI.  It  is  not  unreasonable,  therefore,  to  suppose  that  this  arrangement 
of  the  figures  was  fixed  by  Dean  Andrew,  who,  haAing  been  secretary  to  Henry 
VI.,  was  wishful  to  place  his  ill-used  master  in  that  prominent  position.  Within 
the  memory  of  man  that  niche  was  empty,  the  figure  hai-ing,  in  all  probability, 
been  removed  to  prevent  the  tribute  of  adoration  being  paid  to  it  by  many  a  pious 
Lancastrian.  It  seems,  however,  to  have  been  there  in  1515,  Avhen  there  is  a 
charge  of  20s.  for  painting  and  gilding  the  image  of  king  Henry— an  item  which, 
probably,  refers  to  that  ill-fated  monarch.  We  may  conclude,  therefore,  that  in 
si)ite  of  archiepiscopal  injunctions  and  regal  prohibitions,  the  effigy  continued  to

About  the  beaut}'  of  the  workmanship  of  the  screen  and  its  most  elaborate 
ornamentation,  there  cannot  be  two  opinions ;  of  the  propriety  of  its  occupyinjj 
its  present  ]iosition  there  may  be  •n'ave  doubts.  The  effect  of  "the  transept  is  nut 
improved  by  this  heavy  mass  of  stonework,  and  the  jiroportions  of  the  nave,  which 
ou<4it  to  bo  much  longer  than  it  is,  are  very  much  marred  by  this  ponderous 
barrier  to  its  extent. 

A\illiiim  llyndeley  was  the  niaster-ma.son,  having  two  others  under  him.  Six 
caripfiiters  were  employed,  and  received  11/.  16s.  4d.  The  sum  of  27s.  SJd.  w:»s 
paid  to  the  sawyers,  and  'JGs.  4d.  to  the  labourers,  of  whom  there  were  but  three. 
*  The  new  master-m!L<on,  it  will  be  seen,  came  from  Norwich.  \Vhatwa.s  the 
cause  of  the  suit  being  brought  against  him  ?  Could  he  have  thrown  up  a  situa- 
tion contrary  to  agreement,  or  did  he  leave  Norwich  in  debt? 

t  Tlie  choir  had  been  comiiloted  for  at  lea.st  seventy  years,  and  still  the  battle- 
ment and  pinnacles  on  the  south  side,  which  were  necessary  for  the  decoration  of 
the  exterior,  had  never  been  sot  up.  This  omission  was  now  suppUed  by  the 
munificence  of  the  Dean. 

X  Richard  Andrew,  Dean  of  York  for  twenty -six  years,  was  a  most  distin- 
guished man.  His  posts  in  the  church  were  very  luunerous,  and  he  was  fre<iuently 
employed  iu  the  service  of  the  State.  In  1 151-2  the  deanery  of  York  l)e<'am"o 
vacant,  and  there  were  two  competitors  for  it,  the  treasurer.  "iJcrninglmm,  an<l 
Andrew.  The  latter  carried  tiio  day,  as  Ga.xcoigne  tells  us,  by  bribery.  His  career 
as  Dean,  although  he  was  l're(|uently  non-resident,  and  iu  the  latter  ]mrt  of  his 
life  very  iiilirm,  was  a  menioraljle  one.  The  restoration  of  the  minster  made  raiiid 
|>rogress  under  his  rule,  and  he  had  the  gratilication  of  witues.siiig  the  completi<m 
of  tliat  glori()\is  undertaking.  This  roll  records  a  muuilicent  donation  which  ho 
made  towards  the  completion  of  the  choir.  To  the  college  of  the  Vi<'ars  Choral 
ho  gave  the  living  of  Netlier  Wallop,  in  Hampshire,  which  they  still  i>o.-vso.ss.  Ho 
also  establi.-ilied  a  chantrv  in  the  minster,  and  in  his  will  IciX  sevend  sjilendid 
legacies  to  the  church.  In  1177  he  resigned  iho  deanorv,  and  died  shortlv 
afterwards.

*  This  journey  to  Middleham  was  probably  to  visit  the  Duko  of  Gloucester, 
who  had  his  residence  at  that  place.  He  was  now  medit^iting  the  foundation  of 
the  coUe^'e  at  ]\Iiddloliani,  which  was  soon  after  carried  into  effect.  In  the  title 
deeds  of  that  institution,  which  was  thwarted  in  its  commencement,  the  names  of 
Poteman  and  Gisbur^'h  are  to  be  found.  The  duke  was  also  a  great  benefactor  to 
York  minster,  as  will  be  seen  shortly. 

t  Althou<,'h  Henry  VI.  was  never  canonized,  he  was  still  ref,'ardcd  as  a  saint 
by  many  of  his  adherents.  His  many  virtues,  his  gentleness  of  character,  and  his 
many  misfortunes,  endeared  him  to  a  ),Teat  portion  of  his  subjects,  wlio  carefully 
treasured  up  any  little  relic  of  their  injured  sovcreij,'n.  In  Yorkshire  the  I^an"- 
ca.strians  were  a  very  ninnerovis  body.  Henry  had  spent  some  time  in  that 
county  in  the  course  of  his  wanderin<,'s,  and  ho  was  not  yet  for^jotten.  In  the 
miasters  of  Ripon  and  York  1  find  that  there  were  ima;,'es  of  him  erected,  to 
which  adoration  was,  doubtless,  paid.  Dean  Andrew  had  been  his  jirivate  secre- 
tary, and  we  cannot  wonder,  therefore,  that  a  statue  of  his  jiatron  was  erected  in 
the  cathedral.  AVliero  this  statue  stood  is  not  known,  but,  jud^nnj,'  from  this 
roll,  it  was  probably  removed  before  it  had  been  long  erected.  The  feeling'  of 
veneration  towards  the  royal  siilleror  was  not  e.\tinf,Miished,  as  in  1 179  wo  tind 
an  order  from  Archbishop  IJooth,  that  no  worshiji  should  bo  paid  U)  his  ima>,'0. 
I  am  inclined  to  tliink  that  this  ima^e  was  that,  on  the  rood  screen.  On  account 
of  the  adoration  tliiit  was  paid  to  it,  it  was  proliably  removed,  as  the  uiciio  wius 
empty  till  it  \va.s  llllcd  by  a  new  elli>,'y,  the  handiwork  of  a  skilful  workman 
on  tiic  stair  i.f  the  fabric,  witliin  tlie  nu-morv  of  man.

*  In  the  beginning  of  his  reign  Eichard  III.  gave  orders  for  the  estabUsh- 
ment  of  a  college  of  a  hundi-ed  chaplains  in  the  church  of  York.  This  order 
appears  in  Archbishop  Rotheram's  register  as  well  as  in  MS.  Harl.,  No.  433/.72, 
which  contains  many  similar  documents.  Jlr.  Browne  thinks  that  the  college 
here  mentioned  is  that  at  INIiddleham,  but  in  this  he  is  manifestly  wTong  :  all  the 
deeds  connected  vnth.  the  foundation  at  Middleham  have  been  given  to  the  world, 
and  in  them  the  number  of  priests  who  were  to  be  located  in  that  -s-illage  is  very 
clearly  defined.  It  seems  to  have  been  the  object  of  the  king  to  found  a  grand  col- 
lege at  York  on  a  large  scale,  but  he  was  prevented  by  his  disasters  from  carrying 
his  designs  fully  into  execution.  We  have,  however,  a  notice  in  this  roll  of  the 
erection  of  no  less  than  six  altars  in  the  minster,  which  were  intended  for  the 
king's  chaplains.  In  the  will  of  William  Poteman,  canon  residentiary  and  arch- 
deacon of  the  East  Eiding,  who  died  soon  after  the  king,  we  find  a  bequest  of 
certain  timber  which  had  been  taken  down  from  the  house  which  was  being 
erected  for  the  king's  chantry  priests.  We  see,  therefore,  that  not  only  had  a 
certain  number  of  altars  been  erected  in  accordance  with  the  king's  desire,  but 
that  a  college  had  been  begun  in  which  the  chantry  priests  were  to  be  located. 
By  the  battle  of  Bosworth  all  the  pious  intentions  of  Eichard  were  thrown  over, 
the  college  at  York  was  pulled  down,  and  we  hear  nothing  more  about  the  altars 
or  the  chantry  priests. 

Earely,  if  ever,  has  there  been  a  prince  in  the  north  so  universally  beloved  as 
E/ichard  III.  The  ties  that  boixnd  him  to  the  noble  house  of  Neville  and  his  ovra 
regal  munificence  endeared  him  to  the  people  of  the  north.  They  stood  by  him 
in  every  danger,  and  on  every  occasion,  and  even  after  his  fall,  when  their  help 
was  of  no  avail,  his  memory  lay  at  the  bottom  of  their  hearts,  ever  springing  up 
again  to  be  cherished  and  lamented. 

Policy  as  well  as  affection  would  induce  Eichard  to  win  the  regard  of  that 
people,  and  he  knew  well  how  to  gain  them.  He  resided  much  among  them,  and 
dazzled  them  by  his  grandeur  and  affability.  Patents  and  places  were  showered 
among  them  ivith  a  lavish  hand.  His  piety  won  the  favour  of  the  clergy,  and 
all,  fascinated  alike,  bowed  before  the  common  idol. 

He  was  at  York,  in  great  state,  in  1483,  going  to  the  minster  in  all  the  pomp 
of  royalty.  At  a  solemn  banquet  in  the  cit)-,  which  took  place  shortly  afterwards, 
the  king's  youthful  son  was  created  Prince  of  Wales.  It  was  probably  on  one 
of  these  occasions  that  the  college  of  the  hundred  chaplains  was  ordered  to  be 
established. 

He  also  gave  to  the  minster  a  very  precious  cross,  which  is  described  in  the 
inventory  of  the  jewels  of  the  church,  to  be  found  in  the  appendix.  To  the 
vicars  choral  he  was  a  benefactor  and  a  patron,  prevailing  upon  the  chapter  to 
advance  them  to  their  original  number.  It  was  a  dark  day  for  the  north  when 
its  sun  set  upon  the  field  of  Bosworth.

The  minster  bcin^'  now  coniitlctc,  the  attention  of  the  Chajiter  wa.s  turned  to 
the  grievously  n(!<,de<;ted  cluirch  of  St.  Michael,  wliich  wa-s  adjacent  to  their 
cathednii.  It  had  l)ci;n  in  a  dis;,Taceful  state  for  many  years,  as  will  bo  seen  in 
some  documents  in  the  a]>ii('ndi.x.  It  wa.s  now  pulled  down,  and  the  jire-sent 
edifice  vva.s  be^,'uu  in  the  year  1525.  It  wius  probably  built,  to  a  certain  extent, 
out  of  the  Hi>are  .stores  of  the  minster.  It  is  curious  to  note  the  (nulition,  that 
the  extremely  j,Taceful  little  chin-ch  of  Skelt^m  was  built  by  Ardibishop  Grey  with 
the  stone  whicli  was  spared  from  the  soutli  transept  of  tlie  cathedral.  The  belfry 
from  which  tlie  church  of  St.  Michael  takes  it;»  nauio,  is  very  graceful  and  deli- 
cate in  its  jtrojiortifms.

The  Eeformation  found  the  minster  of  York  complete.  It  interrupted  no  work 
of  any  consequence,  as  everything  had  been  most  fortunately  finished.  The 
genius  of  Gothic  architecture  drooped  beneath  the  new  system,  and  everything 
was  given  up  to  the  purifier  or  the  destroyer.  . 

The  present  roll  presents  a  painful  contrast  to  its  predecessors.  It  is  dirty  and 
carelessly  kept,  and  there  is  no  attempt  at  order  or  arrangement  m  it.  I  place 
before  my  readers  every  item  that  it  contains.

*  I  now  proceed  to  lay  before  my  readers  a  series  of  extracts  from  the  rolls  of 
the  chamberlains  of  the  minster,  which  illustrate  the  compoti  of  the  keepers  of 
fabric,  and  throw  much  light  upon  the  services  and  the  internal  arrangements  of 
the  church  of  York. 

It  was  the  business  of  this  officer  to  attend  to  the  services  and  the  servants  of 
the  church.  He  paid  the  commons  of  the  canons  in  residence,  the  stipends  of  the 
vicars  and  officers  of  the  minster,  together  with  all  pensions  and  casual  charges 
connected  with  the  church  and  its  liberties.  He  provided  the  wafers,  wax,  etc., 
which  were  required,  and  out  of  the  cope-money  which  he  received  from  each 
canon  he  kept  the  vestments,  etc.,  in  proper  repair.  Certain  estates  and  payments 
were  appropriated  to  the  office,  including  the  great  farms ;  and  the  residue,  after 
the  pa^yment  of  all  expenses,  was  divided  equally  among  the  residentiaries. 

The  chamberlain  sent  in  two  rolls  for  each  year ;  one  extending  from  the  feast 
of  St.  Martin  in  the  vidnter  to  Pentecost,  and  the  second  from  Pentecost  to  the 
first-mentioned  feast.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  this  series  of  rolls  is  so 
very  imperfect :  they  are  pretty  numerous  between  1370  and  1400 ;  in  the  fifteenth 
century  but  few  have  been  preserved,  and  in  those  of  a  subsequent  date,  which 
are  far  more  regular,  there  are  few  notices  of  sufficient  interest  and  importance 
to  be  recorded  here.

•  An  inventory  of  the  church  goods  at  Sherburn  in  Elmet  of  a  very  early 
date,  and  in  the  Saxon  character.  It  is  extracted  from  a  fly-leaf  at  the  end  of  a 
manuscript  of  the  Gos]iels  in  the  custody  of  the  Chapter  clerk.  The  book  itself 
is  written  in  a  fine  bold  hand,  circa  900, "and  is  of  the  quarto  size.  Prefixed  is  the 
canon,  on  eij,'ht  leaves,  arranu'cd  in  compartments  in  which  a  ^'ood  deal  of  archi- 
tectural .skill  is  manifested.  At  the  end  of  the  volume  are  several  charters  and 
Saxon  documents,  which  have  been  hitherto  unnoticed,  includini,'  a  list  of  the 
relics  bolon^'inj,'  to  the  Minster,  and  some  very  early  deeds  connected  with  land 
and  its  measures.  At  the  boj,nnning,  on  the  fly-leaves,  are  several  forms  of  oaths 
to  bo  administered  to  the  canons  and  other  oihcers  of  the  church.  In  fact,  1 
should  say  that  this  is  the  very  copy  of  the  Evanj^'clists  upon  which  everv  new 
olllccr  of  the  church  took  his  oath  from  the  year  900  downwards. 

I  api.end  a  translation  of  the  document— 

"  These  arc  the  churches'  ^'oods  in  Sherburn.  There  are  two  Christ's  books 
(ti'ospols),  two  roods,  one  aspiciens,  and  one  ad  Te  levavi  (service  books  befjinning 
with  those  words),  two  books  of  e])istles,  one  ma.-ss  book,  one  hnnnarium,  one 
l>salter,  one  chalice,  and  one  dish,  two  miuss  vestments,  throe  nuiks  mantle.s  (•;*), 
two  woven  sheets,  two  ujtper  coveriu',^,  four  hand  bells,  and  six  hanirin^'  bells." 

t  From  these  charters  wo  learn  how  the  church  of  Toiwlitfe  came  into  the 
possession  of  the  J)ean  and  ('hai>ter  of  York.  The  exact  date  of  the  Krant  is  not 
known,  but  it  must  have  been  made  between  the  years  1151  and  1181,  the  period 
during'  which  Archbishoji  Ko^'cr  presided  over  tlu>  .xee  of  York. 

The  donor  wa.s  one  of  the  njost  jxjwerful  and  munificent  barons  in  the  north 
of  England,     lie  did  good  service  at  the  battle  of  the  Standard,  and  was  the 
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quae  in  ea  edificanda  cognoverint  seu  rcficienda,  preccdentc 
tameu  domini  Archiepiscopi  auctoritate  et  assensu,  sine  quo  pre- 
dictum  Capitulum  nichil  inde  statuere  possit.

founder  of  the  abbeys  of  Hampoll  and  Salley.  He  is  said  to  have  died  in  Palestine. 
The  name  of  Sibill  his  wife  has  never  yet  appeared  in  the  pedigree  of  the  Percies. 

From  the  village  of  Topcliffe  the  fabric  derived  a  very  considerable  revenue. 
The  church  of  that  little  village  has  been  recently  re-built ;  the  original  structure 
possessed  several  features  of  great  interest,  and  many  notices  illustrative  of  the 
history  of  the  building  have  already  been  given. 

These  charters  are  to  be  found  in  the  great  white  register  at  York.  These 
transcripts,  however,  were  made  from  a  chartulary  among  the  Cottonian  MSS.,  a 
most  beautifully  'svTitten  and  preserved  volume  of  the  deepest  interest  to  any 
York  historian.  It  contains  many  charters  which  are  to  be  found  in  the  great 
book  at  York,  and  many  others  which  are  missing  in  that  noble  volume  ;  but  the 
greater  part  of  them  are  authenticated  by  the  names  of  the  mtnesses  being 
inserted,  which  may  be  looked  for  in  vain  in  many  parts  of  the  MS.  at  York.

*  The  first  Arcliiepiscopal  Indulgence  for  the  church  of  York  that  is  on 
record.  It  occurs  upon  the  roll  of  the  acts  of  Archbishop  Walter  Grey,  dated 
18th  of  July,  1227.  In  the  month  of  March,  in  the  same  year,  the  same  prelate 
issued  a  somewhat  similar  instrument,  but  that  part  of  the  roll  on  which  it  occurs 
has  been  so  much  injured  that  it  cannot  be  now  deciphered. 

The  munificent  prelate  was  probably  beginning  the  south  transept,  in  which 
his  own  tomb  is  placed.  The  charter  of  Robert  de  Vavasour  would  afford  him 
great  facilities  for  carrying  on  the  work,  to  which  he  wished  the  faithful  to 
contribute. 

The  Archiepiscopal  acts  of  Walter  Grey  are  recorded  on  two  rolls,  called 
Major  and  Minor.  The  Major  beo-ins  in  1227,  the  eleventh  year  of  his  rule,  and 
extends  to  the  twenty-first.  The  other  roll  contains  his  acts  during  the  remamder 
of  his  long  episcopate.  They  are,  really,  parts  of  one  continuous  roll,  which  for 
exactness  and  extent  is  perhaps  unequalled.  It  is  written  on  both  sides,  and 
contains  many  entries  of  very  great  interest  and  importance.  Grey  may  be  called 
the  great  organizer  of  the  diocese  of  York,  and  the  number  of  ordinations,  etc., 
of  benefices  made  during  his  episcopate  is  indeed  remarkable.

The  charter  is,  unfortunately,  without  a  date,  but  we  find  a  Eobert  de  Percy 
living  at  Bolton  Percy  in  the  year  1276.  This  person  is,  I  doubt  not,  the  framer 
of  the  present  grant.  The  Archbishop  mentioned  is  John  Eomanus,  under  whose 
auspices  the  foundation-stone  of  the  present  nave  was  laid  in  1291.  Percy's 
grant  would  be  a  great  assistance  to  the  progress  of  the  new  work.

It  was  the  privile^^'e  of  the  Archbishop  of  York  to 
crown  the  queens  of  En<,'i:ind,  and  when  a  ([ueen  died  a  mortuary  .seems  to  have 
l)een  due  to  the  metroiiolitan  church.  When  Queen  Philippa  died  her  rich  bed 
wa.s  sent  to  York,  and  was  cut  up  into  vestments  for  the  Church.  Perhaps  the 
bed  of  Queen  Eleanor  was  put  to  a  similar  use. 

Queen  Eleanor,  according  to  a  contemporary  entry  on  the  books  of  tlie  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  York,  died  on  the  4th  of  the  kalends  of  December,  1290.  The 
story  of  her  death,  and  of  the  alfectionate  sorrow  of  her  husband,  is  well  known. 
There  are  several  excellent  papers  about  her  to  bo  found  in  the  Archivologia.  As 
soon  as  the  ('hajiter  of  York  heard  of  her  docea.se  they  ordered  a  full  i>eal 
(gUvscuni)  to  bo  ruuLC  bv  the  Minster  bells  :  for  this  the  sacrist  received  5s.  from 
the  kuv^.—nranlru/jc' Booi',  2[)J. 

Edward  I.  was  ])rosont  at  the  solemn  translation  of  the  remains  of  St.  "William 
in  128t.  In  his  Wardrobe  Book  tlioro  arc  scvenvl  notices  of  offerings  which  he 
made  at  his  shrine,  including  two  clasps  of  goUi. 

t  The  second  ArchioiiiscKpal  Indulgenco  for  the  fal)ri(;  that  is  recorded  in  the 
registers  at  York.  It  w;us  issued  in  i;U)|  by  Thonias  Corbridge,  who  was  niisiMi 
to  the  see  in  \2\)\).  Drake  says  that  he  died  in  13();»,  whereas  we  fuid  him  living 
ill  the  middle  of  the  following  year,  anoUier  instance  of  the  singular  inaccuracy 
of  the  author  of  Ehurnvum.  (Corbridge  had  been  connected  witli  the  church  of 
York  for  many  years,  and  was,  Iherel'ore,  fully  alive  to  the  roiiuironicMts  of  the 
fabric.

were  still  proceeding,  and  great  exertions  were  being  made  to  secure  funds  for  the 
continuance  of  the  undertaking. 

Among  the  acts  of  the  Bishops  of  Durham  that  have  been  preserved  there  is 
no  other  indulgence  for  the  church  of  York.  There  was,  in  general,  .>so  much 
ill-feeling  and  jealou.sy  between  the  two  sees,  that  the  absence  of  documents  of 
this  character  among  the  muniments  at  Durham  need  e.xcite  no  surpri.so.  Kel- 
la«e,  I  believe,  had  taken  the  oath  of  submission  to  the  Archbishop,  a  circum- 
stance which  at  once  accounts  for  the  appearance  of  this  indulgence  among  his  acts. 
Skirlawe  and  Longley  were  exceptions  to  the  general  rule,  but  their  connection 
with  the  minster  of  York,  before  their  elevation  to  the  see,  made  them  remember 
it  in  after-years. 

Hishop  Kellawe's  register  is  a  very  fine  volume  on  parchment,  clasely  written, 
and  containing  an  immense  collection  of  miscellaneous  documents  and  entries. 
It  had  l)een  taken  out  of  its  proper  custody,  and  had  found  its  way  into  the 
Hodlcian  library  :  it  was  restored  to  its  original  position  through  the  "mediation 
of  IJi.shop  IJarrington.  KoUawe  was  buried  in  the  chapter-house  at  Durham, 
under  a  stone  richly  inlaid  with  brass,  which  was  perfect  till  the  close  of  the  last 
century,  when  it  was  destroyed  with  that  magnificent  room  which  it  helped  to 
adorn. 

In  1300,  Archbishop  Greenfield  issued  an  indulgence  which,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  very  few  words,  is  idcntioil  with  that  i.ssued  bv  Kellawc.  It  is  not 
necessary,  therefore,  to  print  it.

*  The  first  will  that  occurs  among  the  testamentary  documents  in  the  office 
of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  York.  It  is  that  of  one  of  the  penancers  of  the 
church,  and,  as  a  specimen,  it  is  inserted  here.  The  fabric  derived  a  considerable 
sum  of  money  every  year,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  earlier  fabric  rolls,  from  their 
penancers.  Offences  were  punished  by  the  infliction  of  a  certain  fine,  and  Avhen 
this  was  paid  the  culprit  received  absolution,  and  was  restored  to  favour.  It  was 
the  duty  of  the  penancers  to  determine  the  sum,  and  to  hand  it  over  to  the 
keeper  of  the  fabric.  Some  farther  notices  of  these  persons  will  be  given  after- 
wards. 

The  testator,  it  will  be  seen,  makes  a  very  interesting  will.  I  give  some  of  the 
most  remarkable  bequests  that  it  contains.  He  had  thriven  in  the  world,  and  the 
disposition  that  he  makes  of  his  wealth  shews  that  he  was  a  person  of  piety  and 
discretion.

As  may  easily  be  conceived,  the  privilege  of  seeking  alms  for  any  religious 
purpose  was  frequently  abused.  Forged  seals  and  licenses  were  common.  The 
country  was  overrun  by  idle  fellows,  who  imposed  upon  the  faithful  in  many 
ways,  and  wasted  upon  their  own  pleasures  the  numerous  gifts  that  they  received. 
In  1324,  Archbishop  Melton  warns  his  spiritual  subjects  in  strong  terms  against 
these  impostors.  "  Injungimus  vobis  omnibus  et  singulis  in  virtute  obedienciae 
supradictse,  et  sub  pena  excoramunicacionis  majoris  ne  ad  presens  negocium 
exponendum  aliquos  admittatis  questores  preter  eos  qui  nominatim  in  cedula 
annexa  presentibus  continentur.

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  13 15,  an  officer,  whose  name  and  office  have 
been  lost,  is  summoned  before  the  Chapter  to  give  an  account  of  his  stewardship, 
and,  gcnerallj',  to  inform  the  Chapter  how  the  works  of  the  minster  were  pro- 
gressing, lie  gives  by  no  means  a  favourable  report,  in  consetiuence  of  which 
the  master-mason  and  master-carpenter  are  also  called  before  the  ChajUer  to 
answer  for  themselves.  The  information  that  they  give  is  at  once  novel  and 
interesting,  and  throws  very  great  light  upon  the  architectural  history  of  the 
church. 

Fifty  years  had  now  elapsed  since  the  foundations  of  the  nave  were  laid,  and, 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  we  should  exjiect  that  that  jiart  of  the  church 
was  complete.  There  seems,  however,  to  have  been  some  delay  in  the  work, 
by  which  the  fabric  had  received  mucli  injury.  There  was  a  "coopertura"  to  the 
nave,  but  there  wa.s  no  lead  upon  it,  and  the  rain  broke  into  the  dnirch  through 
the  imperfect  covering  so  violently  a.s  to  endanger  the  life  of  one  of  the  servants 
of  the  church.  The  buttresses,  also,  had  sustained  much  injury  from  their  having 
been  left  unprotected  at  the  top,  the  wet  thereby  getting  into  the  joints  of  the 
stones  and  loosening  them  by  degrees.  The  wheels  for  winding  up  stones  and 
wood  were  still  at  the  west  end  of  tlie  clnirch,  but  they  hiul  l\illen  into  decay,  i)ro- 
bably  from  not  being  used,  and  there  were  many  ])cculations  among  the  stores. 
All  this  tends  to  show  that  the  nave,  with  the  exception  of  the  lead  roof,  had, 
in  point  of  fact,  been  comi)leto  for  some  time,  long  enough  for  it  to  fall  into 
decay,  and  that,  through  negligence  or  want  of  funds,  the  ("liajiter  had  been  un- 
able thoroughly  to  finish  the  work.  Thus  the  ujiusons  became  idle,  and  idleness 
generated  strife  and  plunder.  When  men  are  well  employed  they  have  no  time 
to  waste  \ipon  such  matters.

^\Tiat  a  pleasing  picture  this  gives  us  of  the  relations  which  existed  between 
the  Archbishop  and  the  Chapter.  It  evinces  much  kindly  feeUng  and  affectionate 
regard. 

Soon  after  this  letter  was  written  the  work  must  have  been  begun.  Among 
the  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  Archbishop,  recorded  in  his  re.gister,  there  is  an 
order  made  on  the  16th  of  Nov.,  1350,  for  the  payment  of  201.  to  Robert  de 
Swetmouth,  rector  of  the  altar  of  St.  Laurence  in  the  minster,  "pro  diversis 
expensis  circa  constructionem  capellse  nostrse  ibidem."  On  the  25th  of  April 
following  a  similar  order  is  made  in  behalf  of  John  de  Acome,  canon  of  the  chapel 
of  the  Virgin  and  the  Holy  Angels,  for  the  sum  of  401.  On  Nov.  18,  a  farther 
sum  of  40Z.  is  ordered  to  be  paid  to  Acome  and  Swetmouth  ;  and  on  the  10th  of 
May  following,  two  sums  of  2bl.  9s.  7d.  and  271.,  are  paid  to  them,  and  they  have 
a  general  acquittance.  The  work  was,  probably,  finished  about  this  time,  and  as 
the  formal  assent  of  the  Chapter  had  not  as  yet  been  regularly  entered  among 
their  acts,  we  find  the  document  which  is  now  given. 

This  chantry  chapel  was  dedicated  to  S.  Mary  Magdalene  and  S.  Martha.  In 
the  will  of  the  "founder,  dated  in  June,  1349,  his  intentions  vnth.  regard  to  the 
dedication  and  the  chantry  are  declared,  and  the  sum  of  300  marks  is  bequeathed 
to  carry  them  out.  Before  the  grave  closed  upon  the  benevolent  prelate  he  was 
able  to  witness  the  completion  of  his  undertaking. 

The  management  of  the  work  was  msely  entrusted  to  the  superintendence  of 
the  master-mason,  and  the  site  of  the  chapel  is  laid  down  for  us.  Of  that  build- 
ing, however,  there  are  now  no  remains.  It  was  an  appendage  to  the  old  Norman 
choir,  and  when  that  portion  of  the  church  was  removed  the  chapel  fell  with  it. 
Another  building  took  its  place,  and  rose  up  close  to  its  old  site,  and  it  is  in  it  that 
the  Chapter-clerk  has  his  ofi&ce.

The  restoration  of  the  choir,  a  serious  and  extensive  undertakuig,  would 
oblii^'e  the  Chapter  to  take  care  that  their  staff  of  workmen  and  otiicers  was  of 
the  'most  efficient  description,  and  the  observance  of  the  rules  now  given  would 
ensure  punctuality  and  order,  and  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  regular  progre.ss 
of  the  work.     Their  exact  date  is  not  given,  but  it  was  probably  in  June,  1352.

He  makes  over  to  Uu- 
Chajiter  the  materials  of  his  manor-house  at  Sherburn  in  Klmet,  which  had  fallen 
into  decay.  A  large  quantity  of  stone,  hewn  and  sciuared,  would,  therefore,  oouic 
to  the  Chapter.

On  the  31st  of  October,  1370,  master  Robert  de  Patriugton,  and  twelve  other 
masons,  came  before  the  Chapter,  and  swore  to  observe  these  rules,  m  the  follow- 
ing terms:  "Lordes,  if  it  be  your  wyles,  we  gi-ant  for  to  stand  at  our  werkes 
truly  at  our  power,"  etc.  This  circumstance  is  recorded  by  the  antiquary, 
Matthew  Hutton,  among  his  extracts  from  some  of  the  books  at  York,  which  are 
now  missing.

16,  1369-70  he,  in  his  turn,  gave  to  the  church  of 
York  "  capam  preciosam  de  velewett,  bruui  coloris,  desuper  clavibus  ex  auro  con- 
textis,  et  unum  morsum  quadrangulum  competentem  ex  puro  auro  et  argento 
ac  gemmis  artificiose  confectum."

*  A  papal  bull,  which  throws  some  light  upon  the  works  in  the  choir.  After 
Thoresby's  death,  the  progress  of  that  part  of  the  church  was  impeded.  The 
large  sums  of  money  which  came,  periodically,  from  his  purse  as  additions  to  the 
fabric  fund,  were  stayed,  and  the  work,  in  consequence,  advanced  more  slowly. 
Besides  this,  the  troubled  state  of  the  kingdom,  the  "  malicia  temporum,"  as  the 
Pope  calls  it,  would  necessarily  lessen  the  revenues  of  the  church  and  retard  the 
alms  of  the  faithful.  To  supply  this  deficiency,  the  Archbishop  is  allowed  to 
appropriate  the  church  of  Misterton  to  the  fabric  for  ten  years.  The  siun  to  be 
derived  from  this  concession  was  but  small,  but  it  would  still  be  a  welcome  addi- 
tion to  the  failing  rent-roll  of  the  master  of  the  fabric. 

We  can,  in  general,  infer  but  little  from  the  wording  of  such  a  document  as 
this.  It  speaks,  however,  of  the  incomplete  state  of  a  large  portion  of  the  choir. 
It  might,  therefore,  be  reasonably  concluded  from  this  that  some  part  of  it  was 
finished,  and  here  then  we  have  another  confirmation  of  the  statement  of  the 
chronicler  that  the  presbji^ery  was  complete  when  Archbishop  Thoresby  died. 

I  append  the  permission  from  Archbishop  Neville,  and  the  licence  from  the 
king  to  appropriate  the  church.

There  is  but  little  in  it  of  importance,  as  it  merely  refers  to  a  question  of  pri%-i- 
le<<e.  Archbishop  Scrope  was  now,  probably,  the  king's  host ;  two  years  after 
this  his  mutilated  corjjse  was  laid  among  his  ancestors  in  the  presbytery  at  York. 
Henry  IV.  had  but  little  connexion  with  the  city  of  York.  In  ^Vrchbishop 
Bowet's  re.gister,  however,  there  is  a  document  which  must  have  had  reference  to 
his  interment.  That  prelate  was  one  of  the  king's  executors,  and  on  that  account 
the  subjoined  form  is  inserted  among  his  official  acts.  It  has  been  already  printed 
by  Mr.  Bloxam  in  his  Monumental  Architecture,  page  59,  from  the  "  Liber 
Regalls"  at  Westminster,  but  some  of  my  readers  will  thank  me  for  inserting 
it  here.

The  legalized  murder  of  that  prelate  took  place  in  the  year  1405,  in  spite  of  the 
remonstrances  of  the  Chief  Justice  and  the  entreaties  of  the  friends  of  law  and 
equity.  The  consequences  were  hardly  expected  by  the  king.  The  popular  love 
and  regard  for  the  family  of  Scrope,  and  for  the  Archbishop  in  particular,  mani- 
fested themselves  in  the  most  remarkable  way.  The  English  people  have  always 
resented  any  great  indignity  that  has  been  shewn  to  their  prelates.  Becket  by 
his  death  shook  the  throne  of  England  to  its  foundations,  and  won  for  himself  a 
place  in  the  calendar :  Laud,  too,  who  somewhat  resembled  Becket  in  spirit,  by 
his  magnanimity  at  his  end,  redeemed  his  fame,  and  cast  into  the  shade  the 
haughty  indiscretion  which  had  brought  him  to  the  scaflbld.  So  it  was  with 
Scrope.  He  was  a  man,  if  we  can  at  this  day  properly  estimate  his  character,  of 
no  great  vigour  of  mind  or  judgment,  but  these  defects  were  forgotten  when  men 
were  influenced  by  the  fascination  of  his  manner,  or  were  won  over  by  the  kindli- 
ness of  his  heart. 

His  violent  end  evoked  the  sympathy  of  the  people  of  the  North  to  an  extra- 
ordinary degree.  His  faults  were  forgotten  in  his  suflerings,  and  he  became  the 
idol  of  the  populace.  His  name,  indeed,  was  never  inserted  in  the  calendar,  but 
by  the  crowds  who  flocked  to  the  stately  minster  at  York  he  was  worshipped  as  a 
saint.  There,  in  the  chapel  of  St.  Stephen,  near  the  remains  of  his  illustrious 
ancestor,  his  mutilated  remains  were  laid.  Before  that  simple  monument  which 
commemorated  him  thousands  knelt  in  silent  adoration,  and  prayed  for  their 
martja-ed  Archbishop.  The  ofl"erings  which  they  made  were  devoted  to  the  fabric, 
and  thus,  even  in  his  death,  the  ill-fated  prelate  contributed  to  the  upraising  of 
that  glorious  edifice  which  he  had  never  neglected  during  his  life. 

It  was  not  to  be  expected  that  such  demonstrations  of  popular  feeling  should 
escape  the  notice  of  the  sovereign  and  his  oflicers.  The  view  which  they  took  of 
the  matter  is  embodied  in  these  letters,  which  are  now,  for  the  first  time,  prmted. 
The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  who  remonstrated  with  the  Chapter  was  Arundell, 
who  had  filled  St.  Peter's  chair  at  York  before  Scrope  was  raised  to  it.  Longley 
signs  the  document  in  his  official  character  as  Chancellor.  He  was  also  Dean  of 
the  body  Avhich  he  was  addressing,  and  thus  he  could  speak  to  them  with  even 
greater  efiect.  The  incident  must  have  placed  him  in  rather  an  awkward  position,

biit  ho  was  far  too  clever  a  iiolitici:m  to  adopt  the  views  of  his  Chapter,  or  to 
ojijxjse,  in  any  way,  the  fe(>lin)^'s  and  the  twtics  of  liis  royal  master. 

Tlie  orders  issued  in  the  follow  ini,' U'tlers,  were,  in  all  ]irol»abilily,  attended 
to,  as  they  could  not,  evidently,  be  trilled  with.  Tiiey  eonld  not,  however,  allay 
the  feeling,'  that  had  been  aroused.  OM'erinp*  imd  i)rayers  were  still  made  at  the 
tomb  of  the  Archbishop,  and  wlien  the  Ueformalioii  swejit  away  both  shrine  and 
altar,  the  trea-iures  of  .St.  Sti^jihen's  ehapel  held  a  conspicuous  place  amun^  the 
magnilicont  furniture  of  the  church  of  Vork.

t  Thomas  de  Garton  was  sub-treasurer  from  1404  to  1418.  He  was  also 
parson  at  the  altar  of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr.  By  his  will,  dated  in  1419,  he  left 
lO;  towards  the  ornaments  of  the  hi^fh  altar  which  was  to  be  constructed  anew. 

X  Robert  Ferriby  was  sub-chanter  of  the  vicars.  Whilst  he  presided  over  the 
Beddern  the  vicars  came  into  violent  collision  with  the  Chapter,  and  Ferriby  was 
deprived  of  his  office.  After  a  violent  altercation  the  vicars  were  compelled  to 
submit,  and  were  restored  to  their  places.

*  On  the  whole,  this  is  the  most  remarkable  document  connected  with  the 
history  of  the  fabric  that  has  been  discovered.  Mr.  Browne  had  not  seen  it  when 
he  compiled  his  account  of  the  minster,  a^niinst  whi(!h  it  mihtates  in  no  suiull 
de;,'ree.  It  was  laid  before  I'rofe.ssor  A\'illis  by  Mr.  Canon  llarcourt,  and  thai 
acute  and  accomplished  master  of  architectural  lore  draws  some  conclusions  from 
it  in  his  description  of  the  Cathedral,  which  api>ear  to  mo  to  be  irresistible. 

Its  principal  value  is,  that  if  all  other  evidence  were  wautinj,',  it  settles  the  dat<> 
of  the  completion  of  the  stone-work  of  the  choir.  I  .shall  quote  the  Professors 
own  words:  "As  the  fourth  i)icr  is  mentioned,  three  others  uuist  have  been 
alread}'  completed,  and  as  the  eastern  ones  would  |)robabl_v  l)e  first  operated  upon 
a.s  nearest  to  the  choir,  and  as  the  jiosition  of  the  workshop  is  in  the  north  tntn- 
sept,  it  may  be  concluded  that  the  pier  in  question  is  the  norlh-we>t  pier.

In  primis  ordiuatur  quod  dominus  Thomas  de   Haxcy  sit 

employed  above,  the  mason-work  of  the  choir  must  have  been  completed  before 
the  date  of  this  document  (namel}^  1109),  and  long  enough  before  to  give  tmie 
for  the  casing  of  the  other  three  piers."  I  have  already  said  that,  in  all  pro- 
bability, the  western  part  of  the  choir  was  completed  before  the  year  1405,  and 
this  date  seems  to  be  correct. 

The  work  which  was  entrusted  to  Haxey  was  merely  the  re-casing  of  the 
eastermost  face  of  the  north-west  pier.  It  was  of  Norman  masonry,  and  had 
been  erected  by  Archbishop  Thomas.  The  work  of  that  prelate  was  now  con- 
cealed with  masonry  in  the  perpendicular  style,  to  give  as  much  uniformity  as 
was  possible  to  the  whole  structure.  The  coynes,  also,  on  the  outside  of  the 
tower,  were  removed  or  squared,  and  the  wall  at  the  corners  of  the  tower  was 
carried  up  smooth  and  plain. 

The  document  contains  some  other  provisions  of  importance,  especially  with 
reference  to  the  masons.    The  whole  is  written  in  a  very  bad  and  unequal  hand.

*  A  curious  letter,  wliicli  lias  found  its  way  into  the  register  of  Archbishop 
Alexander  Neville,  in  which  many  documents  of  a  like  nature  have  been  inserted. 
It  is  addressed  by  the  Chapter  to  some  unknot™  persons.  AVe  may  assume,  how- 
ever, that  it  was  written  to  the  Dean,  John  Prophete,  whose  avocations  as  keeper 
of  the  privy  seal,  would  necessarily  oblige  him  to  spend  the  greater  part  of  his 
time  at  Court.  It  may,  perhaps,  have  been  sent  to  Thomas  Ha\ey,  who  was 
frequently  in  London. 

The  Chapter  mention  an  assault  which  had  been  made  upon  William  Col- 
chester, the  master-mason,  and  one  of  his  party,  by  some  of  his  discontented 
brethren.  The  exact  date  of  Colchester's  appointment  is  not  known,  but  we 
find  him  presiding  over  the  masons  between  the  years  14)15  and  1419.  He  had 
been  selected  for  that  office  by  the  king,  in  all  probability  over  the  heads  of  the 
senior  masons.  The  master-mason  had  generally,  if  not  always,  been  selected 
from  the  staff  of  the  fabric,  and  the  masons,  indignant  at  this  encroachment  upon 
their  privileges,  had  fallen  upon  their  new  master  and  had  gi-ievously  maltreated 
him.  The  Chapter  desire  their  representative  to  acquaint  the  king  with  the 
circumstances  of  the  case.

*  An  undated  letter,  which  occurs,  amonj?  other  important  documents,  in  the 
Domesday  book  of  the  Chapter.  It  was  probably  written  between  IHI  and  1U8. 
We  learn  from  it  that  Archbishop  liowet  had  made  a  present  of  wood  to  the 
Chapter  .soon  after  his  accession  to  the  see.  Slore  is  now  required,  and  the 
authorities  of  the  minster  do  not  scrujile  to  apply  to  their  diocesan  for  a  farther 
donation.  In  the  fabric  rolls  for  1118  and  1 119  donations  of  wiK)d  from  the 
Archbishop  arc  recorded,  and  they,  perha])s,  were  evoked  by  this  letter  from  the 
Chapter.  A  new  hbrary  was  now  bein},'  built,  and  there  were  other  works  con- 
nected with  the  fabric  ujion  which  the  carjicntcrs  were  cmjiloyed. 

t  Robert  Ilallani,  the  celebrated  statesman,  became  prebendary  of  Osbaldwick 
in  1 100.  In  1 107  he  was  promoted  to  the  see  of  Salisbury,  which  ho  held  till 
the  autumn  of  1417.  He  died  at  Constance  whilst  he  was  attendintr  the  Council 
as  one  of  the  representatives  of  the  En<,'lish  Court.  He  was  interred  with  great 
slate  in  the  Cathedral  in  that  jilace,  and  a  majjiiilicent  bra.ss  was  ]>laced  over  his 
rciiiains,  which  is  still  in  existence.  It  is  en^'raved  and  described  in  the  Archtfo- 
/(i//i<i,  XXX.,  430-7.  It  appears  tiiat  Hallam,  before  liis  consecnition,  had  induced 
some  of  his  friends  to  lend  the  sum  of  250/.  to  tho  Chapter  of  York. 
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XLVII. — Some  Account  of  Thomas   Haxey,    treasuuer 

OF    YORK.^ 

Thomas  Haxey,  an  ecclesiastic  who  is  still  remembered  in 
York  for  his  piety  and  munificence,  although  there  is  little 
known  about  him.^ 

In  1384  he  became  rector  of  Pulham,  in  Norfolk,  which  he 
exchanged,  in  the  same  year,  for  the  living  of  St.  Nicholas,  Cole 
Abbey,  in  the  diocese  of  London.-  On  31  Jan.,  1385-6,  the 
king  presented  him  to  the  rectory  of  Toppsfield,  in  the  same 
diocese.  This  he  held  for  six  months,^  and  on  9  Aug.,  1387,  he 
was  pres*^'  by  John  Lord  Roos  to  the  rectory  of  Dcnge,  which 
he  resigned  in  May,  1388.*  On  23  Aug.,  1386,  he  became 
rector  of  Crawley,  Bucks. ^  On  31  Jan.,  1389-90,  he  was  col- 
lated to  the  stall  at  Tarvin,  at  Lichfield,  which  he  held  till  he 
died.^  On  Oct.  2,  1390,  he  was  inducted  to  the  church  of  St. 
Andrew,  at  Histon,  in  the  diocese  of  Ely,  at  the  pres°-  of  Sir 
Wm.  Thorp,  etc.'^  On  Nov.  3,  in  the  same  year,  he  was  pres*"' 
to  the  rectory  of  Great  Linford,  Bucks,  which  he  resigned  in 
J  391.8  jj^  1395  (23  Aug.),  he  was  coll'^-  to  the  stall  of 
Scamlesby,  at  Lincoln,^  which  he  gave  up  when  he  became 
preV'-  of  Farrendon  cum  Balderston,  in  the  same  church  on 
21  Nov.,  1402.  This  stall  he  fiUed  till  he  died.^o  He  was  also 
rector  of  Brington,  North ants.^^ 

In  the  diocese  of  Durham,  Haxey  held  a  stall  at  Howden.^- 
On  23  Oct.,  1423,  Cardinal  Langley  empowered  him,  together 
with  John  Notyngham,  treasurer,  and  Wm.  Cawod,  canon  res*'" 
of  York,  Wm.  Dalton,  prior  S.  M.  Ebor.  and  Stephen  Percy, 
parson  in  Eccl.  Ebor.,  to  visit  St.  Nicholas^  hospital,  in  York.i'^ 
When  Haxey  died,  in  1424-6,  he  was  master  of  Lasenby  hospital, 
near  Northallerton.^* 

Haxey^s  first  connection  with  the  diocese  of  York  appears  to 
have  been  his  institution  to  the  rectory  of  Laxton,  Notts,  at  the

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pres"  of  Sir  Reginald  tie  Everingham,  on  May  17,  1393.  This 
living  he  resigned  in  Jan.,  1 107-8.  In  1 104-5,  he  became  pre- 
bendary of  Barnby,  at  York.  He  was  also  a  canon  residentiary. 
On  Uec.  18,  1-iOo,  the  see  being  then  vacant,  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  York  admitted  him  to  the  stall  of  Ranipton,  at 
Sonthwell,  at  the  presentation  of  the  king.  'This  he  gave  up  in 
1418.  In  1415  he  was  made  an  executor,  and  had  a  legacy  of 
20/.  in  the  futile  will  of  Henry  Lord  Scrope,  of  Mashani,  i'  and 
three  years  after  this  he  took  an  active  part  in  requiring  repara- 
tion at  the  hands  of  another  member  of  the  same  noljle  house, 
for  an  outrage  which  had  been  committed  in  York  minster. ^'^  In 
1418  he  became  treasurer  of  York,  giving  up  his  stall  of  Barnby. 
On  Oct.  1,  1419,  he  was  inducted  to  the  prebend  of  ^lonkton, 
at  Eipon,  exchanging  for  it,  with  John  Brommesgrave,  his 
prebend  of  Bedminster,  at  Salisbury,  and  this,  on  Nov.  16,  1423, 
he  again  exchanged  with  Thos.  Bryan,  for  the  stall  of  St. 
Catharine,  at  Beverley.  Twice,  on  G  Nov.  1 123,  and  on  the 
20th  of  March  following,  did  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  York 
make  him  keeper  of  the  spiritualities  during  the  vacancy  of 
the  see. 

During  his  residence  at  York,  Haxey  took  an  especial  in- 
terest in  the  works  of  the  ]Minstcr,  indeed  he  was  by  fir  the 
most  active  member  of  the  Capitidar  body.  In  1  109  he  was 
desired  to  superintend  the  alteration  of  the  fourth  ])icr  of  the 
lantern  tower.  In  1418  he  gave  26/.  13s.  4d.  to  cover  the  new 
library  with  lead,  and  on  that  account  his  arms,  or,  three  buckles 
in  fess,  sable,^^  were  placed  in  the  windows  of  that  room.^^  The 
same  bearing  occurs  on  one  of  the  key-stones  of  the  vaulting  in 
the  north  aisle  of  the  choir.  Haxey  was  also  the  donor  of  certain 
plate  to  the  Minster,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  Inventory.  We  have 
seen  that  Haxey  was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  munificence 
and  administrative  talent.  He  was  also  distinguislied  for  his  in- 
dependence of  character,  and  dared  to  speak  what  he  thought 
when  freedom  of  speech  or  opinion  was  menaced  by  our  kings. 
In  the  parliament  of  1397  he  was  one  of  the  representatives  of 
the  clergy  in  the  Commons,  and  in  that  ea])aeity  suggested  tlu> 
propriety  of  a  reform  in  the  king's  household,  which  was  at  that 
time  more  than  ordinarily  extravagant.  The  indignant  monarch 
caused  Haxey  to  be  condemned  to  die  as  a  traitor  by  an  e.r  post 
facto  law  !  Then  came  the  bishops,  "  Et  prieront  a  roy  humble- 
ment,  q'  lui  plerroit  dc  sa  grace  avoir  pity  &  mereie  del  dit 
Thomas,   et  luy  ottroier  &  donir  sa  vie."''-'     Their   petition   was

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successful,  and  Haxey's  life  was  spared.     Wc  cannot  but  admin 
his  firmness,  for  he  was  a  man 


"  Qui  libera 
Verba  animi  proferre  et  vitam  impendere  vero.'' 

Haxey's  will,  which  is  undated,  was  proved  at  York  on  the 
23rd  of  Jan.,  14-24-5.  He  desires  to  be  buried  in  York  Minster, 
"  Ubi  sepulcrum-i  meum  ordiuatum  est."  He  remembers  the 
poor  at  Laxton,  Tarvin,  Bcdminster,  Rampton,  Melton  Roos, 
Scamelby,  Brington,  Bythern  and  Weston,  Crawley  and  Howdeu. 
To  his  poor  tenants  in  the  Isle  of  Axholme,  and,  specially,  in 
the  parish  of  Haxey,~~  he  gives  ten  marks.  Five  marks  arc  left 
to  the  fabric  of  Southwell  minster  to  repair  the  bells,  the  belfrey 
and  the  church,  if  he  die  within  a  year.  To  the  use  of  Lincoln 
Cathedral  he  gives  a  precious  chalice,  which  is  in  the  treasury  at 
Southwell,  with  a  paten,  full  gilt,  and  bearing  upon  the  foot  the 
five  joys  of  the  Blessed  Virgin.  To  Salisbury  Cathedral  lie 
leaves  a  precious  cross,  which  is  also  at  Southwell,  of  silver  gilt, 
with  Mary  and  John."^  To  John  Bekyngham,  otherwise  called 
John  of  the  Botery,  he  gives  his  lands  and  tenements  in  Beck- 
ingham  and  Rampton,  \^hich  are  held  of  the  Duke  of  Lancaster. 
To  Thos.  Haythorp,  Esq.,  John  Bekyngham,  his  cousin,  and 
Thos.  Takell,  mason,  his  nephew,  he  leaves  ten  mai*ks  each.  To 
the  fabric  of  York  Minster,  100s.  To  the  table  -^  (as  it  is  called) 
of  the  high  altar  there,  he  gives  20  silver  dishes  and  20/.  To 
the  Abbot  and  Convent  of  Selby  20  marks.  To  the  Prioress 
and  Convent  of  Brodholme,  10/.  To  repair  the  tower  of  Ramp- 
ton church,  10/.,  and  for  the  repairs  of  the  church  of  llowden, 
and  the  chapel  of  Lasenby,  two  sums  of  10/.  are  bequeatlicd. 

Haxey  is  said  to  have  died  on  Jan.  21,~"  1424-5.  He  took 
good  care  that  his  name  should  be  remembered.  At  Southwell 
he  was  the  founder  of  a  chantry,   which  he  endowed   with  a

The  high  altar  at  York 
must  have  been  gorgeously  decorated.  Haxey's  silver  dishes  would  be  a  great 
boon  to  the  Chapter,  and  we  can  well  imagine  that  they  would  be  si)eedily  melted 
down  and  converted,  like  the  misused  censers  of  old,  "  into  broad  plates  for  a 
covering  to  the  altar."  ^5  Drake's  Eboracum,  502.  This  date,  however,  is 
incorrect.  Drake  is  miserably  inaccurate,  and  has  acquired  a  far  greater  reputa- 
tion than  he  deserves.  In  the  Archbishop's  register  on,  Jan.  8,  is  the  following 
sentence  :  "  Hie  moriebatur  dominus  Haxey  custos  spiritualitatis." 
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burgage  in  that  town,  and  lands  at  Beckingham,  Bole,  Batheley, 
and  Normanton.26  At  York,  also,  his  executors  established  a 
chantry  and  a  yearly  obit  to  commemorate  him  at  the  altar  of 
St.  Tiionias  of  Canterbury.  This  was  munificently  endowed 
with  an  annual  rent  charge  of  18  marks,  to  be  paid  by  the  Lord 
Mayor  and  the  citizens  of  York.  At  the  Reformation,  the  City 
begged  to  be  released  from  this  payment,  and  to  convert  it, 
according  to  the  custom  of  the  day,  to  other  purposes.-^ 

Chantry  and  altar  are  now  gone,  but  in  the  north  aisle  of  the 
nave  in  York  Minster  is  still  a  monument  called  "  Haxby's 
tomb.^'  It  lies  north  and  south,  and  is  placed  against  the 
eastermost  pillar  in  that  aisle.  It  formerly  lay  east  and  west,-*^ 
but  was  removed  to  its  present  position  in  1735.-^  It  represents, 
to  use  Torre's  words,  "  the  effigies  of  a  man  in  his  winding- 
sheet,  and  raised  in  solid  white  stone,  inclosed  on  both  sides  and 
at  the  head  with  iron  grates  about  a  yard  high,  which  support  an 
altar-stone  of  black  marble  about  3  yards  long.^'^o  AViHis.  in 
his  description,  speaks  of  Ilaxey's  tomb  as  having  "at  top 
his  skeleton,  and  under  it  his  effigies  j"^^  but  iu  this  he  appears 
to  be  incorrect.  Our  ancestors  were  fond  of  depicting  the  form 
of  a  skeleton.  The  general  notion  about  such  memorials,  and 
it  obtains  in  this  case,  is  that  rents  and  offerings  were  paid  upon 
the  stone,  the  very  sight  of  which  was  calculated  to  inspire  a 
proper  feeling  of  devotion,  and  to  drive  away  deceit  and  fraud. 
It  is  probable  enough  that  a  treasurer  would  put  up  such  a 
memorial,  and  therefore  the  tradition  that  Ilaxey  erected  it,  is, 
perhaps,!  correct.  It  is  not,  however,  his  tomb,  although  even 
iu  Torre's  time  it  was  "commonly  mistaken"  for  it.  llaxcy's 
bones  were  laid  a  little  to  the  south  of  it  under  "  a  blue  marble 
about  5  yards  long,  which  has  been  escocheoned  at  corners,  and 
on  a  plate  at  tlic  head  bears  the  inscription" -'-  recorded  by 
Drake.  Drake  and  Mr.  Poole  engrave  the  skclcton-tomb  which 
is  placed,  appropriately  enough,  against  the  fourth  pillar  of  the 
lantern,  the  renovation  of  which  was  placed  under  Ilaxey's 
charge  in  1 109.

had  taken  place  in  the  county  of  York,  and  in  no  part  of  England  had  the 
struggle  excited  greater  interest.  We  need  not  be  surprised,  therefore,  when  we 
read  of  the  honours  that  were  paid  to  the  weak  but  gentle-minded  chief  of  the 
house  of  Lancaster  after  his  decease.  Many  attempts  were  made  to  procure  the 
insertion  of  his  name  in  the  catalogue  of  the  saints,  but  without  success ;  his 
merits  were  not  deemed  worthy  of  so  high  an  honour,  and  he  was  merely 
beatified. 

There  were  few  towns  of  any  consequence  in  England  in  which  an  image  of 
the  king  was  not  erected  in  the  principal  church.  There  was  one  at  Ripon  and 
another  at  Durham.  At  York  the  deceased  king  received  peculiar  honours. 
The  Dean,  Richard  Andrew,  had  been  his  private  secretary,  and  the  minster, 
therefore,  was  not  long  without  some  memorial  of  his  master.  In  the  screen, 
which  owed  its  origin  to  Andrew,  there  was  a  statue  of  Henry  in  the  last  niche, 
and  it  is  probable  enough  that  this  was  the  image  to  which  the  Archbishop  refers. 
Within  the  memory  of  man  that  niche  was  vacant,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that 
the  figure  of  the  king  might  have  been  taken  out  of  it  in  obedience  to  the  order 
which  is  now  printed.  In  1515  a  sum  of  money  was  paid  by  the  Chapter  for 
painting  an  image  of  King  Henry.  Did  this  occupy  the  niche  in  the  screen  ? 
If  it  did,  it  was  removed  at  the  dissolution,  when  altars  and  effigies  were  destroyed. 
In  the  great  inventory  of  the  church  furniture  we  find  several  things  recorded 
which  belonged  to  an  altar  dedicated  to  Henry  VI. 

I  have,  in  another  place,  given  some  notices  of  the  king  in  connection  with 
his  sojourn  in  Craven  in  the  household  of  the  Pudsay's  of  Bolton.  An  old 
service-book,  which  belonged  to  that  ancient  house,  contains  several  prayers  and 
a  long  hymn  to  the  beatified  monarch.  A  roll  of  prayers,  in  a  contemporary 
hand,  and  addressed  to  the  same  personage,  is  now  in  my  possession.  I  trust,  at 
some  future  time,  to  be  able  to  give  an  account  of  Henry's  wanderings  in  the 
North  of  England,  and  of  the  respect  which  was  there  paid  to  him. 

Archbishop  Booth  issued  this  order,  as  we  may  suppose,  in  obedience  to  the 
wishes  of  Edward  IV.  In  the  great  struggle  which  was  now  over,  that  prelate 
had  changed  sides  more  than  once,  and  it  is  not  probable,  therefore,  that  this 
expression  of  his  opinion  would  have  much  weight  either  with  the  Chapter  of 
York  or  with  the  crowds  of  Lancastrians  who  visited  the  minster.

*  An  invaluable  document,  givint^  an  account  of  a  visit  made  to  the  city  of 
York  by  Richard  III.  Feelin>^,  as  well  as  policy,  attached  that  monarch  to  the 
county  of  York,  and  one  of  his  earliest  acts  after  he  ascended  the  throne,  was  to 
make  a  royal  progress  into  the  North.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the 
account  of  this  progress  is  so  brief,  but  we  can  well  imagine  what  the  scene 
would  be  when  we  read  the  accoinit  of  the  recoiUion  which  was  given  by  the 
city  of  York  to  the  daughter  of  Henry  VII.,  when  she  was  on  her  way  to  join 
her  husband-elect  in  Scotland.  Few  |)ictures  have  ever  been  so  vividly  painted, 
and  none  leave  a  more  striking  imjirc^sion. 

So  much  has  been  said  about  this  visit  by  my  friend,  Mr.  Davies,  in  his  very 
useful  and  excellent  work,  Extracts  from  the  Afunicipal  Records  of  the  Citq  of 
York,  that  I  need  not  dwell  upon  the  subject  liorc.  I  may,  porhajis,  be  excu.scd 
for  placing  before  my  readers  the  account  which  the  chronicler  Hall  gives  of  the 
visit.     It  is  an  exccllcut  conunentary  upon  the  document  that  I  now  give  : — 

"  He  toke  his  jorney  toward  the  couutie  of  York,  where  the  jwoiije,  abu.syug 
his  lawfiill  favoure  (as  he  botho  favoured  and  trusted  Ihom  in  his  hart),  had  of 
late  presumed  to  attcmpte  divers  routes  and  riottes  contnirie  to  his  lawes  and 
onfryngyng  of  his  peace,  and  uppon  hope  of  his  niayntouaunce,  were  so  elated 
that  no  lord,  were  ho  never  of  so  great  power,  could  oitlier  i>aci)io  or  rule  them 
tyll  the  kyng  hym.selfe  came  [jersonaliy  thether  to  set  a  Concorde  and  an  uuitie  in 
that  count  ree,  and  to  l)rideil  and  rule  the  rude  and  rustical!  and  blusterynge 
bolde  people  of  that  region,  and  so  he  by  long  journoyinge  came  to  the  citio  of 
Yorke,  where  the  citezens  receyved  hym  with  great  i)onipe  and  triumphe,  iiocord- 
yng  to  yo  qualities  of  tlieir  educsunon  and  (luantitie  of  tlieir  substuunco  and 
habilitio,  and  made  divers  dales  playes  and  pageantes  in  token  of  joy  and  solace. 
Wlierefore  kyng  llicihard  magnilied  and  applaudcil  of  tlie  northe  nacitm,  &  al.so 
to  .shewe  hymseif  ai)parantlic  before  tlicm  in  liahyto  royal  with  scej'tre  in  hande 
and  diademo  on  his  hod,  made  proclamatiion  lliat  all  pcrsoues  should  resorlo  to 
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octogesimo  tercio,  Ricardus  tercius,  rex  Angliae  et  Franciee  vcuit 
ad  civitateni  Ebor.  cum  regiua  et  principe  attendentibus ;  cum 
aliis  pluribus  magnatibus  tam  spiritualibus  quam  temporalibus, 
scilicet,  quinque  episcopis,  Dunelmensi,  Wigorneusi,  Assaphensi, 
Carliolensi,  Menuevensi  et  Saucti  David  fsicj,  comitibus,  North- 
umbriaSj  SuiTise  et  Lincoln,  dorainis  Lovell,  Fetizliugh,  Stanley, 
Strawyng,  Lile,  Grastok  et  aliis  multis,  et  receptus  a  civitate 
cum  processione  solempniter  ad  capellara  Sancti  Jacobi  extra 
muros.

Tork  on  the  dale  of  the  assencion  of  oure  Lorde,  where  all  men  shoulde  bothe 
beholde  and  se  h\Tn,  his  quene  and  prince  in  there  high  estates  and  degrees,  and 
also  for  their  good  wylles,  shoulde  recej^ve  many  thankes,  large  benefites  and 
munificente  rewardes. "  At  the  daye  apoincted  the  hole  clergie  assembled  in  copes 
richely  revested,  and  so  with  a  reverente  cerenionie  went  aboute  the  citie  in 
procession ;  after  whome  folowed  the  king  with  his  croune  and  scepter,  apparcilled 
in  his  circot  robe  royall,  accompaiguied  with  no  small  nomber  of  ye  nobilitie  of 
his  realme  :  after  whom  marched  in  order  quene  Anne,  his  mfe,  likewj-se  crouncd 
ledinge  on  her  lefte  hande  prynce  Edward  her  sonne,  havyng  on  his  bed  a  demy 
crowne  appoyncted  for  the  'degree  of  a  prince.  The  kyng  was  had  in  that 
triumphe  in  suche  honour,  and  ye  common  people  of  the  Northe  so  rejoysed  that 
they  extolled  and  praysed  hvm  far  above  the  starres." 

I  have  ab-eady  spoken  of  Richard's  munificent  gifts  to  the  city  and  minst«r 
of  York,  and  of  his  proposed  college  for  a  hundred  priests,  "  which  foundacion," 
as  the  chronicler  says,  "with  the  founder  shortelye  toke  an  ende."  In  the 
inventory  there  is  a  record  of  the  treasures  that  he  bestowed  upon  the  high 
altar.

*  I  need  not,  I  am  sure,  apolo<nze  for  placinj^'  before  my  readers,  in  a  work  of 
this  nature,  the  vakiable  inventory  which  is  now  j^ven.  It  has  been  already 
printed  in  the  Monasiicon,  but  a  careful  examination  of  the  ori>nnal,  which  is  still 
preserved  among  the  muniments  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  York,  has  enabled 
me  to  correct  manj'  blunders  and  omissions  in  that  laborious  work. 

Few  inventories  of  this  description  are  to  be  met  \vith,  and  too  fjreat  a  value 
cannot  be  set  ujion  them.  They  t^ive  us  a  very  vivid  picture  of  the  great  wealth 
of  our  churches,  and  of  the  height  to  which  the  goldsmith  and  the  embroiderer 
had  carried  their  respective  arts.  Nor  must  we  forget  the  piety  of  the  donors 
which  is  duly  recorded.  Each  gift,  we  may  believe,  had  its  peculiar  interest,  and 
when  it  was  unfolded  or  taken  out  of  its  case  to  be  gazed  at  and  admired,  we  can 
well  imagine  how  the  exhibitor  would  descant  upon  its  beauties  and  enumerate 
the  good  deeds  of  each  benefactor  to  the  treasury.  Each  and  all  of  these  sidondid 
ornaments  are  now  gone,  aJid  of  the  sjilendid  church-furniture  of  the  middle 
ages  tlujre  are  now  but  few  remnants. 

I  nnist  refer  my  readers,  es|)ocially,  to  two  other  magnificent  inventories  of 
the  .same  character,  detailing  the  treasures  which  formerly  adorned  the  churches 
of  Lincoln  and  St.  Paul's.  They  are  to  be  found  in  the  History  of  St.  Paul's  and 
in  the  Monasiicon. 

The  York  inventory  was  compiled  soon  after  the  year  1500.  In  the  year 
1")1()  it  was  revise<l  by  llohert  Langton,  the  then  treasurer,  who  has  made  many 
additions  to  it  in  his  own  hand.  Al)ove  the  title  ho  has  written,  "  Computus  in- 
frascripturnm  habitus  xij  Januarii,  1510,  per  mi-  Robert  urn  Lanr/ton,  thesaurariuin." 
A  lliiii  (piarto  Ixxik  is  entirely  devoted  to  it. 

Rol)(rt  Langton  became  treasurer  of  York  in  1509,  and  prebendary  of 
"Woighlou  in  I.'jl  1.  In  1511  the  Dean  and  Chapter  allowed  him  t<i  ab.sent  him- 
self from  York  during  his  residence,  on  account  of  ill  health,  that  ho  might  visit 
the  limina  Apostolorum. 

Langton  was  al.so  a  canon  at  Lincoln,  Southwell,  and  Salisbury,  and  Arch- 
deacon of  Dorset.  He  was  nei)he\v  to  Thomas  Langton,  iJislioji  of  Winchester, 
and  was  born  at  Ai)pleby,  iu   >Vestmorlaud.      Ho  was  a  member  of   Queen's 
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GyfFard^^  cum  appendiciis  suis.  Item  una  mitra  preciosa  cum 
appendiciis,  ex  douo  domiui  Walter!

College,  m  Oxford.  In  June,  1524,  he  died  in  London,  and  was  buried  at  the 
Charterhouse,  leaving,  by  will,  200^.  to  found  a  school  at  Appleby. 

*  Walter  GifiFard,  thirty-sixth  Archbishop  of  York,  died  in  1279. 

t  Walter  Grey,  a  most  munificent  benefactor  to  the  Church  of  York,  died 
in  1255. 

X  Archbishop  Thoresby  died  in  1373.  In  his  will  he  makes  no  bequest  to 
the  Church  of  York.  During  his  life  he  made  many  splendid  donations  to  the 
fabric. 

II  The  prince-like  Bishop  of  Durham,  who  died  in  1406,  the  supporter  of 
every  public  work  in  the  North  of  England.  Longley,  Dean  of  York,  and 
several  of  the  canons,  were  among  his  executors,  and  had  the  choice,  I  doubt  not, 
of  his  treasures.  He  gave,  by  will,  to  the  minster,  "  Unum  vestimentum  de 
velvet©  rubeo,  brodatum  de  coronis  et  stellis  auri,  continens  j  casulam,  iiij  tunicas 
cum  vj  stolis  iij  manipulis  et  iij  amittis  cum  paruris,  et  iij  zonis  pertinentibus,  et 
cum  frontali  et  subfrontali  habentibus  ymaginem  crucifixi,  B.  M.  et  S.  Johannis, 
et  panno  pro  lectrino,  cum  v  capis  habentibus  orfreias  auri  cum  jonagimbus  stan- 
tibus in  tabernaculis,  et  omnes  de  eadem  secta :  item  unam  casam  pro  corporali 
operatam  cum  salutacione  B.  V.  ex  una  parte,  et  cum  coronacione  ejusdcm  ex 
altera :  item  duas  curtinas  de  tartarino  rubeo  cum  coronis  et  stellis  aureis  super- 
positis,  et  j  tualiam  cum  frontali  stricto  de  eodem  opere."  The  advent  of  this 
precious  bequest  is  duly  recorded  on  the  contemporary  roll  of  the  chamberlain. 

§  Sir  Robert  Clifton  was  not  really  the  donor  of  this  precious  mitre.  It  was 
bequeathed  to  the  minster,  in  1464,  by  his  brother-in-law.  Archbishop  >^  illiam 
Booth,  who  says  of  it,  "  Item  do  et  lego  Ecclesitc  Cathedrali  Eboracensi,  n^^nsf 
mex,  unam  mitram  cum  baculo  pastorali."  The  mitre,  it  appears  reached  lork 
as  the  ffifi  of  Sir  Eobt.  Clifton,  but  we  have  no  record  whatever  of  the  arrival  ot 
the  pastoral  staff.  The  testamentary  arrangements  of  both  of  the  Booths  were 
grievously  neglected  by  their  executors.  . 

IT  Archbishop  Eotheram,  in  his  will,  dated  in  1498,  speaks  of  this  mitre  in 
the  following  terms  :  "  Do  et  lego  Ecclesisc  mea;  Ebor.,  ultra  mitram  digniorem 
eis  datam  et  liberatam,  quam  emi  pro  cccco  marcis,  ymaginem  S.  Margaretse 
deauratam,  stantem  super  draconem,  habentem  in  una  manu  crucem,  m  altera 
librum,  et  in  capite  coronam,  pond,  in  toto  cxv  unc.

They 
comprise  a  number  of  the  i)resentnients  made  at  the  visitations  of  the  minster 
and  of  the  churches  dependent  upon  it.  Ho  lar^'c  and  so  intcrestinj,'  a  collection 
ha.s  never  yet  been  made  public,  and  many  will  thank  me  for  i)lacinK  before  them 
a  cla.ss  of  documents  which  throw  a  new  lij,'ht  ujion  the  arranj^'ements  of  our 
churches;  and,  ^,'enerally,  ujton  ecclesiiustical  history.  The  iire.sentments  are  very 
numerous,  aiid  out  of  them  I  have  selected  those  which  give  us  some  insight  into 
the  services  and  the  architecture  of  the  minster  and  its  churches.  Others  are 
added  as  illustrative  of  the  manners  of  the  times.  I  have  not  thought  it  neces- 
sjiry  to  bring  forward  any  of  the  cases  of  inuuorality  with  which  every  cla.ss  was 
charged,  especially  the  clergy  in  the  minster.  It  is  a  painful  subject  to  dwell 
upon,  and  it  can  serve  no  good  jiurposo  to  introduce  it  hero. 

As  a  general  rule,  I  have  not  added  any  foot-notes  to  these  presentments.  Any 
curious  term  that  occurs  in  them  I  shall  endeavour  to  explain  in  the  (!l(Ks.siiry.

*  Tliis  has  j,'enerally  hecn  considered  to  be  Uio  i-rinciiial  church  in  fho  city, 
and  the  jiarishioners,  at  this  time,  sooin  to  have  been  fully  aware  of  the  fact.  It 
is  really  sad  to  read  the  present niont.s  that  always  come  from  this  church.  Little 
or  nothing,'  was  done  to  satisfy  the  iiarishioncrs  till  the  middle  of  tlio  roijni  of 
'!Icnry  VIIT.,  when  the  church  was  rebuilt.

Johcs  Ranald  dcdit  unum  vestimentum  ad  altare  S.  Mich,  de  les 
greyn  sattan,  et  executor  liberavit  vestimentum  de  greyu  tutt, 
contra  voluntatem  dcfuncti.  Item  that  John  Bell,  portor,  what 
tyme  as  any  fall  seke  upon  the  nyght,  wooll  not  upon  the  yattes 
that  the  dark  may  rygnethe  holy  bell  when  oon  lyes  in  passinge, 
hot  at  his  plesor,  in  so  myche  as  when  ]\I.  George  Euers  wyfF  lay 
in  extremis,  S'.  Peers  Knot  to  have  fechid  a  mcsse  buke  to  have 
rede  the  passions  over  hir,  wold  not  let  liyme  in  to  of  longe,  and 
when  he  had  let  hymc  in  aiid  ij  servaundes  w'  hyme,  kcipt  tharae 
thar  frome  a  xj  of  the  clok  after  mednyght  unto  fyveof  the  clok 
in  the  mornynge.  Item,  thar,  wher  of  old  custome  it  hath  beync 
used  that  evere  yerc  at  the  festcs  of  Whit^onday  and  Sanct  Petir 
day  the  kirk  was  wonnt  to  be  strewed  wt  ryshes  by  the  chawm- 
berlane  of  the  mynstcr  and  now  it  is  not  soe.  Item  that  almerys 
chistes  ordeynd  for  the  anormcnts  haith  no  lokkcs  nor  keys,  nor 
the  kirk  doores  nor  rode  loft  dore  haith  no  snthciaunt  lokkcs,  l)ot 
that  every  man  may  upon  the  kirk  doorc  lok  with  thar  fynger, 
and  tharl)y  many  thinges  and  anoriucntes  ar  amys.

Item  William  Paynter  in  Petirgait  commys  hot  scldome  appon 
the  halydais  and  Sondais  to  the  kirk  to  divine  sjcrvicc  when  he

Item 
we  desyre  and  bcscchc  yoiu^  that  all  the  abbet  may  use  there 
surples  &  ames  w'owt  hlake  abbet  feriall,  and  othere  frome 
I'asche  to  our  latter  Lady  day,  &  geucrall  processions,  as  tha  do 
in  other  eathedrall  churches,  &  this  we  desire  for  a  special  cause  : 
oftyn  it  happs  that  the  sceund  ft>rmc  &  othere  that  be  necligcnt 
oftyn  tynu's  cummethe  iu  there  blak  abbctts,  when  thay  shulde 
ciuu  ill  surples,  &  when  thay  shulde  cum  in  surples  thay  will 
«uui  in  abbet,  whiche  wolde  not  bo  so  if  we  did  as  tha  do  in  other 
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places  cathedrall.  Item  we  fynde  the  segistans  gevethc  not 
suche  attendaunce  of  the  Chnrche  as  hathe  bene,  for  it  hathe

Thornton,  Henry  Lestre,  cook  to  Pope  Clement  V.  and  others, 
in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  2  K)/.  given  to  the  fabric  by 
Pinchl)eek's  'executors.  The  chantry  priest  was  appointed  by 
the  Ciiapter,  and  received  5/.  per  ann.  from  the  keeper  of  the 
fabric.  Tiic  Chapter,  also,  bind  themselves  to  keep  Pinchbeck's 
obit  on  Dec.  3,  ringing  the  bells,  etc.,  in  the  usual  manner,  and

In  the  south  transept,  close  to  Archbishop  Grey's  tomb. 

Founded  11  Kal.  Apr.  1241,  by  Archbp.  Grey,  for  himself, 
his  predecessors  and  successors,  for  one  priest,  with  two  chaplains 
and  one  clerk  under  him.  He  endowed  it  with  30  marks  per 
ann.  out  of  the  church  of  Milium,  and  4  marks  besides,  for 
lights,  etc.  The  canons  to  present.  In  13G2,  the  abbat  and 
convent  of  Furness  having  ceased  to  pay  the  34  marks.  Arch- 
bishop Thoresby  makes  a  fresh  ordination  of  the  chantry,  and  re- 
endows  it  with  28  marks  out  of  ]\Iillum,  and  absolves  the  custos 
of  the  chantiy  from  the  necessity  of  finding  lights,  etc.*

In  the  reign  of  ICli/ahetli  the  final  di.spersion  of  the  treasures  of  the  Church  of 
York,  in  all  probability,  took  j.lace. 

The  use  of  cojies  was  strictly  forbidden  in  the  Archiepi.<copal  injunctions  during 
that  reign,  and  these  orders  were  probably  attended  to.  In  10i)l  there  was  a 
single  "  white  cope  "  in  the  vestry.

All  these  things  have  now  disappeared.  Two  of  the  old  wooden  cases  for  vest- 
ments are,  however,  still  preserved  in  the  minster.  They  are  especially  valuable 
for  the  veiT  beautiful  ironwork  with  which  they  are  decorated. 

In  the  Cathedral  at  Durham  the  use  of  copes  was  retained  till  a  very  late  period. 
In  1628  the  \-irulent  Peter  Smart  attacked  Cosin  for  using  them  in  that  church. 
Thev  were  not  thro-mi  aside  till  the  vear  1760,  when  their  rejection  is  thus  men- 
tioned by  a  local  antiquarv  :  "  At  the  latter  end  of  July  or  beginning  of  August, 
the  old  copes,  those  rages  "of  Poperv,  which  had  been  used  in  the  Communion 
service  at  the  Abbev  ever  since  the"  time  of  the  Reformation,  were  ordered  by  the 
Dean  &  Chapter  to"  be  totallv  disused  and  laid  aside.  Dr.  ^Varburton,  one  of  the 
prebendaries  and  Bishop  of  Gloucester,  was  very  zealous  to  have  them  laid  aside, 

6  so  was  Dr.  Co^^ier  the  Dean."  I  have  heard  my  father  say  that  Dr.  AV  arbur- 
ton  objected  to  them  because  thev  were  always  pushing  his  wig  awy.  They  are 
still  preserved  in  the  hbrary  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  Among  them  is  one  pre- 
sented by  Charles  T.,  upon  which,  curiously  enough,  is  represented  the  decapita- 
tion of  St.  John  the  Baptist.

ORGAN.* 

Articles  of  agreement  indented,  made,  concluded  and  agreed, 
upon  the  one  and  twentieth  day  of  March,  anno  Domini  1632, 
betweene  the  right  worshippful  John  Scot,  doctor  of  diviuitie, 

*  We  have  now  the  contract  and  the  charges  for  setting  up  the  organ  in  the 
minster  in  the  earUer  part  of  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  They  occur  in  the  register 
of  the  leases  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  between  the  years  1624.  and  1640.  Mr. 
Crosse  has  already  given  them,  but  by  no  means  accurately,  in  his  account  of  the 
great  musical  festival  in  the  minster  in  1825. 

It  appears  that  on  the  26th  of  July,  1631,  a  fine  of  £1000  was  very  properly 
imposed  in  the  court  of  the  high  commission  at  York  on  Edward  Paler  of  Thoraldby, 
a  Yorkshire  esquire,  for  the  crime  of  incest  which  he  had  committed  \\ith  his 
sister's  daughter,  Elizabeth  wife  of  Francis  Buhner.  The  Dean  and  residcntiaries 
ask  the  king  to  grant  this  fine  to  them  for  "  repaireing  the  mines  of  the  said 
Cathedrall  Church,  for  setting  up  a  new  organ,  for  furnishing  and  adorning  the 
altar,  and  enhabling  them  to  mainteyne  a  library  keeper."  Their  request  was 
granted  on  the  28  Nov.,  1632,  and  in  the  following  dociunent  we  see  how  the 
money  was  laid  out. 

In  1634  two  travelling  parties  paid  a  ^dsit  to  York  :  each  of  them  has  left  us  an 
account  of  their  journey  and  a  description  of  the  York  organ.  Sir  AVm.  Erereton 
speaks  of  a  very  stately  organ  lately  erected  in  the  minster-quire,  under  which  is 
written,  "  Benedictus  Deus  patriun  nostrum,  Qui  dedit  in  corde  regis  ut  adornaret 
domum  suani." 

In  the  extracts  from  the  journal  of  the  three  Normch  gentlemen  which  are 
given  in  the  Graphic  Illustrator  there  is  the  following  description  of  the  minster 
on  a  Sunday. 

"  We  heard  a  domestical  chaplain  of  the  Lord  Archbishop's  preach,  the  pulpit 
standing  in  the  midst  betweene  the  quire,  high  altar.  Archbishop's  seat  and  organ, 
of  which  we  are  able  to  give  an  account,  as  we  are  bound.  There  we  saw  and  heard 
a  faire,  large,  high  organ,  newly  built,  richly  guilt,  carv'd  and  painted  ;  a  deep  and 
sweet  snowy  robe  of  quiristers,  a  Paul's  crosse  auditory  :  the  Lord  Mayor  in  his 
golde  chaine,  with  his  12  grave  brethren,  2  sheriffs,  2  Esqrs.,  vizt.,  the  sword 
bearer,  and  his  left  hand  marcher  with  the  great  mace,  the  recorder,  many  Serjeants 
with  small  maces,  etc.  The  gentile  vice-president,  vrith  his  grave  and  learned 
counselle,  discreet  knights,  his  mace  and  guard,  representing  (next  under  the  Lord 
President,  now  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland)  a  prince  :  many  other  worthy  knights 
and  gallant  ladies  that  reside  in  that  old  city  being  most  there  present,  with  their 
handsome  retinue,  did  represent  a  second  London." 

There  is  another  description  of  the  organ  and  minster,  under  very  difierent 
circumstances,  which  I  cannot  refrain  from  giving.  It  is  to  be  found  in  a  verj- 
curious  and  scarce  volume  called  MimcFs  Monument,  written  by  Thomas  Miice, 
one  of  the  lay-clerks  in  the  chapel  of  Trinity  College  in  Cambridge,  and  published 
in  1676,  in  folio.  It  is  very  picturesque  and  interesting,  and  shews,  among  other 
things,  the  antiquitv  of  the  custom  which  still  prevails  of  singing  a  psalm  before 
the  sermon.  The  author  is  speaking  of  the  best  psalm  singing  that  he  had  heard— 
"  The  time  when  was  in  the  vear  1644,  the  place  where  was  in  the  stately  Cathedral 
Church  of  the  loyal  city  York.  The  occasion  of  it  was  the  great  and  close  siege 
which  was  then  laid  to  that  city  and  strictly  maintained  for  eleven  weeks'  space 
by  three  very  notable  and  considerable  great  armies.  By  this  occasion,  there  were 
shut  up  within  that  city  abundance  of  people  of  the  best  rank  and  quality,  \iz., 
lords,  knights  and  gentlemen  of  the  countries  round  about,  besides  the  souldiers 
and  citizens,  who  all,  or  most  of  them,  came  constantly  every  Sunday  to  hear  publick 
prayers  and  sermon  in  that  spacious  Church.  And  indeed  their  number  was  so 
exceedingly  great,  that  the  Church  was  (I  may  say)  even  cramming  or  squeezing 
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Deane  of  the  Cathcdrall  and  Metropoliticall  Church  of  St.  Peter 
of  Yorke ;  Phinccs  Hodson,  doctor  of  divinitie,  chancellor  and 
canon  residential*}'  of  the  said  Church  ;  George  Stanhope,  doctor 
of  divinity,  precentor  and  canon  residentiary  of  the  same  Church, 
and  Henry  Wickhani,  doctor  of  divinitie,  archdeacon  of  Yorke 
and  canon  residentiary  of  the  said  Church,  of  the  one  party,  and 
Robert  Dallam,  citizen  and  blacksmith  of  London,  of  the  other 
party,  touchingc  the  makeingc  of  a  great  organ  for  the  said 
Church,  as  followeth. 

The  names  and  number  of  the  stoppes  or  setts  of  pipes  for  the 
said  great  organ  to  be  new  made,  every  stopp  containeinge  fiftie 
one  pipes,  the  said  great  organ  containeinge  eight  stoppes. 

In  primis,  two  open  diapasons  of  tynn  to  stand  in  sight,  many 
of  them  to  be  chased,  80/.  Item,  one  diapason  stopp  of  wood, 
10/.  Item,  two  principalis  of  tynn,  24/.  Item,  one  twelft  to  the 
diapason,  8/.  Item^  one  small  principall  of  tynn,  6/.  Item,  one 
recorder  unison  to  the  said  small  principall,  6/.  Item,  one  two 
and  twentieth  5/.  Item,  the  great  sound  board  with  conveyances, 
windchestes,  carryagcs  and  conduits  of  lead,  40/.  Item,  the 
rowler  board,  carryages  and  keyes,  20/. 

full.  Now  here  you  must  take  notice,  that  they  then  had  a  custom  in  that  Church 
(which  I  hear  not  of  in  anj-  other  Cathedral)  which  wa.s  that  always,  before  the 
sermon,  the  whole  congregation  sang  a  psalm,  together  with  the  quire  and  the 
organ  ;  and  you  must  also  know,  that  there  was  then  a  most  excellent  large- 
plump-lusty-full -speaking-organ,  which  cost  (as  I  am  credibly  informed)  a 
thousand  i>ounds.  This  organ,  T  say  (when  the  Psalm  wa.s  set  before  the  sermon) 
being  let  out  into  all  its  fulness  of  stops,  together  with  the  quire,  began  the  psalm. 
But  when  that  vast  conchording  unity  of  the  whole  congregational  chorus  came 
(as  I  may  say)  thundering  in,  even  so  a.s  it  made  the  very  ground  shake  under 
us  ;  (oh  the  unutterable  ravishing  soul's  delight  I)  in  the  which  I  was  so  trans- 
ported and  wrapt  up  into  high  contoiniilatious,  that  there  was  no  room  left  in  my 
whole  man,  viz.  body,  soul  and  sjiirit,  for  anything  below  divine  and  heavenly 
rapture.  If  at  any  time  or  jtlaoe,  such  a  congregated  number  could  ])erform  such  an 
outward  service  to  the  Almighty,  with  true-ardent-inward-dovotion,  fervency  and 
aflbctionate-zeal,  in  expectation  to  have  it  accepted  by  Him  ;  doubtle.-is  it  ought  to 
be  believ'd,  that  it  might  be  and  was  done  there  and  then.  IJecau.-ie  that  at  that 
time,  the  dosperateness  and  dismaidness  of  their  danger  could  not  but  draw  tlum 
into  it,  in  regard  the  enemy  was  so  very  near,  and  liorce  upon  them,  osjiocially  on 
that  side  the  city  where  the  Church  stood,  who  had  i)lanted  their  groat  guns  so 
mischievously  against  the  Church,  and  with  which  constantly  in  i)raycrs'  time  they 
would  not  fail  to  make  their  hellish  disturbance,  by  shooting  againsi  and  battering 
the  Church,  in  .so  much  that  sometimes  a  canon  bullet  ha.s  come  in  at  the  windows 
and  bounc'd  about  from  pillar  to  pillar,  (even  like  some  furious  fiend  or  evil  spirit) 
backwards  and  forwards,  and  all  manner  of  side-ways,  as  it  has  hai)pene<l  to  meet 
with  square  or  round  opi)osition  amongst  the  pillars,  in  its  returns  or  rebounds, 
untill  its  force  lia.s  boon  (juitc  spent.  And  here  there  is  one  thing  most  eminentl}' 
remarkable,  and  well  worth  noting,  which  was,  that  in  all  the  whole  time  of  the 
siege,  there  wa-s  not  any  one  person  (that  I  could  hear  of)  did  (in  the  Church) 
receive  the  IciLst  harm  by  any  of  their  devillish  canon  shot :  and  1  verily  believe, 
there  were  constantly  many  more  then  a  thousand  persons  at  that  service  every 
Sunday,  during  the  whole  time  of  that  siege."

In  consideracion  of  which  worke 
undertaken  to  be  done,  as  aforesaid,  the  said  Deane  and  canons 
residentiary  above  named  have  paid  unto  the  said  Robert  Dallam,

whereof  the  parties  above  said  to  these  present  articles  indented 
have  interchangeably  sett  their  hands  and  scales  the  day  and  yeare 
first  above  written.

Dean  and  Chapter  of  York.*      [Register  of  Leases,  1624 — 
1640.     114.  b.] 

Charles  R. 
Trusty  and  welbeloved,    wee    greet  you   well.      When  wee 
were  lately  in  our  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  Peter's  in  Yorke, 

*  In  the  month  of  May,  1633,  Charles  I.  visited  York  on  his  way  to  Scotland. 
Drake  gives  a  long  account  of  his  splendid  reception  in  the  city.  There  is,  how- 
ever, an  official  description  of  the  visit  with  which  Drake  was  unacquainted  and 
which  I  now  give.  It  occurs  at  the  commencement  of  the  first  of  the  seven 
volumes  of  annotations  on  the  liturgies  which  were  compiled  by  that  most  learned 
and  little-known  scholar,  Marmaduke  Fothergill.  These  volumes  are  worthy  of 
a  careful  examination.  Fothergill  transcribed  this  account  into  his  book  from 
the  acts  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter. 

1633.  The  king's  reception  at  York  Minster.  Before  the  king's  coming  to 
York,  all  the  dignitaries  and  prebendaries  of  the  Church  were  summoned  to 
appear  in  a  general  Chapter  on  the  22nd  day  of  May,  1633,  and  none  then  (ex- 
cepting D'  Cozens,  archdeacon  of  the  East  Eiding)  appearing,  they  were  pro- 
nounced and  declared  to  be  contumacious,  etc. ;  and  the  act  upon  his  coming  is 

i>ie  Veneris  24*°,  viz.,  die  mensis  Mail,  anno  Domini  1633,  illustrissimus  in 
Christo  princeps,  dominus  noster  Carolus,  Dei  gratia  etc.,  cum  plurmiis  Pjocen- 
bus  et  magnatibus  hujus  regni  comitatus,  et  pompa  regia  prsefulgens,  ad  hano 
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there  to  give  God  thanks  for  our  safety  thus  farr  onward  of  our 
journey  towards  Scotland,  wee  observed  at  the  west  end  of  that 
Churcii,  where  wee  entrcd,  eertaine  houses  built  on  eitlicr  side 
close  upon  the  wall,  and  one  within  the  very  cross  isle,  which 
wee  conceive  tend  much  to  the  detriment  of  the  Chvirch,  and 
altogetlier  to  the  disgrace  of  that  goodly  fabricke.  After  this, 
lookeinge  aside,  wee  sawc  the  like  meane  tenemeutcs  in  many 
places  erected  upon  the  south  side  of  the  Church,  which  gave  us 
cause  to  enformc  our  selfe  of  that  great  abuse  in  buildcing  houses 
and  stables  with  their  uncleane  passages  a  great  deale  too  neare 
to  the  house  of  God.  AVee  likewise  observed,  when  wee  came 
up  into  the  quire,  that  there  had  been  a  removeing  of  divers 
seatcs,  which,  wee  after  understood,  were  placed  there  for  the 
use  of  the  wyves  of  the  Deane  and  prebends  and  other  woemen 
of  quality,  and,  particulerly  one  seat  remayneing  which  incloseth 
three  or  fewer  stalls  belongeing  to  the  archdeacons  and  pre- 
bends ;  all  which  seates,  and  that  especially,  cannot  but  bee  a 
great  trouble  to  the  service  in  the  Church,  and  a  great  blemish 
to  soe  goodly  a  quire,  as  wee  found  yt  to  bee,  and  doe  utterly 
dislyke  that  such  scats  as  they  should  any  way  be  continued 
there.  Our  exprcsse  will  and  pleasure,  therefore,  is,  and  soe 
wee  will  aiul  commaund,  that  neither  you,  the  Deane  and  Chapter 
for  the  time  being,  nor  any  other  Deane  and  Chapter  that  shall 
hereafter  bee,  doe  either  cause  or  suffer  any  dwelling  house, 
stable,  or  other  edyfice  to  be  built  within  or  against  any  part  of 
that  our  Cathedral  Church  aforesaid,  or  the  quire  or  chapter 
house  of  the  same,   and,    further,  that  neither   you    nor    they

The  fruits  of  this  visit  were  some  very  projier  orders  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter 
about  their  Cathedral.  Charles,  at  (be  minw  time,  took  the  oi>i>or(uni(\' of  ud- 
ministcrin^r  a  sharp  rebuke  to  the  Chapter  and  the  Anlibisliop  for  Wiustiufr  (heir 
rovonues  and  ag^Tandizincr  themselves  bv  Iouk  le^tses  in  which  tlieir  friends  and 
kinsmen  had  an  especial  interest. 
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renew  any  lease  or  leases  of  any  of  the  houses,  stables  or  other 
edifyces  whatsoever,  which  are  already  bnilt  against  the  walles 
of  the  said  Church,  quire  or  chapter  house,  for  any  yeare  or 
term  of  yeares  whatsoever,  but  that  yee  suffer  the  leases  now 
running  to  expire,  and  then  pull  downe  the  houses,  or  sooner  if 
any  shall  be  soe  well  minded  to  the  Church  as  to  relinquish  their 
dwelling,  but  wee  will  that  the  house  within  the  cross  isle  be 
forthwith  pulled  downe.  And  our  further  express  will  and  com- 
mand is,  that  the  seate  which  incloseth  the  stalles  aforesaid  be 
presently  taken  downe,  and  set  upp  noe  more,  as  alsoe  that 
all  the  seats  which  were  now  taken  downe  against  our  comcing 
(the  Lord  Archbishop's  throne  excepted)  be  never  sett  up  againe, 
that  soe  the  quire  may  ever  remaine  in  its  auncyent  beauty  :  and 
yet  that  woemen  of  quality  may  have  fayre  and  free  access 
thither  to  performe  their  service  to  God,  our  expresse  will  and 
pleasure  is,  that  there  be  a  fayre  seate  left  or  made  upon  the 
north  side  of  the  quire,  above  the  stalls,  for  the  Lord  President's 
lady  and  her  company  and  noe  other :  and,  likewise,  that  there 
be  moveable  benches  or  chayres  for  other  woemen  of  quallity, 
when  they  come  to  church,  which  may  be  putt  into  the  vestry 
or  some  other  convenient  place,  at  all  such  tymes  as  they  are 
not  used.  And,  lastly,  our  express  command  is  that  these  our 
lettres  be  kept  safe  by  you  the  Deane  and  Chapter  in  the  place 
where  you  keepe  your  evydences ;  and,  further,  that  a  copie  be 
likewise  transcribed  by  your  officer  and  delivered  to  our  right 
trusty  and  wellbeloved  counsellor,  the  most  reverend  father  in 
God,  Richard  now  L"*  Archbishop  of  York,  and  soe  to  every 
Archbishopp  from  tyme  to  tyme,  that  he  and  they,  successively, 
may  have  care  of  the  performance  of  this  our  will  and  command ; 
and  all  this  wee  strictly  enjoyne  yow,  the  Deane  and  Chapter, 
carefully  to  obey  and  putt  in  execucion  in  every  part,  according 
to  our  royall  intencion  before  expressed,  to  the  honor  of  God 
and  His  house,  as  yow  or  any  of  you  will  answere  the  neglect 
hereof  in  any  particuler  at  your  utmost  per  ill.  Given  at  our 
palace  in  Yorke,  May  the  27th,  and  in  the  ninth  yeare  of  our 
raigne. 

To  our  trusty  and  wellbeloved  the  Deane  and  Chapter  of  our 
Cathedrall  Church  of  Sanct  Peter's  in  our  cittie  of  Yorke. 


II.  Trusty  and  wellbeloved,  wee  greet  you  well.  At  our  late 
being  in  Yorke  wee  tooke  order  by  our  letters  that  noe  seat  or 
seats  should  be  sett  above  the  stalls  on  either  side  of  the  qmre. 
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save  oncly  the  Archbishop's  throne  on  the  one  side,  where  the 
Lord  President  sitts  with  tlir  Lord  Archbishop,  and  one  scat  on 
the  other  .syde  for  the  Lord  President's  lady  and  her  company: 
and  this  wee  did  command  that  the  (piirc  miglit  be  kept  in  its 
nnneient  beanty  and  not  be  fiUed  np  with  so  many  scates. 
Now,  for  this  buisines,  though  wee  tookc  all  the  care  wee  could, 
yet  because  the  time  of  our  stay  was  but  short,  wee  cold  not 
en  forme  ourselfc  so  throughly  of  every  circumstance  as  wee  in- 
tended to  have  done,  for  since,  wee  findc  that  the  scatc  which 
was  lately  appointed  for  the  counscll  of  fee  in  ordinary,  and 
stood  just  before  the  place  where  the  Lord  President  sitts,  may 
well  be  sett  up  againe,  without  any  disgrace  to  the  quire,  because 
it  doth  not  goe  fiu'ther  into  the  breadth  then  the  stalles  and 
seats  before  them  doe,  and  wee  further  fyndc  that  if  they  have 
not  a  seat  by  themselves  the  company  is  many  tymes  so  great 
that  they  can  have  litle  or  noe  roome  in  the  stalls ;  but  the  reason 
that  moves  us  most  is  to  take  of  all  dislikes  which  were  like  to 
arise  about  choyce  of  places  in  the  Church  between  barronets, 
knights  and  our  counsell  of  fee,  which  might  perhaps  breed 
difl'erences  amongst  them,  to  the  great  disturbance  of  the  country 
and  of  our  service  there  especially.  Our  express  will  and 
pleasure,  therefore,  is,  in  this  pertieulcr,  to  dispense  Mith  our  for- 
mer letters;  and  wee  doe  hereby  eomraauud  you,  the  Deane  and 
Chapter,  to  sec  this  seat  sett  np  againe,  in  decent  manner,  before 
the  place  where  the  Lord  President  sitts,  but  to  take  care  that  the 
scat  be  i\ot  too  high,  and  that  it  extend  not  into  the  breadth  be- 
yond the  auncyent  sialics  and  seats,  and  for  your  soe  docing  this 
shall  bee  your  sufficient  warrant,  but  for  all  other  pcrticulers 
whatsoever  wee  will  have  our  former  letters  fully  obeyed.  Given 
at  our  eoiu-t  at  Edinburgh  this  two  and  twentieth  of  June  in  the 
nineth  yeare  of  our  raignc,  1G33.

Tiionts  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  Tho  fabric  fund  at  York  has  always  been 
iiicoiisidorable,  and  the  abstra<'tion  of  the  rents  mentioned  in  this  petition  wonld 
bo  seriously  felt.  Towards  the  close  of  the  century  the  fund  received  a  ccmsidcrablo 
addition  in  a  ^ift  of -CKMH)  which  was  niaile  hy  the  Earl  of  Straflbrd.  It  w:ts  laid 
out  in  tho  purchase  of  lands  at  Harrowby  and  Little  Leak  in  tho  North  Riding.

"  I  ha<l  long  since  a  letter  w'*"  yonrselfo  &  yo  prelwnds  were  pleas'd  to 
write  meo,  w*"''  ill  health  &  sevorall  aonidonts  ha.s  kept  meo  from  acknowledging 
Kooner,  &  I  begg  your  pardons  for.  Things  are  in  so  ill  a  condition  in  Irland. 
where  ye  greatest  i>art  of  my  estate  now  is,  and  my  debt*!  are  so  great,  as  I  cannot 
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petition  of  the  residentiaries  of  the  Cathedrall  and  jNIetropoliticall 
Church  of  St.  Fetter's  in  Yorke. 

Humbly  sheweth,  that  whereas  for  the  necessary  uphohHng 
and  repaireing  of  the  goodly  structure  of  the  Cathedral  and 
Metropoliticall  Church  of  St.  Peter's  in  Yorke,  the  revenues, 
considering  the  certaine  payments  issuinge  yearly  out  of  them, 
are  verie  small :  and  that  the  sum  of  fortie  eight  poundes,  parte 
of  these  revenues,  hath  a  longe  tyme  bin  paid  out  of  the  lands 
lyinge  in  Kirkby  Hall,  Thorp  Underwood  and  Wyddington  in 
the  parish  of  Little  Usburne,  within  the  North  Rydinge  of  Yorke, 
till  the  beginninge  of  this  Parliament ;  but  hath  ever  since  bin 
arreare,  whereby  divers  parts  of  the  Church  are  fallen  into  great 
mine.  May  it  therefore  please  your  excellencie,  that  Avhereas 
all  legall  courses  (for  releife  in  this  kinde)  are  now  taken  away, 
you  would  vouchsafe  to  cast  a  gracious  eye  of  compassion  upon 
the  fabricke  of  this  Church,  and  cause  Thomas  Dickinson,t 
mercheant  of  Y^orke,  William  Dickinson  of  Kirkby  Hall,  and 
John  WeddallJ  of  Widdington,  or  anie  other  tennants  in  whose 
present  possession  the  aforesaid  lands  are  in,  to  pay  such  surams 
forthwith  as  are  now  behinde^  and  alsoe  suche,  as  shall  from 

doe  what  I  desire  ;  but,  besids  a  decent  tombe  I  intend  for  my  father,  w^"*  shall 
not  be  unbecoming  ye  minster  of  Torke,  I  will,  by  ye  grace  of  God,  give  a 
thous'i  p"!  to  ye  Church.  I  hope  I  may  live  to  see  this  done,  but,  if  I  doe  not,  it 
shall  be  provided  for  in  my  will,  &  I  shall  shortly  send  and  advise  further  with  you 
about  it :  in  the  meane  time  I  could  not  longer  omitt  writeing  to  you  haveing  so 
good  an  oportunity,  as  by  this  gentleman,  Mons""  Sequeville,  whom  I  should  be 
very  glad  likemse  "to  serve,  it  being  a  generall  duty  to  endeavour  it  in  ye  deplorable 
case  of  ye  French  Protestants,  &  I  being  obligd  to  him  for  particular  relations,  & 
I  should  be  exceeding  glad  (if)  any  of  my  friends  could  help  mee  uppon  y*  account. 
Sir,  I  shall  now  only  adde  my  humble  service,  &  rest,

The  pious  Earl  died  in  1695  and  the  sum  of  money,  which  he  mentions,  came 
into  the  hands  of  the  Chapter  as  a  legacy  in  his  will.  He  was  the  son  of  a  noble- 
hearted  gentleman  who  is  well  known  to  history  and  to  fame.  The  father  lies  among 
his  ancestors  in  the  humble  church  at  Wentworth ;  the  son  sleeps  in  the  stately 
Minster,  which  he  enriched,  among  the  illustrious  dead.  His  wife  is  resting  by 
his  side,  a  worthy  daughter  of  the  house  of  Stanley  and  it  wa,«  to  commemorate 
her  that  the  affectionate  husband  made  this  splendid  gift  to  the  Cathedral,  "  the 
place  for  the  worship  of  God,"  as  he  himself  says,  "  being  fittest  for  the  memoriall 
of  a  Saint  and  the  daughter  of  a  Saint."  They  had,  unfortunately,  no  children, 
and  the  second  Earl  of  Strafford  was  the  last. 

t  Thomas  Dickenson,  merchant,  was  Sheriff  of  York  in  1640  and  Lord  JUayor 
in  1647  and  1657.  He  was  also  one  of  the  members  for  the  city  between  1654 
and  1660.  He  was  knighted  by  Cromwell  and  was  the  novus  homo  of  a  family 
which  acquired  some  httle  wealth  and  position.  In  1657  he  was  instrumental  in 
obtaining  some  new  bells  for  the  minster.  Drake  tells  us  that  he  was  "  a  mighty 
man  against  his  royal  master."  „     .,      ,.

Two  guilt  candlesticks,  and  three  little  plates  were  sold  by 
Mr.  Dossey,  by  order  from  the  Lord  Maior.     There  was  three 

*  A  very  valuable  document  which  makes  us  acquainted  with  the  greater 
part  of  the  injuries  which  the  Minster  received  during  the  great  rebellion.  I 
say,  "  the  greater  part,"  because  the  Minster,  according  to  Mace,  did  actually 
receive  some  injury  from  the  artillery  during  the  siege  in  1644,  which  is  not 
here  alluded  to.  The  mischief,  it  mil  be  observed,  was  by  no  means  inconsider- 
able. The  injury  done  to  the  splendid  organ,  which  had  been  recently  erected, 
would  be  severely  felt,  and  we  learn,  with  sorrow  and  regret,  the  fate  of  the  many 
and  splendid  brasses  "  which  formerly  shone  like  embroidery." 

The  Chapter  house,  according  to  the  York  historians,  had  a  very  narrow 
escape.  It  is  stated  that  the  Parliament  actually  made  a  grant  of  it  to  a  native  of 
York  who  intended  to  destroy  it  and  build  himself  stables  with  the  materials ! 
By  some  happj^  chance  this  catastrophe  was  averted.  Drake,  also,  tells  us  that 
there  was  a  sword,  in  his  time,  in  the  vestry,  which  had  heen  "  taken  from  a 
buff-coated  Oliverian,  who,  equally  drunk  with  liquor  and  sjileen,  had  irreverently 
entered  the  Churcih  with  his  drawn  blade." 

It  is  most  surprising  that  the  painted  glass  in  the  Minster  is  still  so  complete. 
Drake  accounts  for  it  by  sajdng  that  Thomas  Lord  Fairfax  directed  it  to  be  taken 
dowu  and  carefully  stowed  away  during  the  days  of  turbulence  and  commotion. 
Torre,  indeed,  hints  that  some  of  it  was  not  restored.  It  is  probable  enough  that 
Fairfax  did  really  take  care  of  it  and  on  that  account  he  is  entitled  to  the  grati- 
tude of  the  County  and  City  of  York.  The  great  charter-horn  of  the  Minster 
came  into  his  possession,  but  it  was  duly  restored  by  his  successor  in  the  title, 
Henry  Lord  Fairfax,  in  1673. 

There  is  no  family  in  Yorkshire  in  which  talent,  energy  and  valour  have  been 
so  conspicuous  as  in  that  of  Fairfax.  The  star  of  that  great  house  was  undoubtedly 
the  Parliamentary  General.  To  him  Cromwell  was  indebted  for  his  throne  and 
if  it  had  pleased  him  to  have  held  up  but  a  finger  against  Monk,  Charles  II.  would 
never  have  returned  to  England.  He  deserted  his  party  when  violent  counsels 
carried  the  day  against  his,  comparatively  speaking,  temperate  opposition  to  regal 
domination.  In  his  retirement  he  was  not  forgetful  of  the  duties  of  religion  and 
of  those  gentle  tastes  which  have  made  his  name  illustrious.  It  was  a  high 
distinction  to  be  the  patron  of  such  men  as  John  Eushworth,  ]\Iatthew  Poole  and 
Eoger  Dodsworth.  With  a  few  extracts  from  the  will  of  this  distinguished  man  I 
am  tempted  to  close  the  text  of  this  work.  It  is  almost  unknown,  and  some  of  my 
readers  Avill  be  glad  to  know  how  the  \dctorious  general  could  make  his  preparations 
for  death.  That  solemn  document  was  drawn  up  about  four  years  before  his 
decease,  on  the  8th  of  November,  1677.  He  was  "something  infirme  in  body" 
when  he  made  it  and  he  says  "  I  committ  my  soule  unto  Almightie  God  who 
created  itt,  butt  it  being  by  originall  corrupcon  made  an  unfitt  olferinge  for  His 
pure  and  divine  majestie,  I  hope  through  the  mercyes  &  by  the  mcritts  of  the 
precious  blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  my  onely'Saviour  &  Eedeemer,  (in  whome  I  trust) 
Hee  will  make  mee  a  fitt  partaker  of  that  glorious  inheritance  which  Hee  hath 
prepared  for  all  those  that  beleive  in  Him ;  and  I  desire  with  all  humble  and 
hearty  acknowledgments,  to  expresse  my  great  thanckfullness  unto  God  for  the 
many  preservacons  I  have  had  in  those  hazardous  imployments  and  daingerous 
encounters  I  have  mett  with  in  the  course  of  my  pilgrimage  in  this  troublesome 
world,  which  I  ought  and  desire  for  ever  to  praise  him  for :  and  my  body  I 
committ  to  the  earth,  and  desire  (if  itt  cann  conveniently  bee)  that  it  may  bee 
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copes  taken  away  by  order  of  the  committee  by  the  sequestra- 
tours,  Mr.  Seamor,  Francis  Cundall,  George  Peckett  and  William 
Wawdby.  The  organ  pipes,  and  the  brasse  deske,  in  the  quire, 
and  a  statute  of  brasse,  -which  lay  without  the  closett  where  six 
of  clocke  prayers  is,  and  all  the  brasse  which  was  taken  of  the 
grave  stones,  was  sold  by  Mr.  Dossey.  There  was  one  greate 
iron  chestt  in  the  vestry  was  sold  by  Alderman  Topham  and 
Alderman  Dawson  to  Thomas  Squire  and  James  Jolly.  There 
was  fower  little  pewter  candlesticks,  and  three  little  ewers  sold 
by  them,  but  to  whome  I  know  nott. — James  Scruton.

Item  my  will  is 
that  my  executors  shall  have  my  bookes  at  Appleton  (excciit  those  manuscripts  of 
Mr.  Dodsworth's  collecting,  and  other  manuscripts  at  Ai>])leton  aforesaid  which  I 
give  to  the  University  of  Oxford  to  be  kept  in  the  University  Library  there)  the 
better  to  enable  them  to  pay  m)'  legacies  &  funerall  expences,  &  I  give  each  of

How  sad  it  is  to  turn  from  the  father  to  the  son-in-law,  and  to  find  the  name 
and  wealth  of  a  noble  house  disgraced  and  dispersed  by  the  reckless  debauchery  of 
the  profligate  Villicrs.  That  singular  and  illfated  man  was  greatly  addicted  to 
tiie  study  of  chemistry  and,  as  Drake  humorously  observes,  "if  he  did  not  find 
out  the  philosopher's  stone  by  it,  it  is  certain  he  knew  a  way  of  dissolving,  or 
evaporating  gold  and  other  metals,  quicker  than  any  man  of  that  age." 


GLOSSARY. 


AisiAMENTtJM,  17.  An  easement.  A 
legal  term  of  frequent  occurrence. 

Alba.  The  alb.  The  mediaeval  vest- 
ments and  service  books  have  been 
so  frequently  described  that  it  is  un- 
necessary to  mention  them  here.  An 
excellent  and  faithful  account  of 
them  will  be  found  in  Dr.  Rock's 
Church  of  our  Fathers,  a  work  to 
which  I  am  under  great  obligations. 

Alley,  116.  An  aisle  or  any  com- 
partment of  a  church,  a  word  in 
common  use  in  the  North  of  Eng- 
land, especially  at  Durham  {Rites  of 
JDurham).  In  1358  Sir  Robert  Hil- 
ton, of  Swine,  in  Holderness,  obtains 
permission  "  ad  animas  Matildse  et 
Margerise,  filiarum  suarum,  in  pos- 
teriori parte  porticus  sive  aulce  S. 
Trin.  in  eccl.  par.  de  Swyna  sepulta- 
rum  in  loco  eminenciori  et  denotiori 
dicti  porticus  sive  aloe,  in  quo  quidem 
loco  idem  miles  intendit  sepeliri  cum 
aliis  amicis  et  propinquis  suis  trans- 
ferendum"  {Reg.  Thoresby).  The 
word  is  also  applied  to  the  central 
division  of  a  church.  In  1565 
Richard  Binks,  of  Richmond,  desires 
to  be  buried  "  in  the  mydde  allle,  be- 
fore the  quere  dore"  {Riclimondshire 
Wills,  180).  Mr.  Hunter  applies 
it  to  any  passage  between  the  pews, 
and  this  is  the  modern  use  of  the 
word  in  South  Durham. 

Almakioltjm,  75.  "  A  lytell  almary 
or  a  cobborde"  {Prompt.  Parv)  cf. 
Test.  Ebor.  ii.  53.  "  For  locks,  etc., 
for  six  doors  of  an  almariole  in  the 
vestry  for  keeping  the  vestments  in  " 
(Brayley's  Westminster  Hall,  167). 
Two  of  the  old  cases  of  wood  for 
vestments,  which  from  their  shape 
are  generally  called  triangles,  are  still 
preserved  in  York  Minster.  They 
are  covered  with  the  most  beautiful 


iron-work.  In  the  appendix  to  the 
Hist.  Dunehn.  Scriptores  Tres.,  445, 
are  the  expenses  inciu'red  in  making 
an  almariole. 

Almebt,  113.  A  closet  or  press  of 
any  kind.  Vide  Prompt.  Parv.  sttb. 
voce.  The  word  is  technicall}^  a])- 
plied  to  the  recess  by  the  side  of  an 
altar  to  contain  plate  or  vestments. 
There  is  little  difference  between 
this  and  the  preceding  word.  A 
perfect  range  of  almeries,  with  all 
their  fittings,  may  still  be  seen  in  the 
office  of  the  Chapter  clerk  at  York. 
The  only  perfect  specimen  of  a 
church-almery  that  I  have  seen  was 
in  the  old  church  at  Richmond  in 
Yorkshire,  cf.  Gloss,  of  Architec- 
ture. 

Alumpnyng,  130.  2.  Limning  or 
illuminating.  "  Pro  almnpnyng  trium 
gradalium,  40s.  Pro  alumpnacione 
magni  gradalis,  20s."  At  p.  165 
will  be  found  an  unique  contract  for 
writing  and  illuminating  a  service 
book. 

Ambo.  a  kind  of  pulpit  from  which 
sermons  were  preached,  and  the 
epistle  and  gospel  read  {Church  of 
our  Fathers,  i.,  211,  etc.)  At  York 
there  was  one  in  the  choir  (89),  and 
another  in  the  Chapter-house  (231)  ; 
the  latter  was  probably  used  a.s  a 
rostrum.  In  1501,  Elias  Casse,  of 
Beverley,  leaves  5  marks  for  the  buy- 
ing "  ambonis  scituandse  ad  finem 
borialem  summi  altaris,  eccl.  B.M. 
ubi  legitur  sanctum  Dei  evange- 
lium." 

Ampulles,  308.  A  little  bottle  or  cru.«e 
which  contained  the  famous  Can- 
terbury water,  or  the  oil  and  water" 
which  was  connected,  in  a  miraculous 
way,^vith  some  shrine  or  Saint.  They 
were  made  of  lead,  pewter,  or  other 
substances.  Dr.  Rock  gives  an  en- 
graving of  one  which  is  in  the  mu- 
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seum  of  Tork.  I  have  seen  another 
which  Ls  in  private  hands  in  the 
same  city. 

Anohments,  299.  Ornaments.  In 
1510,  Fr.  Moriey,  Esq.,  leaves  "  to  the 
reparacion  of  and  annournenament 
of  the  quere  of  Sayut  Katryne  in 
Melhiif^  church,  6s.  8d." — Eich- 
mondshire  Wills,  21. 

Anxagia,  105.  Goose-grea-se,  or,  sim- 
ply, lard.  In  1316-7  the  monks  of 
Holy  Island  buy  axvrgia  porcina, 
i.  e.,  hog's  lard  for  the  wheels  of  their 
carts  (llaine's  North  Durham,  80). 

Archkdands,  52. 

AscELWoD.  Hasels,  used  in  burning 
lime,  3 1,  37,  etc.,  cf.  Test.  Ebor.  ii. 
23.  In  1123,  at  his  death,  Archbi.shop 
Bowet  had  2000  "  ascelwood,"  worth 
40s. 

AsHELEiis.  Squared  stones  for  build- 
ing, cf.  Oloss  of  Architecture.  In 
1433  the  Chapter  of  York  sell  23 
dolea  of  ashelers  to  the  mayor  and 
citizens  of  York,  who  were  then 
erecting  their  guild-hall. 

AssERES,  23.  Laths,  cf.,  Glcisary  to 
the  Priory  of  Finchale,  sub  vote. 

Astii.lar',  12.  "  In  j  corda  pro  fonte 
astillar'."  Messrs.  Brittonand  Bray- 
ley  make  it  eciuivalent  to  hostillaria 
or  hostelry,  "  For  working  about 
that  pent -house  which  is  for  the 
lodtrings  of  the  masons  in  ho.itlery,i.e., 
astellaria."  Hist,  of  Westminster, 
122.  Anno  1319.  An  astell  is  a 
shide  or  board,  and  a.stellaria  may  be 
nothing  more  than  a  shed  or  bar- 
rack for  the  temporary  accommoda- 
tion of  the  ma.sons. 

AULODIUM,  252.  In  1172  "  unum 
aulodium,"  is  out  of  repair  in  the 
prebcndal  house  of  Amplcford,  but 
it  is  by  no  means  clear  what  this  is. 
The  word  lodium  will  occur  in  its 
proper  place. 

AuuiCAUTM,  79.  Bra.ss.  Pro  factum 
cathonannn  de  auricalco  pro  cande- 
labris.  In  1196,  ^^'iiliam  Ward,  of 
York,  clerk,  leaves  to  the  college  at 
Lowlliorp  "  unum  imr  magnorum 
candelabrorum  de  auricalco." 

Aiuui'LAKK,  160.  A  jiillow  or  cushion. 
I'ulviuar  {Ducangr).  There  were 
several  of  them  in  the  treasury  at 
Windsor  (Dugdale's  Mon.),  and  the 
monks  of  Wcarmouth  p().ssos,sed  one 
which  was  laid  under  tlieir  b.>i)k  of 


the  gospels  on  great  days. — Compot. 
domvs  de  Ifermouth,  153. 
ArBiFKiciUM.     An  oqihray,  q.  v. 


Bacon,  Bakon,41,  the  same  as  batten  ? 
Mr.  AV right  says  of  the  word  batten, 
that  it  is  "  a  rail  from  3  to  6  inches 
broad  and  1  or  more  thick."  Batte, 
staffe.

Batten,  iu  the  North,  means  a  bundle. 

Bagyrnes,  98.  "Les  bag  de  welwit 
et  les  ringges  vel  bnyymes  de  ar- 
gento," — a  pa.ssage  which  requires  no 
e.xplanation.

Gallice  Balais.  In  1507,  Lady  Sta- 
pleton,  of  Wighill,  leaves  to  her 
daughter  Norton  "a  ryng  w'  a 
baltfs."  cf.  Expenses  of  the  Princess 
Mary,  209. 

Balk.  A  beam  of  wood,  and,  also,  of 
iron.  Among  the  stores  in  1399  was

Beautified,  120.  "  For  getting  the 
chancell  of  Topcliffe  washt  and  beau- 
tified, 6s.  8d."  "When  a  country 
church  has  been  beautified,  to  use 
the  technical  phrase  on  this  occasion, 
it  is  customary  for  the  grateful  topo- 
grapher minutely  to  display  the  judi- 
cious application  of  some  late  pious 
legacy,  and  to  dwell  with  singular 
satisfaction  on  the  modern  decora-, 
tions  of  the  communion  table,  con- 
sisting of  semicircular  groupes  of 
bloated  cherubs,  tawdry  festoons, 
ginger-bread  pilasters,  flaming  urns, 
and  a  newly-gilded  decalogue  flanked 
by  a  magnificent  Moses  and  Aaron  in 
scarlet  and  purple,  the  work  of  some 
capital  artist  who  unites  the  callings 
of  painter,  plumber  and  glazier  in  the 
next  dirty  market-town."  (Warton's 
History  ^of  Kiddington,  13.)  Any 
one  who  is  still  more  curious,  will 
find  the  process  most  picturesquely 
depicted  in  an  amusing  little  volume, 
called  nints  to  Churchwardens. 

Beke.  An  iron  for  a  door.  The  iron 
on  which  the  pot  is  hung  over  the 
fire  is  also  called  a  heake.  In  1366, 
there  was  at  Holy  Island  "j  lee 
feixi."

i.  e.,  bundles. 

BuNDAS,  6t.  Boundaries  or  limits. 
The  metsc  and  bunda  of  the  forest  of 
Gal  tres  are  mentioned  in  a  jierambu- 
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lation  at  Durham,  29  Edward  I.  So 
also  iu  an  early  perambulatioti  of 
Mickleton  in  Teesdale  penes  Com. 
Strathmore. 

Br  RD  Alexandeh.  An  eastern  fabric, 
frequently  used  in  churches.  North 
Durham.  In  1392,  Kichard  Bride- 
sail,  of  York,  leaves  "dimidiam  i)eciae 
burd  Alysaunder  ad  ornationera 
summi  altaris."  (Test.  Ebor.,  1.  174.) 

BruDONES,  89.  Pro emendacione  bur- 
dones  pro  missali.  Are  these  the 
knobs  to  prevent  the  sides  of  a  book 
from  bein^'  rubl^ed  ?  Bordonus  is  a 
wand  of  silver  ending  in  a  knob.

At 
Lincoln  there  was  a  co\ic  with  a 
trail  of  ostrich  feathers,  and  in  1518 
Sir  Brian  Stapleton,  of  AVighill, 
leaves  to  his  daughters  "  a  ryng  of 
golde  graved  y^iihfedders,  which  was 
the  last  token  betwixt  my  wylfe  and 
me."  In  1295  Thomas  de  Richmond, 
lord  of  Constable  Burton,  sealed  with 
a  very  beautiful  device.

Feamer,  207.  Former,  which,  accord- 
ing to  the  Prompt.  Parv.,  is  probably 
a  gouge. 

Frangnabs.  These  are,  I  believe,  the 
fractilli  or  jaggs  with  which  gar- 
ments used  to  be  foliated,  temp.  Sic, 
ii.,  etc.  Mr.  Way  has  given  an  in- 
teresting account  of  this  curious  cus- 
tom in  the  Prompt.  Parv. 

Fresed  ledee,  77.  Dealbatus.  Lea- 
ther whitened  by  being  dried  and 
bleached. 

FfiEYNES,  126.  xj  peces  defreynes  et 
tayse. 

Feettattts,  185,  213.  Ornamented 
with  fretts,  or,  generally,  raised  or 
embossed  work.  Among  the  trea- 
sures in  Canterbury  Cathedral  in 
1315  was  "capa  Lanfranci  nigra 
frectata  auro  cum  bestiis  et  floribus 
aureis  et  ij  tasellis  aureis."  Dugdale. 
In  1442  Margaret  Gateshead,  of

Projecting  spouts, 
generally  in  the  shape  of  grotesque 
figures,  to  throw  water  from  the 
gutters  of  roofs. 

Gaethyng,  17,  23.  Girthing,  putting 
the  girths  or  hoops  upon  tubs. 

Gaudeys,  224.  The  larger  beads  on  a 
rosary  CWrightJ,  probably  deriving 
their  name  from  the  first  word  of  the 
hymn,  Gaude,  Virgo  Clu-istipara. 
CDepositions,  etc.,  Siirt.  Soc,  336.) 
"She  occupied  her  gatides  as  many 
thousand  dyd."  (Ibid.,  164.)  In 
1509,  Alison  Clerk  leaves  her  "  best 
beddes  of  corall  ^-ith  silver  gatcdies 
gilted  to  Corpus  Cristi  sheren,  and 
the  broche  of  gold  at  the  same  to 
Saint  William  bed." 

Gaunteees,  35.  A  wooden  frame  or 
stand,  generally  for  casks,  here  pro- 
bably for  timber. 

Gavelockes,  19,  117.  A  crowbar  or 
lever  of  iron,  used,  principally,  for 
raising  stones  ;  a  word  still  in  use  in 
the  North.  "  Pro  ij  gavelokis,  ijd." 
(Roll  for  building  the  Prior's  kitchen 
at  Durham,  1368.) 

Geists,  35,  200.  Joists,  cross  beams 
or  balks,  a  word  in  common  use. 

GlPSUM,  94.  Pro  gipso,  alias  dicto 
litura,  Anglice  plaister,  5s.  9d. 

GiEAP,  8,  75.  A  kind  of  rope,  the 
exact  form  and  use  of  which  is  not 
known. 

GoGiONS,  54,  63,  115.  The  large  pivot 
of  the  axis  of  a  wheel.  Wright.  It 
is  also  used  for  other  things.     "In 
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guqonns  ferri  pro  fenestris  aulsc,  7d."

Clarvaux  ordered  his  body  to  be  in- 
terred "  at  Croft  Kerk,  in  the  wher, 
among  the  grecis  before  the  blesed 
sacrament."  {Longstaffe^s  Darlington, 
ai)p.  Ixxii.)  In  1505,  Thos.  Koos, 
Esq.,  of  Ingmanthoqie,  desires  to  be 
buried  "  in  the  high  (|\vher  directly 
a  for  ye  sacrament,  betwix  the  letteron 
stede  and  the  netherma.st  degre  from 
the  awter." 

Greenginger, 
a  delicate  conserve,  and  an  ordinary 
gift,  csi>ecially  to  ladies.  In  1494, 
Sir  Brian  KoclilTe  leaves  to  his  son 
"  j  longuni  co(!liar  argcnti  et  deaurati 
pro  grenegynger."  In  1431-,  AVm.

GitupniRNE,  Groi'yno,  39,  207.  A 
groping  iron,  "  iluncina."  It  is  also 
called  a  former,  and  probably  resem- 
l)lc(l  the  modern  gouge ;  it  wa.s  used 
to  make  grooves.  To  grope  is,  there- 
fore, to  groove,     cf.  Prompt.  Parr. 

GuYNUi.EHTONE,  119.     A  grindstone. 
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H.iQiLGAGLE,  227.  The  recreatio  of 
the  vicars  and  parsons  of  the  minster 
at  the  celebration  of  an  obit. 

Halfbokes,  261.  Breviaries  and  ser- 
vice-books containing  only  half  of  the 
services  appointed  for  the  year,  the 
pars  a'stivalis  or  hyemalis.  In  an  in- 
ventory of  the  goods  in  the  chajiel  at 
Norton  Conyers  in  1 146  were  "  duo 
porteus  vocata  halfyers."  (Reg.  Ar- 
chidiac,  Richmond.) 

Halybhedpenny,  254.  A  small  tax 
upon  a  congregation  to  purcha.se  the 
holy  loaf  for  the  eucharist.  cf.  Dr. 
Rock,  \.,  137.  "  The  inhabitants  of 
St.  Margaret's  withdrewe  ther  accus- 
tomed dewties,  except  hollybreud 
silver,  which  haith  bein  accustomable 
paid."  (Depositions,  etc.,  ed.  Surleea 
Soc,  280.) 

Hanapekium,  276.  A  hamper  or 
basket.  The  Hanaper  Office  derives 
its  name  from  the  circumstance  that 
the  writs  were  deposited  there  in  a 
ba.sket.  IVriffht.  Here  it  is  a  small 
ca.se  or  skijipet  in  which  records  were 
preserved. 

Handbellan,  142  Dr.  Rock  (ii., 
307,  357)  conjectures  that  these  were 
hand-ljells  which  were  used  at  fune- 
rals, to  arouse  the  attention  of  the 
passers  by  and  to  secure  their  pniyers. 
They  were,  also,  used  at  obits.  Dr. 
Hock  is,  I  believe,  in  error  when  he 
says  that  the  MS.  which  contains 
this  list  belonged  to  Sherbourne  min- 
ster :  I  cannot  but  think  that  the 
place  alluded  to  is  Sherburn  in  Elniet, 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  York,  a 
church  which  was  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  Chapter  of  York  from 
a  very  early  period.

Latyzino,  119.  Making  the  lattices 
of  a  window.  "  Pro  laticiis  ad  coram 
de  Skypton,  3s.

Lekipopeum,  208.  A  long  tippet  ap- 
pended to  the  hood,  piussing  round 
the  neck  and  hanging  down  in  front.

Limatiiu's,  90,  92."  The  limas  was  a 
kind  of  apron  used  by  maiious.  cf.

LoMPSTONES,  200.  Stones  of  a  coarse 
kind,  probably  rubble,  used  for  build- 
ing a  wall. 

LovEES,  Lewoes,  12,  27, 100.  A  small 
lantern  or  turret  in  the  roof  as  well 
for  the  purposes  of  ventilation  as  to 
carrj'  away  the  smoke,  cf.  Oloss. 
of  Architecture.  They  could  be 
opened  or  closed  at  pleasure  by  pull- 
ing a  .string.  "  For  covering  of  a 
lover  in  the  Constable  Hall — Dur- 
ham Castle,  39  Hen.

Tyrwhit  says  "  this  word  belonged 
originally  to  a  horse  of  a  grey  colour."

MA^-TILTEEES,  88.  The  great  beam 
which  went  across  the  chimne3^ 
Wright. 

Maegaeits,  225.  Pearls,  cf.  Prompt. 
Parv. 

Makshaleia,  128.  The  farrying  or 
shoeing  of  a  horse.  cf.  Fiiichale 
Glossary,  etc.  It  was  the  province 
of  the  Earl  Marshall  to  attend  to  the 
king's  horses. 

Maseb,  31.  A  drinking  vessel  made 
of  wood.  ]\Ir.  Way  gives  a  most  in- 
teresting account  of  it  in  Prompt. 
Parv.  "  Dr.  Rock  also  has  some 
valuable  remarks  upon  it.  He  will 
be  glad  to  learn  that  the  maser-bowl 
of  Archbishop  Scrope  is  still  at  York, 
and  he  will  find  a  description  of  it  in 
proceedings  of  the  Archaeological 
Institute  during  their  visit  to  York. 

Masticote,  77, 79.  Gum  mastic,  used 
by  painters.

A  kind  of  board,  probably  connected 
^vith  mensa  a  table. 

Meeblees,  73.  "Workers  in  marble. 
In  his  will,  made  in  1494,  Sir  Brian 
Eocliffe  says,  "  volo  quod  Jacobus 
Eemus,  marbeler,  in  Poules  chiu-che- 
j'erde  in  London,  faciat  meum  epi- 
tapliium  in  Templo." 

Messing,  10.  A  kind  of  metal  which 
Ducange  calls  mestallum.  In  1434, 
Eliz.  del  Hay  leaves  "  majorem  pa- 
tellam  de  vieslyn."  Test.  Ebor.  ii. 
39.  In  1506,  John  Fell,  of  York, 
leaves  "  a  basyne  and  oon  ewere  of 
myslyne^' 

Meteeta,  27.     A  measure. 

Meteoddes,  82,  88.  Sometimes  called 
metwands.  The  measuring  wands 
or  rules  used  by  masons  and  carpen- 
ters. 

Mold,  9,  17,  etc.  The  pattern,  made 
of  tin  or  wood,  which  the  masons 
used  in  shaping  their  stones.  They 
now  make  use  of  zinc  for  that  pur- 
pose, cf.  Architectural  Nomencla- 
ture, 22.  For  two  oak  boards  for 
moulds  for  the  masons,  2s.,  1332.

MoLorE,  207.  MoUeur.  A  stone 
used  for  grinding  colours.  "  ij  mol- 
ver  stones  with  the  runners."

MoNASTEEiusi,  35,  51,  etc.  A  word 
frequently  applied  to  York  Cathedral, 
although,  curiously  enough,  there 
was  never  a  monk  connected  with  it. 
It  is  at  this  day  everyAvhere  called 
the  Minster. 

MoNSTEUM,  222.  A  monstrance  or 
reliquary  generally  made  of  glass  or 
some  other  transparent  substance, 
and  inclosing  the  blood  or  relic  of 
some  saint,  and  also  the  Eucharist, 
to  be  exhibited  to  the  worshipper 
—monstrandum.  Cardinal  A^'olsey 
was  the  owner  of  "  oone  monstranns 
silver  and  gilt  vdihc  a  round  bir- 
rall  to  put  relyques  in."  Collect. 
Cur.  ii,  337.      The  word  is  of  rare

Tlie  Church  of  ovr  Fathers,  ii.  37, 
gives  an  account  of  it  with  an  en- 
graving. In  the  great  inventories  of 
the  treasures  at  St.  Paul's,  etc.,  given 
by  Dugdale,  many  precious  morses 
arc  mentioned. 

MoETAs  WYMBYLL,  207.  An  auger 
for  mortising. 
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Nails.  Among  the  different  kinds 
of  nails  mentioned  in  this  book  we 
find  tlie  fcjllowing : — Broddes  (q-v.), 
including  stanbroddes(stonebrodde-s), 
and  strabroddes  (strawbrodds),  chin- 
gil-nails  or  tingil-nails,  gullet-nails, 
lut  or  lath  nails,  lead  nails,  also  called 
kyrkleduale,  sharplings,  and  single 
and  double  spikings,  and  Scotsem- 
nails.

In 
tlio  Jiiles  of  Durham,  t-t,  is  an  in- 
lorosting  account  of  the  manner  in 
which  a  deooasod  monk  wa.s  waked. 
Kroin  tlio  funoral  o.xponscs  of  Arch- 
bi.shop  Bowi'tt  wo  learn  that  lio  had 


six  wakers,  each  one  of  whom  re- 
ceived a  shilling. 


OBTrBACio,63.  Hardeningorstrength- 
ening.  Said  of  a  staith  which  was 
strengthened  with  piles  and  faggots. 

OcoK,  77,  97.  Oker,  the  colour  used 
in  painting. 

Orfrayes,  127,  229,  etc.  Aurifirigia. 
The  bands  or  bordures  of  embroidery 
with  which  vestments  were  orna- 
mented, cf.  Prompt.  Part).  Dr. 
Rock  gives  a  long  account  of  them, 
with  one  or  two  plates  to  show  how 
they  were  worn. 

OwcHES,  224.  Brooches  or  clasps,  cf. 
Prompt.  Parr,  sub  voce  novch.  One 
of  these  jewels  wa.s,  probably,  the 
gift  of  Joan  de  Hesilrig,  who,  in  the 
year  1400,  bequeathed  "  capiti  Sancti 
Willelmi  Ebor.unum  monile,  Anglice 
nouch  auri,  cum  uno  saphire  in 
medio,  et  j  dyamand  desuper,  et  cir- 
cumpositum  cum  pereles  et  emerau- 
des."

The  nave  of  tho 
Minster  was  also  called  a  pace,  as  it 
was  a  pluco  of  public  promenade, 
or  a  dcambulatorium.

Pis',  9.  Pisum,  pisa,  pease.  Here 
pease  straw. 

Pixis.  The  pix,  or  case,  in  which  the 
Eucharist  was  kept.  It  usually  hung 
before  the  high  altar. 

Plaunchoes,  50,  56,  249.  Planks  or 
boards.  "Payd  to  ij  wrightis  and 
ther  iiij  servanntts,  every  of  them 
for  vi.  dayes,  in  mendinge  of  the 
stabyls  and  the  plangchers,  and  ly- 
inge  ...  of  the  saide  bords,  16s."

Pomandeb,  224.     Porame  d'aumbre, 
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generally  applied  to  balls  containing 
perfume,  which  were  carried  about 
the  person.  The  calefactorium,  q.v., 
wa.s  occa.sionall\'  called  the  pomander. 

Popes,  62.  Popi>y-heads  for  stalls, 
cf.  Oloss.  of  Architecture. 

PosTE,  37,  40.     Generally,  a  quarn,'. 

Posting,  117.  Po.sting  and  squaring 
of  siplings.  Lopping,  or  snagging, 
and  rough-hew-ing. 

PousEs,  298.  Poesies  or  mottoes  ?  In 
this  instance,  probably,  texts  of  Scrip- 
ture. In  1617,  Nich.  Fenay,  yeo., 
leaves  to  his  son  Wm.  "  my  signet, 
or  ringe  of  gould,  haveinge  these 
letters,  N.F.,  for  my  name  thereupon 
ingraven,  with  this  notable  poesie

The.se  precularia  are  still  in 
e.\istence  ia  the  windows  of  the  lan- 
tern tower. 

Prick  Candlesticks,  275.  Candle- 
sticks with  a  jirick  or  .spike,  upon 
which  the  candle  was  placed.  They 
were  hence  called  i)rickets.  cf. 
Prompt.  Parv.  In  1550,  Annos 
llerper,  of  Marton,  de.sires  by  will 
to  "  iiavo  fy  vc  prikt/ttes  of  wax  borne 
about  my  corse  in  the  masse  tyrae." 
Ik'fore  tiie  high  altar  at  Durham  were 
three  silver  ba.sons,  with  ba-sons  of 
latlen  within  them,  "  having  pricks 
for  sorge.«,  or  great  wax  candles,  to 


stand  on  "  (Sites  of  Dtirham,  12). 
"A  candyktyke  of  laten  with  a  pyke" 
is  mentioned  in  Bury  Wills,  ly. 

Pkick  Song,  103.  This,  acording  to 
Dr.  Rock,  is  florid  music.  In  1544, 
ilargt.  Kirkbie  desires  to  be  buried 
in  St.  Crux  Church,  in  York,  "  w»  a 
ma.'i.-«e  of  our  Blessed  Ladie  w'  prick- 
son  and  orgons  the  same  day  or  as 
n'  the  same  day  as  may  be  conve- 
nient." At  the  funeral'  of  Francis, 
Earl  of  Shrewsbury-,  at  Sheffield,  in 
1560,  "after  the  gospell,  the  quire 
sung  another  psalme  in  pricksong  " 
(Hunter's  Hallamshire,  57).  At 
pp.  101,  116,  118,  are  charges  for 
pricking  or  WTiting  this  music. 

Pkincipall,  309.  A  splendid  vest- 
ment for  principal  days,  or  high 
festivals. 

Psaltek-candles,  231.  These  lights 
seem  to  have  been  u.sed  at  funerals 
and  obits,  but  whether  they  were 
used  in  the  church  or  given  away  to 
the  friends,  etc.,  of  the  deceased  I 
cannot  tell.

PuTUKA,  10.  Pro  putura,  reward,  etc., 
l)ro  le  clok.  A  word  not  easy  to 
explain.  Ducange  gives  trabs  as 
Somner's  paraphrase  of  this  word, 
A\hich  he  derives  from  the  French 
poutre. 

Pyk,  61.    Pitch. 


QuABRELLs,  116.  Quarries  of  glass. 
In  1577—8,  George  Neville,  of  High 
Popplewell,  gentleman,  leaves  to 
"  Mr.  Alathewe  Nevell,  lorde  of  niy 
howse,  all  the  gliuse  windowe,  wil- 
linge  my  neighbouros,  Wm.  Brouke 
and  .lolui  Browkc,  th'elder  of  the 
Scholes,  a.x  t  liey  lovo  and  bearo  good 
will  to  a  Nevell,  to  take  i)ondc  of 
theme  that  sliall  come  to  dwell  at 
Hie     ropleweli,    to    uphoulde    and

Redditus,  or  Redditualis  Domus, 
12,  27,  71.  The  house  in  which  the 
rents  due  to  the  Minster  were  paid  ; 
perhaps  the  treasury. 

Regalia,  224,  Rials  or  royals.  The 
rial  was  a  gold  coin  worth  about  fif- 
teen shillings.

Reparyled,  258.  Repaired.  In  1545, 
John  Stavely,  of  Rippon  Park,  gent., 
leaves  "to  the  reparacion  of  the

reparelUng  of  the  churche  in  Olde 
Malton,  6s.

Jn  1423, 
Archbp.  Bowett  had  a  pair  "  de  van- 
brace  et  rerebrace  in  iiij  peciis," 
valued  at  3s.

Reredos,  9.     Armour  for  the  back. 

Reredoece,  36,  65,  67, 70.  The  screen 
behind  an  altar,  or  the  wall  which 
was  decorated  with  carving  .  and 
panelling.  The  great  reredos  of 
York  was  of  wood  richly  carved  and 
gilt.  It  was  removed  in  1726.  Torre 
gives  a  rude  drawing  of  a  portion  of 
it.  In  1452,  Wm.  DufFeld  leaves 
20/.  "pro  perfeccione  deauracionis 
les  reardosse.'" 

Reulor,  16.  The  rule,  used  by  the 
workmen.

RiDDACio,  49,  52.  Ridding  or  clear- 
ing away.   cf.  Hatfield's  Survey,  219. 

RiGALD,  8,  10,  12,  etc.  It  is  difficult 
to  ascertain  what  sort  of  timber  this 
was.  Some  suppose  that  it  came 
from  Riga  and  that  it  derives  its

It  is  so  called  "  for  in  olde 
faders  dayes  the  people  wold  that 
daye  shere  there  theyr  heedes  and 
olj^e  their  berdes  and  poll  their 
heedes,  and  so  make  them  honest 
ayenst  Easter  day."  Wardrobe

Shives,  18,  22,  91.  Shives  or  shivers, 
the  wheel  of  a  pulley.     Wright.

In 
1559-60,  Rich''-  Hall  had  at  Hams- 
terley  "  in  byllot  or  shydes,  with  ij 
thowsand  lyeng  on  Lynts  grene,  iiij 
thowsand."  He  owes  to  "  Ey|)pothe& 
wyfe  ij  thowsand  shydes,  30s.  For 
leadyng  of  a  thowsand  shydes,  6s.  8d."

Cardinal  "Wolsej-  had 
"  oone  hallvwatar  stocke  withe  a 
sprynkiU,"  valued  at  6/.  19s.  {Coll. 
Cur.,  ii.  311).  In  1527-8,  John 
Chapman,  of  York,  leaves  "  unum 
le  sprinkill  argenti  ad  spargendum 
atjuam  rosarum."  It  is  also  called 
a  strinkle.  In  the  Fountains  invea- 
torv  was  a  holy  water  vat  with  "  a 
strinkill  "  of  silver,  worth  8/.  7s.  lOd. 

Spyceb,  32.  Speciarius,  a  dealer  in 
spices  or  spice.  Under  the  head  of 
spices,  in  old  times,  were  compre- 
hended many  articles  that  are  now 
sold  by  the  fruiterer  and  the  chemist, 
(cf.  Finchale  Olossary).  In  1557, 
Sir  Ilobort  Tysonne,  vicar  of  Osbald- 
wick,  near  York,  leaves  "  to  the  town 
of  Osbaldwicke  a  bnvysyn  morter,  & 
yt  to  remayne  in  the  husbandmen's 
handes  for  ever,  &  evorye  man  to  have 
it  a  yearo  k  no  more,  &  it  to  go 
abowto  lus  the  holy  hreade  dot  he,  «fc 
no  man  to  deuye  riche  nor  poore  to 
bniye  liis  .syxVr  in  yt."

Staenes.  Stars.  In  1454,  Eobert 
Constable,  Esq.,  leaves  "  to  Bossall 
kirke  a  vestement  of  rede  cloth  of 
gold,  and  the  awter  cloth  yare  to  of 
the  same  cloth  of  gold,  and  rede  cape 
with  starnes  of  gold"  {Test.  Ebor.,  ii. 
176).  In  1569-70,  Geo.  Conyers, 
of  Pinchinthorpe,  in  Cleveland,  Esq., 
leaves  "  a  blacke  stagge  with  a  starne 
in  his  forehead."

In  the  Durham  Home- 
hold  Book  it  is  conjectured  that  these 
are  probably  "locks  fixed  perma- 
nently in  one  position,"  and  opposed 
to  handlocks.  In  this  case  they

Suspended;  forbidden 
to  be  used  on  account  of  age  or  wear.

SwAPE,  114,  115.  The  handle  of  a 
pump,  a  lever.     Craven  Glossary. 


A  .sleeveless  coat,  open- 
ing only  at  the  sides.  The  following 
extract  exhibits  the  word  in  a  diffe- 
rent meaning :  "  Payd  to  John 
Brown,  bricleycr,  for  ij  day  &  di.  to 
repeyer  a  dor  ofe  stone  and  wyndows, 
and  to  folio  w'  nmrtor  otl'er  tho  ta- 
bards alle  ye  rolfes,  20d."

A  templet  is  also 
a  short  piece  of  timber  some- 
times laid  in  a  wall  under  the  end  of 
a  girder  or  other  beam.

Textus,  84,  223.  An  evangeUsteriiim 
or  book  of  the  gosijels,  very  frequently 
bound  and  jewelled  in  the  most  gor- 
geous manner,  cf.  Rock,  i.

In  the 
inventory  of  the  treasures  at  St.

Thoregistes,  53,  135.  Thorough 
joists ;  joists  running  right  through 
or  across  the  roof. 

Thkaune,  270.  Wrought  of  twisted 
silk  or  thread.  The  silk  throwers 
were  incorporated  23rd  Apr.,  5  Car. 
1.  Their  arms  are  a  throwing  mill, 
a  reel  and  three  bales  of  silk.  Bailey. 
In  1582  Anne  Middleton,  of  Redmire, 
leaves  "  a  fayre  thramne  chayre." 
Richmond  Registry. 

THRorGH-STA^sE,  21,  40,  ctc.  A 
through-stone,  in  the  first  instance, 
is  a  stone  which  goes  through  a  wall 
appearing  on  both  sides.  Drake  uses 
it  in  this  sense  {Eboracum,  58),  when 
he  is  speaking  of  the  escape  of  the 
monument  of  the  standard-bearer  of 
the  9th  letdon  "from   the  brutish 


workmen  who  had  broke  it  in  tlie 
midst,  and  were  going  to  make  use  of 
it  for  t\^■o  through^,  as  they  call  them, 
to  bind  a  wall."  A  through  is  also 
a  long  stone  which  marked  the  burial 
T'lace  of  some  particular  person  or 
family,  which  was  laid  through  or 
over  (super)  the  whole  space  occu- 
pied by  the  body.  "When  churches 
were  unpaved  its  use  would  be  ob- 
vious and  its  appearance  remarkable, 
and  where  there  was  a  pavement, 
the  through  was  always  to  be  dis- 
tinguished by  its  length  and  mas- 
siveness.  In  1548-9  John  Bullock, 
of  Newcastle,  desires  to  be  buried  in 
the  "iiariche  churche  gartheofAil 
Saincts  nje  the  throughe  stone  be- 
sides the  weddyng  churche  dore."

same,  and  thereupon  laid  onethroughe, 
beyng  now  of  the  bakeside  of  my 
house."  York  Registry.  In  1531 
Sir  John  Eoclitfe,  of  Cowthorpe, 
desires  to  be  laid  "in  the  Gray 
Erears'  churche  within  the  cytye  of 
of  Yorke,  nyghe  my  fader's  grave,  on 
hys  lyfte  syde,  upon  the  northe  sydye 
of  the  churche.  Also  I  will  that  my 
ex"-  cause  a  thorughe  stone  to  be  laide 
upon  me,  and  one  ymage  of  the 
Trinitie  sette  and  fixed  in  the  said 
throughe-stone,  and  one  ymage  of 
myself  maide  kneling  undre  the  said 
^^nage  of  the  Trinitie,  w*  one  scrip- 
ture for  me  in  perpetuaU  remem- 
brance for  me,  within  one  yeare  after 
the  buryall."

Tool- 
iron  ?  cf.  Gloss,  of  Architecture  sub 
voce  Tewel.     In  1447  the  smith  at

Tr.vcyngbobd,  17.  The  board  on 
which  the  plans,  etc.,  were  traced  or 
drawn.

A  triangle,  an  in- 
strument used  by  caqienters.

Tyeks,  Tyres,  81,  87.  A  tire  of  a 
wheel  is  the  iron  hoop  around  it. 
Tires  are,  I  believe,  the  smaller  iron- 
work, or  generally  the  more  minute 
gear  or  furniture  that  is  required  for 
any  work.  In  1585-6  a  testator  at 
Durham  leaves  her  "  plowghc-irons 
and  the  tyrement."  Tire  also  sur- 
vives in  our  word  attire,  and  in  one 
word,  means  dress.  "  And  Jezabel 
painted  her  face  and  tired  her  head."

pressed by  Christ's  wiping  his  face, 
as  he  carried  the  cross,  with  a  hand- 
kerchief. The  original  was  said  to 
be  preserved  at  Rome,  and  copies  of 
it  were  freipiently  brought  home  by 
l)ilgrims.  In  1129,  Jolni  Scott,  of 
York,  orders  masses  to  be  sung  for 
him  "  apud  vetiemakall  in  cccl.
